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INTRODUCTION 


The volume, the fifth of the Selections fiom Nagpur 

Residency Refolds, covers the period from 1840 to 1854, and is 
divided intoi parts, viz , (1) Bhonsla Raghojee III and his 
Affairs ( 2 ) \ Impostor Appa Saheb Episode, (3) Saugor and 
Nerbudda T.erntones, (4) Miscellaneous, (5) Secret Department 
Confidential j Newsletters, and (6) the Bundle Correspondence, 
Pohtical — 1854 The documents under these six 

parts fall mtP three categories Those under the first four parts 
deal with the matters of administrative import m general, pertam- 
me to the the^t called Nagpur State, and the Saugor and Nerbudda 
territories acd^ttred by the British after the Third Maratha War. 
The documem® under the fifth part are all confidential newsletters 
received at the Nagpur Residency from the Secret or Pohtical 
Department pI British Government They are the confiden- 
tly despatched hy the diplomatic and secret agents, employed 

by the Foreign Office of the British Government The documents 
m the Bundle Coriespondence covers the period from 1817 to 1854, 
and refer to ffuscellaneous matters like the relation of the British 
with the Bijuuslas, private family affairs and rights, revenue 

settlement, et(j 

The first "^hich deals with Bhonsla Raghojee HI and his 
Affairs contains only twelve documents They refer to the last 
phase of Rayujee’s admmistration, his death without an heir, and 
the subsequent arrangements made by the British to admimster 
the Nagpur S^^te Raghojee HI actually took over the admmis- 
tration from the British m June 1830 and ruled till his death on 
December 11 i reported to have introduced some 

measures to #^ut economy m his admimstration, and to correct 
tiie abuse andi peculation on the part of his officers He does not 
seem to have succeeded m his efforts and was, therefore, sohatous of 
a reduction ini the amount of tnbute he paid to the British Govern- 
ment. His reduests, however, were not conceded by the Governor- 
General It w^® durmg his regime that the Christian Missionaries 
started their activities m the City of Nagpur One Reverend S 
Hislop affordec^ shelter to a Hmdu boy for conversion but he was 
forced to give hini up to his father Through the mitiative of the 
British Govenfuicnt, a hospital and dispensary was started in the 
City of Nagpu^ After the death of Raghojee HI on 11th Decem- 
ber 1853 the I'^agpui State was annexed 1^ Dalhousie, and a new 
scheme of outhned by E K Elhot was set up (Letter 

No 12) Tne ' documents m the second section refer to the 
Impostor Appa Saheb Even though real Appa Saheb is reported 
to have died oP U, 1840, m Jodhpur, two impostors appeared 
who called Appa Saheb and created disturbances m 

Berar The fii®^ captured on 28th November 1841 and was 
sent to Hyder^I*^^ after another Appa Saheb appeared 

on the scene. ^People beheved that Appa Saheb was not dead He 
was actually wiai^deiing m disguise as a Gosain or rehgious man

To— THE RAJA OF NAGPORE 

After compliments. 

I have received your Highness’s friendly letter "through Major 
Wilkmson and am much gratified to find that your Highness has 
seriously undertaken die examination of your affairs It has afford- 
ed me extreme pleasure also to learn that your Highness has so 
laudably apphed yourself to the high duties of your station This 
must needs be attended by an improvement of the Nagpore state, 
and the mcreasmg happmess and prosperity of your Highness’s 'sub- 
jects If your Highness will continue to pursue this course m 
confidential communication with the Resident, your territory will 
ere long reap all the benefits of a good government honestly and 
wisely admmistered 

I have considered your Highness’s request with respect to the 
remission of 8 Lakhs of Rupees with much attention, and do nor 
think that a case has been made out which would justify me in re- 
commendmg to the Home Authorities, a sacrifice of any portion of 
the tribute received from your Highness 
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I cannol here refrain from remarking that the promrdon which 
the tribute of Nagpur bears to the entire rwourcc* of that rate i§ 
very moderate compared with that which la exacted from most of 
the other tributary states of India. These, your Highnesp is not 
unaware, have been called upon to contribute to the general resources 
of the empire, a third and a fourth of their annual revenues The 
demand on your Highness is at the present time hnic more than 
one-eixth of your yearly mcomc, and there is a prospect of improve 
ment ivhich may m time reduce it within that proportion. 

Your Highness must trust to those economical reforms which 
you appear to be so laudably and prudently employed m introducmg 
in the management of your afiairs and to the correction of abuse 
and peculation on the part of the officers of your Government for 
tuth improvement in the resources of the state as ivUl best redound 
to your credit and to the prosperity of your Highness s extensive 
possessions

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2 The Rajah has thrown off tlie habits of indolence and in- 
attention to business which, theie was reason to feai, he was acquir- 
ing and has applied himself in earnest to the superintendence of 
public affaiis Having discoveicd that his confidential advisers, 
Gholam Ally Moonshee and Dada Phurnaveese had been guilty of 
embezzlements and other corrupt practices, he has withdraivn his 
confidence from both and deprived the former of all pubhc employ- 
ments “Several others at the head of Department” says the Resi- 
dent, Lieutenant Col Wilkinson, “have also been proved guilty of 
appropriating to their o^^’n use, public money and have been deprived 
of oflice Since the Rajah has discovered the malpiactices of those 
m whom he reposed the utmost confidence, he has attended \vith 
very great earnestness to business and has been far less reserved m 
his communications with myself I trust he may continue in his 
present couise, and have great confidence that he mil do so, for he 
appears fully convinced tliat he can only hope for an honest dis- 
charge of duty on the part of his servants by exercising a strict 
supenntendence over them” 

3 Among the first results of this attention to business on the 
part of tlie Rajah, and increase of his confidence m the Resident 
have been retrenchments by which the expenditure of the state has 
been brought considerably within its income It is true that the 
Rajah’s estimate of future annual expenses as corrected by the 
Resident shows an annual deficit of Rs 90,649-4-113/^ But in this 
calculation two lacs per annum are allowed for the extmction of debt 
so that there is a real surplus of receipts above current expenditure 
amountmg to nearly 1,10,000 Rupees mdependently of extra collec- 
tions (not included m the accounts) which .the Rajah '^admits that he 
has received to the amount of more than nine lacs during the mne 
years of his Government 

4 In this situation of things, we agree m your opmion that 
no sufficient case is made out for reducing the subsidy wfuch as you 
observe does not much exceed one-sixth of the revenues, while many 
other Native States contnbute to the extent of one-fourth or even 
one-third The meritorious conduct of the Rajah gives him a fair 
claim, to be treated with liberality but we think the best shape in 
which that liberality ‘could be exercised would be m the grant of 
occasional remissions when reasonable ground can be shewn on the 
score of bad seasons or extraordmary expenses not occasioned by 
mismanagement or prodigahty 

5 The miscellaneous proceedings compnsed withm the period 
under review seem unobjectionable We approve of your having 
abstamed from calling upon the Rajah to be at the expense of 
improving the road between Kamptee and Seetabuldee although the 
charge is one which stnedy speaking might fairly devolve upon 
him

has been wasting the resources of his state, and applies him*- 1 
witli vigour to the reform of his administration, idirectmg his 
object to a reduction of the expenditure so as to bring it below 
the revenue, and appointing the honestest and ablest men to res- 
ponsible situations, instead of those who can pay the highest 
Nazzur for them By these means, and by these alone, can His 
Highness extricate himself from his present difficulties You will 
continue to discourage, m the most decided manner, the notion 
which His Highness seems to entertain, that the Government of 
India will afford him relief by grantmg him a remission of the 
tribute or of some portion of it 


Letter No 5 — ^Tbe letter and its enclosure refer to the unsatis- 
factory condition of the finances of the Raja of Nagpur, and 
the advice of the Governor-General to the Raja to manage 
his affairs properly He is required to treat Coptain Ramsay 
as the representative of the British Government and hsten 
to his advice The enclosure is a copy of Enghsh translation 
of the letter, Dalhousie addressed to the Raja, on these sub- 
jects.

The Governor General in Council observes that the financial 
condition of the Nagpur state u most unsatisfactm and the 
aspect o£ Its affairs generally very unpronusing The description 
of your mtemew •with His Highness shows the improbability of 
zivj improvement taking place at present, and it shows the Raja 
himself interapciute in hia language and insulting m his 
demeanour 

The Governor General m Council considers you entitled to 
credit for the temper and at the same nmc the firmness {yow 
evinced upon the occasion of this interview 

His Lordship m Council will not suffer that a Bntish Officer 
the representative of his Goicmmcnt, shall be so addressed and 
so created (as you seem to have been on this visit by any native 
pnnee to whom he may be accredited.

To-HIS HIGHNESS THE RAJAH OF NAGPUR, 

Fort William 29th July 1848 

After compliments 

Having heard an unfavourable account of the manner in 
which \our Highness s country is at present administered, I 
desued Captain Kamsay the Actmg Resident at Your Highness s 
Court, to take an opportimity of warning ^our Highness of the 
dmsirous coiweoucnces whidi must ensue to you unless you 
immediately apply your attention and use your endeavours 
to the removal of atuscs and the reduction of expenditure. 

It IS needless to tell Your Higjincss, because a moraent^s con 
ndcratlon will convince you that no Government' can long exist, 
much less flourish m which the expenses constantly exceed the 
rci'cnues and debt is meurred without the means of liquidating 
it. Such I deeply regret to hear it at present the position of Your 
Highness t Government, Your expenditure considtiabiy exceeds 
your revenue, and you have a debt to discharge exceeding 34 lakhs 
of rupees. From whence will you create the fund out of which 
this debt u to be liquidated? There is but one way and that is 
to reduce your expenditure Iromcdiately— nor will you find this 
dlfflcuU if acting upon the advice of Captain Ramsay you deter 
mine to ditmiss from your service, those worthless ofnccri who 
enneh themselves and oppress your people while they pretend to 
lie advancing your mtercsis. ^ 
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1 am told that Your Ilighness frequently expresses a hope 
that the British Government will remit the Tribute which Your 
Bhghness is bound to pay under Treaty It is proper that I should 
inform you once for all that such a hope is utterly vam The 
British Government will never consent to rehnqmsh what is their’s 
by Tieaty — cast from your mind therefore any such thought, 
which It IS mere childishness to entertain, and apply yourself as 
becomes a Prince, to the mvestigation of the causes which have 
involved your affairs m difficulty, for a successful remedy cannot 
be applied until the evil is thoroughly ascertamed and traced to 
Its origin If you have been unnecessarily lavish in your dis- 
bursements of late years, it is mcumbent upon you now to check 
such extravagance — if you have corrupt and self-inteiested servants 
you should now dismiss them and appomt honest and able men 
Your real welfare depends upon the welfare of your people , your 
country cannot be prosperous if its mhabitants are liable to be 
oppressed , and when wronged, apply m vain for redress to your 
Courts of Justice 

I am mformed by Captam Ramsay that upon a visit he lately 
paid to Your Highness, you expressed a doubt regardmg his autho- 
rity to give advice to you, and demanded to see his credentials 
with the signature of the Governor General I have therefore 
addressed you myself, reiteratmg the admomtions which have 
already been given to you by Captain Ramsay, and begging you 
to understand that that officer has my confidence, that he is acting 
under my instructions, and that I expect you to treat him as the 
representative of the British Government ought to be treated 
I shall hope ere long to hear from him that Your Highness has 
given heed to the advice which, as a friend, I have now tendered 
to you '

Letter No 6 — The letter refers to the case of a Hindu boy of 15 
seeking to attend the Mission School and perhaps to embrace 
Chnstiamty for which he was chastised by his father

We beg to forward to you a letter, ^^hlch we have this day 
received Though the document bears no signature apparently 
because there was no room for appending it yet we have no doubt 
from the testimony, which was given us along with it, as w'ell as 
from our acquaintance wath the handw^nting and the mode of 
address, that it w’as wTitten by Baba Pandurang 
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2. We hope that while u bean evident tnarka of the dis- 
advantages under which it was penned, you may be able to deapher 
Its contSits We would call your attention to only two of its state- 
ments nz. that the boy was beaten by his father with shoes and 
threatened mth removal to Hyderabad 

3 Taking for granted that the violence alleged was actually 
used which we do on the authority of the endos^ document, the 
cause, we have reason to believe, is to be found in the arcum- 
stance that the Baba Pandorang this mommg came to the Mission 
School in the City of Nagpur with a view to read the Bible and 
study the other branches of knowledge there taught. He had 
not Dcen long in the school before his father and another rclauve 
also entered and with much noise reqmrcd the boy to leave- 
After some hesitation he at last accompanied his father What 
followed thereupon wc have no means or personally knowmg, but 
■u'c arc tnclmed to fhmk that the account given in the letter is 
a correct representation of facts 

4 That representation gives nsc m our mindi to the following 
question. Does the parental autbouty under which Baba Pandu 
rang has been placed extend so far as to prcvcoi him thcni^ 
now upivards of 15 yeary of age and expressing his beliel m the 
doctrines of Christianity as opposed to the Hindu religion from 
learning what he professedly holds to be the will of God so that 
he may lawfully be beaten for attending a school, where that 
instrucuon is commimicated or removed against his wish to a dis- 
tance where it cannot be obtained? This query we would respect 
fully submit on the youth s behalf for your consideration and 
should you desire to call on us for further information on this 
case we shall be happy to afford it to you at any tunc that you 
may appoint for a pnvate mtenacw 


Letter No 7 — ^Tho letter refers -to the propojal for opening a 
Homltal and Dlipensary In Nagpur City under the fuperm 
tendenco of the Residency Surgeon for which an estiinatc of 
expenditure u also given. This was perhaps the first hospital 
m Nagpur

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2 On a toiinci occn‘?ion I pointed out at ‘^omc length the 
hentfiis \\hich uould acciiie to the sick poor of His Highness’s 
country fioin such an establishment, and have only now to add 
that c\civ day's expense confirms mq in the opinion I then expect- 
ed. and It mil afford me much giatification, if by any efforts of 
mine, his heneiolent views can he earned out to the fullest extent 

3 Agiceably to ^mui icquest d do myself the honour to 
annex a statement of the establishment, etc, lequiied for the efli- 
cient woiking of the insutution, with an estimate of the piohahle 
expense of each item 

4 The hospital is capable of containing thirty beds, foi 
which numbei of in-dooi patients it is necessary to calculate The 
numbci of out-patients cannot as yet he specified with any degiec 
of accuiacy, hut my expciience of the last thiee or four years 
justifies me in exjiccting somewhcic about one hundred daily when 
the institution comes into full operation, piirticularly in unliealthy 
seasons oi dining the picialence of epidemics which aie of yearly 
occuiience m the City of Nagpur and the sui rounding countiy 

5 It mil he necessary, I imagine, to apply to the Supreme 
Goicinmcnt foi the sen ice of a Native Sub-Assistant Surgeon and 
a Name Doctor, and I beg leaie to suggest that you explain to 
Idis Highness the Maharajah that the salaiy of the Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon is liable to he inci eased at some future time to 200 Com- 
pany s Rupees a month under the operation of a resolution of the 
Goiernmcnt of Bengal, dated 6th of January 1849, vide “Calcutta 
Gazette’ of 27th January page 86 This will take place when 
the individual has served mth credit for 14 years or m case he 
evinces “ eminent talent ’ or “ laborious industr)'^ ” at any time 
mthiii that peiiod To prevent future misundei standing on this 
point an early explanation may be desirable 

6 To give full effect to the Maharajah’s benevolent inten- 
tions a complete outfit of surgical instruments is indispensable 
This I recommend being obtained direct from England The ex- 
pense I cannot exactly specify, but I am of opinion that from 
2 100 to /ISO will cover it A liberal outlay for this at first will 
pi event fuithei demands for a long time — say, for several years 
Some articles aie proem able from the Depot at Kamptee, but they 
comprise only mortars, glass w aie and a few such articles the prices 
of which aie moderate 

7 Hospital furniture is immediately required and will pro- 
bably be best and most economically made up by the people of 
the Maharajah’s workshops This item comprises tlnrty-five cots, 
forty cot tickets, a bathing tub, thnty-five small stands to be 
placed besides the cot of each patient, two teapoys, three chairs, 
an operating table and stool, an office table and a table or bench 
foi the dispensary In all these, strength and durability are of 
much more consequence than neatness of workmanship or beauty

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of materials fo that the cost cflimot be heavy I am ready to fur 
msh- plans of the different aruclc* A §ood sized Copwr boiler 
tnth a fetv brass miter vcmcIs and cooking utensils tml also be 
required all of which arc procurable m the bazar at fixed pnccs 

b The pesem buildings must be put mto perfect repair and 
the addiuon of a portico to the hospital is very desirable. \ 
godown for fuel and supplies of various kinds vnth a shed to 
shelter the out-door patients or accommodate extra m-door ones 
on emergency will be necessary There is a well partially dug m 
the hospital compound which ought to be completed as me water 
is said by the natives to be much better than any other in the 
vicimty This will be all rough work which cannot be expensive. 
The cost \?ill be best estimated by some of the Maharaja s public 
works department to whom I am ready to pomt out what is 
required. 

9 The only other item I can at present point out arc places 
of residence in or near the hospital compound for the Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon and Native Doaor This is not exactly a neht of the 
people in quesnom but as I know it ivas provided at Jubbulporc 
ana 1 thmk also at Futtyghur by pnvatc subacnption I mention 
it here m case you may <leem it expedient to brme u to the notice 
of the Maharajah in the hope that he may feel mduced to follow 
such laudable examples Such an arrangement will be attended 
mth very good effect and no great additional expense.

Sir, 

The President in Council has had undei consideration the 
communication fiom the Resident at Nagpur which was forwarded 
with your letter No 1093, dated the 28th of June, and I am directed 
to state that it appears to His Honor m Council that there is no 
power vested in tlie Government of India to legislate in the manner 
proposed by Mr Davidson 

2nd — If the Rajah of Nagpur on the requisition of the Bntish 
Government will accord his permission to the surrender of his o'wn 
subjects and of others resident withm his dommions for the purpose 
of being tried by an Enghsh Tribunal for offences committed 
within the British cantonments situated within the Rajah’s terri- 
tories, His Honour in Council apprehends that the Resident or his 
assistant or the Commandmg Officer m Cantonments or any other 
officer nominated for the purpose by the Bntish Government, might 
in such case try and sentence the persons so surrenderee^ 
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3rJ —There doe* not appear to the President m faunal to be 
anv other rnanner m which tuch offenders can be made amenable 
to a Bntuh Court sitting in a Foreign territory

I have already had the honour m a former offiaal communica- 
tion to express the sentiments of my colleague and myself on your 
public letter to my address of date 23id September last m so fai as 
It related to the anangement between the Native Government here 
and yourself regarding the assault on our bungalow an arrange- 
ment, for the suggestion and execution of which we return you 
smeere thanks I now beg leave to subimt to you some remarks on 
the other subjects of your letter , trusting that the private leference 
on them made to you, which was but recently disposed of, may be 
accepted as a sufficient apology for the delay 

In the observations I am now about to offer on the question of 
liberty of conscience m the Nagpur territory, I am happy to be able 
to assume that your earnest attention would have been given to the 
subject, had you had the prospect of a more prolonged residence 
at this place And even though no general rule were laid down in 
regard to youthful mquirers into Christiamty fiom the Raja’s 
dominions, yet from your well knovra mterest m the welfare of the 
Natives of India, and from the experience we have had of your 
efforts for their good smee your cirnval in this part of the country, 
we are persuaded that full justice would be done m every mdividual 
case durmg your contmuance m office At the same tune we are 
anxious to make known our sentiments on the important question 
of religious liberty in Nagpur, lest after youi departure it should 
be supposed that we subscribed to all the principles contained in 
your official letter previously alluded to 
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The case of a youth belonging to the Nagpur State, seeking 
baptism from our mission may be vieifcd in two aspects— 

I In Its relation to his Sovereign, and 
IL In Its relation to his prents. 

I In Its relation to his Sovereign — 

In our opmion the Raja of Nagpur is far from bemg mdfr 
pendent in his government. It la true that Article \ 
of the Treaty of 1816 bad stvlcd him so but then 
that cngT-gemcfU was entered into before the tvar 
which recced his country to the condiQon of a 
dependency of Bnuun And its provisions have been 
altered by the aubsc^juent treaties of 1826 and 1829 
If Article X of Treaty of 1816 had assigned to Hw 
Highness absolute control over his “children, relations 
dependants subjects and servants Article X of Treaty 
1826 on the other hand came in and recounted sped 
fic points including the adnumstranon of justice and 
police” or “any other objects connected with die happi 
ness of his people on which His Highness "promised 
TO pay at all time* the utmost attenoon to such advice 
cU the Bntish Govemraent should jud« it necessary 
to offer him and also sopulated that the Kajas 
ministers should be responsible to it as well as to to 
Highness m the exercise of their dunes m every 
hraach of ihe administration We grant that as the 
Treaty of 1816 ivas superseded by that of 1826 so the 
latter has been amended m the revised engagement of 
1829 But wc believe it tvill be amended m turn, that 
m that the most recent treaty there is no esscnral 
change on the one, which immediately preceded it. 
All the particular instances of interference with His 
Highness* affairs which were authonacd m 1826 arc 
within the province of the Resident now under the 
comprehensive languaw of the engagement of 1829 
whl^ prondes that ^t should be competent to the 
Bnnih Government through its local rcprcscntanvc 
to offer advice to the Maharajah his heirs and sucoes- 
sors on all important matters whether relating to the 
internal administration of the Nagpur territory or to 
external concerns and His Highness shall be bound 
to act In conformity thereto

They mil naiui.dlv feel a stiong desiie to ictain then son in 
then familv, caste and leligion , and mth this object 
they will piocccd to the commission of violence, if 
they think they mav do so with imiHiniiy It is not 
because they arc subjects of a Name State, and their 
son has sought refuge m a Biitish possession, that they 
consider themsehes entitled to the use of foice, but 
It IS simply as Hindus, knowing that then son washes 
to become ,i Chiistian As paicnis — supposing that 
tlicii child will he foi cvei lost to them that they are 
huiiicd on to an act of injustice the question is 
then snipped of all political considciations m so far 
as the parents arc concerned, and mvohcs the cxeicise 
of feelings, which aic as stiong m any piovince of 
Butish India, as in the Nagpur state But as the 
means suggested m youi lettci for tlic picseivation of 
the peace hcic aic not had lecouisc to theie in the 
same circumstances, w'c can see Ito icason foi the 
difference of policy

of the death of Raja Raghojee Bhonsla III, on the mormnof 
of 11th December 1853 ^ 

Examinahon of faz^l Khan, Physician lo the Deceased Rajah 
Raghojee Bhonsla, Seena SaJnb, taken by order of Charles Geoige 
Mansel, Esquire, Resident at Nagpur, on the I2th of December 
1853 

Question How long is it since the Raja was taken ill and what 
was die nature of die disease'-' 
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An^er About menty-AiA or tnenty-st^cn days ago h= tras 
taUu Jll mth fever Medicine ivas given to him for five days He 

men a hnlt better and wished to bathe. I objeaed jaying you 

a^Mtivell enough to do «! He repUed BaU Bai has to go to 
Ramtek and she cannot go until I bathe” On that account he 
bathed. For eight days more he went about his palace as usual— ate 
and did nbateter he liked— bathmg every day eiung mem Pillau 
drmkmg spmts keeping corapanv mth his mfc and not reining 
from anything He was again talen ill with cough and much t^cr 
I attended and gave him mcdianc for four days After tins Abdul 
Hakeem gave hun mcdicme for four days He did not get any 
better but became worse from Piles — from the pain of which he 
occasionally fainted. He now voided very little ynne. About the 
middle of one night he called me and said Abdool Hukeem 
recomraenda the leaves of the radish and gives me hopes that they 
will CISC the Plica. 1 replied 1 know nothmg about them — do as 
YOU pKajc.” Radishes were procured and pounded very fine and 
^plied to the piles. This caused a greater bummg scnsancm 
The Rajah became irnmneni and took it off, ivashed the parts and 
wetted cloths vrext applied 

For the stoppage of his anne 1 gate the following mixture — 
Cucumber 3 M&shss.

This did no good—his breathmg became burned and laborious. 
His stomach had been snoUen from the commencement of his sick 
ncs». His piles etc- mereased every day I then started treatmg 
htm a^itv. Inavat Ally Khan Mowlwet Abdul Kadar Hakeem 
Sekunder Afzool Hukeem only felt his pulse. At that time Hukeem 
Sikandar said it u now necessary to give powerful medicmcs I 
replied whatever you wish I wiD bring as it is all ready' he said 
Luboob Kubecr I showed him somelmecn years old he gate tivo 
ruttecs weight of it to the Rajah and this medicine was continued 
for four da^s. After these four days Syed Ahmed Hukeem also 
came lo feel hu pulse with the abovcmtntioncd Hukeem. Then 
the Rajah said consult and agree amongst yourselves, and gne me 
some mcdianc For two days we consulted and prepared a medi- 
ane. It was ready on the 10th and tve gave him six mashas of it to 
dnnk that eienmg During the mght he became worse and was 
1 ^ coi^d not sleep With the exception of very very 

httic he had not made water for three days. We now recommended 
a Doaor to be called as he could not make irater and said— unless 
a Catheter \rai used no good could be done. Abcrcrombce Doctor 
twij sent for— he came m the evenmg and presenbed opium muted 
vnth \nier to be heated and applied to the Piles The Rajah said 
this Will cause a deal of trouble. It was then settled to use the skin 
of poppv seed pods with galmcis boiled m water and foment the 
paru and m the mommg to use a Catheter Then the Rajah said 
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"I, cannot bear to have that done” We gave no more medicine that 
mght At foui o’clock his bowels weie moved and he passed black 
blood From this time he appeared to be m the agomes of death 
from the great pain he was suffeimg from strainmg 

After sunrise he died For three days he had not drunk any 
hquor but ate his meal and PiUau as usual with the exception of the 
night before his deatli 

Question Do you know what the medicine was that the 
Physiaans gave after the consultation and what ft was composed 
of? 

Answer Sherbet Deenar was prepared and four or five thin gs 
mixed with it — but I do not know their names 

Question Abdul Hakeem attended for four days and during 
that time the Rajah got worse — ^what medicmes did he give? 

Answer Ikaia Kee Khak, viz , Chircheeta was burnt and the 
ashes given to reheve the cough 

Question Did Abdul Hukeem give any other medicme except 
tne abovementioned powder? 

Answer No 

Question What medicme did you give? 

Answer For the first five days I gave one Majoon of Sookrat 
which did him good After that for eight days I gave nothmg 
When he fell sick, agam I gave Noshadaroo Looloo for two days 
Then by the advice of Sekandar and the other physicians Luboot 
Kiibeer was given 

Question Was this medicme to cure fever, cough, piles or any 
other disease m ptirticular? 

Answer The effect of the medicme is written m the book — 
whatevei the Rajah ordered we gave to him — ^he said this will do 
me good and we gave it to him 

Question For what reason did he order that medicme? 

Answer Because the Rajah said he would get strength and 
recover from sickness 

Question During the last week, what sort of stools did he 
pass? 

Answer Very little at a time— he had not taken any purgative 
medicme — his urine was voided m small quantities 

Question After his death did you find out from what cause 
death occurred — whether from stoppage of the bowels or of urme 
or fiom any other reason? 

Answer From the stoppage of urine and the same of his 

bowels caused death

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Question When you found out he was unable to evacuate why 
did you not use a clyster 

Answer I proposed it but he would not allow its use. 

Question When you proposed to send for a Doctor in consc 
qucncc of the stoppage of unne and the bowels not acting and the 
Sljah opposed the same and you saw he was very ill why did you 
not tell some of the relations or the WaLccL 

Answer It is not customary for me to give information to any 

Nine. 

Question Why did you not forbid his eating Pilaus etc 

Answer I did recommend los gl^ce to be used hut the Rajah 
would not listen to it About nine nays ago leas ghee was put into 
the PillaiL He was very ^gry with tnc cook and threw down the 
tray Wluit more could. I do to prevent it. 

Question What was the reason 1^ could not pass his water? 

Answer In consequence of the severity of the piles the inflama 
non was w very great about the parts — it caused stoppage of unne. 

Quesiion You mennoned the name* of Mowice Abdool Kadir 
etc as attending on the Rajah what sort of physicians are they and 
arc they Lnoini in the aty ? 

Answer They are the best and most eminent physioans m 
the Qty 

Qiusstion Did Mr Abcrcrombec (the retired Apothecary) ever 
give the Rajah medicmc or was he only called on that day? 

Answer No — never — only that odct as I have mentioned. 

Question How much liquor did the Rajah drink daily? 

Answer I do not know 

Question Did you sec the Rajah daily «> 

Answer Yes — I saw him every day up till his death and was 
always present at the palace

Afr Ahercromhees statement made upon the Resident of Nagpur 
December 2\st 1853 

On Saturday the 10th of December I was called to sec the Rajah 
at the palace, I went about noon and saw him He was sitting no 
and complained of severe pains at his anus with bleeding— more 
cspeaally when at stool He ivai also suffering from pain m the 
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lower part of the abdomen — had not passed watei freely for the 
last .three days and had difficulty of breathing on exertion out of 
bed He had some fulness of the abdomen generally — countenance 
bloated — skm hot and pulse small I recommended fomentations 
of poppy heads, galnuts and ganja leaves to be apphed every three 
or four hours I tlien went away 

At five o’clock the same evening I was agam sent for I found 
him seated on a bed supported by an attendant He was complam- 
ing as above stated and added that the pam was more severe That 
his bowels had been lately relieved attended with much bleedmg 
and giddmess I alluded to the stoppage of his urme and recom- 
mended tile use of a Catheter He objected on account of the pam 
I then suggested a bongie, he replied he would see about it in the 
mormng To relieve the vital pain I advised a paste of opium or if 
he wished I would bring an ointment He replied tomorrow morn- 
mg will do 

I remamed two hours and then went away Had I calculated 
on anythmg serious I would not have left the palace The Rajah 
did not seem to be m immediate danger — ‘he spoke to me all the 
time I was there He was m very good spirits and when leavmg he 
was very attentive and ordered his servants to show me the way out 
of the Palace 

From the suddenness of his death I conclude he died from 
Syncope produced by previous loss of blood 

From his appearance — general irregular habits and Dyspnoea— 
it is not improbable he was the subject of heart disease

Letter No 12 — This is a very important document drawn up by 
E K Elhot, Superintendent of Nagpur, dated 13th May 
L 1854 It gives an account of the old scheme of Government 
under the Bhonslas, and suggests a new one to be adopted by 
the British, since after the death of Raghoji III, on 11th 
December 1853, the Nagpur state had been annexed by 
Dalhousie 


Memorandum 

The newly accjuired territory of Nagpur may be said to consist 
of three distmct divisions knovra and recognized as — 

(1) Deogurh above and below the Ghats 

(2) Chandah, and 

(3) GhutteeSgurh with its dependencies 

Deogurh again has been divided into three portions, viz — 

(1) The tract above the Ghats known as the Soobahship of 

Chhmdwara and called “Deogurh Bala-Ghat”. 

(2) The tract below the Ghats extendmg to the Wain Ganga 

nver and known as the Nagpore Collectorate, and 



(3) The tract Eastward of the Warn Ganga nra and teown 
as the Soobahship of Bhandara mduding Lanjhcc. 

N B —The two last named tracts arc also known coUecUvely 
as Deogurh Puen Ghat” or Dcogurh below the 
Ghats, 

2 This memorandum la mtcaaded to apply to the tract known 
as the Nagpur CoUectoratc, including the aty o£ Nagpur etc. 

This tract mdudmg the aty and suburbs of Nagpur may be 
said to contam an area of nearly ten thousand square miles with a 
population approximating to a miUion and with a revenue excecdum 
lakhs of Nagpur Rupees a sum but little short of 20 lakh s of 
Company s Rupees 

For the adrainiacraaon of this tract of country die cost of the 
present establishments, sudder and mohissd Qudjoal Revenue and 
Police) may be stated m round numbers at 2 59 000 (two lakhs

4 The aty of Nagpur contains probably from 125 000 to 
140000 inhabitants The police consists of about 700 nirp and i* 
divided into 7 companies ea<di commanded by a Subadar who has 
diarge of one of the seven portions mto which the town is divided. 
Th^ divisions arc named either after some particular bazar holdcn 
wit^n lu limits or else after tome well known neighbourmg locahty 
building or awoaation famUiar to the multitude, the whole bemg 
under the Kotwal or Ocnjgha of the aty an officer under the late 
Government entrusted »mh considerable power drawing a good 
ttlaty and assmed by a large and expensive cstabluhmcnt. The. 
dty jail also under the control of the Kotwal, Is in the immediate 
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charge of the Soobadar of the 2nd Company in consequence of the 
building Itself being situated within the limits of this particular 
division The Jail guard is composed of 100 men furmshed in equal 
proportions from the seven companies 

Collectorate Mofitsstl 

5 The Nagpur Collectorate is divided into 25 Pergunnahs 
each presided over by a Kamaesdar equivalent to a Tahsildar The 
jurisdiction of the Mihtary cantonments of Sonegaon and Paldee 
aie not included m tins division 


Kamaesdars, their establishments, duties etc , etc 

Each Kumaesdar collects the Revenue of his Pergunnah and 
sends it periodically to the Treasury at Nagpur The revenues of 
each Pergunnah average from 60,000 to 1,00,000 Rupees and the 
establishment of each Kumaesdar may be said to consist of a 
Phumuwees and assistant for the accounts, receipts and disburse- 
ments, a Burar Pandea and Assistant whose duties correspond with 
that of Kanoongoe in other parts of India, a Peshkar for the Fouj- 
daree and Dewanee duties mth a Mohurir m addition m large 
Kamesdarees, and a Potdar to examine and count the Rupees 

An Anaj Pandea and Moja for the duties connected with the 
gram department 

In some Kamesdarees there is a Pandree Pandea for the collec- 
tion of the Pandree Tax The reat of the establishment is made up 
of Chuprassees, Sebundees and extra Police apart from the Regular 
District Police

tions, cost of collectmg, etc , of each pergunnah with a column

2 I do myself the honoui of foi warding without delay a 
statement m original (leceived fiom Captain Commandant John- 
ston) of a Naick of hib legiment who was sent in disguise to the 
camp of the Insurgents 

3 If the Naick’s statement is correct that men in red Ul- 
kaliks are m the camp, and that a chief with an elephant had 
arrived from Nagpore it is probable theie will be some tangible 
encampment, and therefore I propose pioCeedmg this night to 
catch up the headquarteis of the 5th Regiment of Cavalry at 
Oomrautee, which Corps is moving with about 140 Sabres towards 
Hyderabad (with all the families of the Regiment) whence I can 
if requisite take 100 Sabres and jom Captain Commander John- 
stone who has this morning moved forward towards Dharwa via 
Nandgaon (Cazee) and Nair 

Brigadier Raynsford was at Mahon on the 13th and had not 
met with any of the msurgents at that period but was sending ex- 
ploring parties out from his camp towards Pandercoorah and Wun

hanks of the Wardha he might attempt his escape to the South- 
ward, I ordciedX-ieut Nicolls with the Squadron ot the 5th Caiahy 
to move to the village of Seerpoor, south of Woon by a forced 
march, and then accoidmg to circumstances to join me at this 
place where I arrived early this morning, but unfortunately a few 
hours after Appah had hurriedly left leaving some Guns, Carts, 
etc . behind him 

Lieut Nicolls leconnoitred the enemy position yesterday, 
which being observed several paities were sent out to endeavour to 
cut him off, but that officer finding a good opportunity chaiged and 
drove tliera back killmg and wounding a few with the loss, how- 
ever, I am sorry to say, of one of his Jemadar who died this mommg 
by a gun shot wound m the back 

Owing to Lieut Nicolls having been m his saddle smce the 
night before last, I have not yet received his report nor have I been 
able to arrange any plans for future operations owing to the total 
want of assistance from the Local Authorities Tomonow however 
I hope to forward all particulars for the Resident’s information 

The accompanymg letter from Appah Sahjb was given to 
Lieut Nicolls on the road the night before last There not bemg 
time to make out a translation for the post I have thought it better 
not to delay a day m sendmg it without one, which I hope the Resi- 
dent will approve

As yet, I am sorry to say, I have not heen ahle to asceitam the 
direction of Appah’s flight hut I am mchned to thmk he has turn- 
ed to the southward in the diiection of Manikghur From the time 
he commenced collectmg followers he always gave out that he was 
proceedmg to Nagpooi, and that at Chandah he would he met hy 
his Treasuiy, and would then commence issuing pay, hut that m 
the meantime they must content themselves with taking their food 
fiom the several villages thiough w^hich they passed The delusion 
under which his followeis must have labouied as to the leality of 
his asseited claims must, I thmk, have been dissipated by his flight 
from this place on oui approach, and his letieat into the jungles 
which cover the country to the southward and westward must I 
conceive be attended with the entne dispersion of all his followers 
for want of the means of subsistence A ceitam prestige attended 
his advance which may have induced the difleient villages to supply 
his wants, but they aie not likely to pay the same attention to him 
when he appears as a fugitive In a very short time, I tmst I may 
receive su^ information as may enable me to judge of what fur- 
ther steps It may be necessary to take to ensure his capture All 
danger of his entering the teintories of the Nagpooi State is for the 
present averted, and so fai one great object of our movement has 
been attained

at Wood were 57 Twenty-five left for Nandair the day axter Appah 
quitted Woon. I do myself the honour of forivardmg a true copy 
from the Register of Appas late force which has mien into my 
hantB of the Sikh party 

The tmall detachment with me havmg accomplished a distance 
of 75 miles smcc the evening of the 2dth, I fear I shall not fall m

I have captured three horses, said to have been taken from the

orders of the Re'^ident for their disposal

itics which enabled him to keep such of his rabble together as had 
no means of tJicir own Those who had subsisted themselves, the 
rew'ard of all was to be given when they got to Nagpiii 

3 I have no doubt that the leading causes for these people 
flocking to Ajuntce w'eic, the liberal promises made by Rago 
Bhartec, added to the belief that they w*cre doing no harm m tak- 
ing service with him for the pm pose of icstoring him to his king- 
dom, which ’bey all seem to have consideicd him to have a light

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to to which may be added the general poverty of those who ]omed 
him who were glad of any chance of bettering thar condiaotn 

4 I send hcrcinth a hat of the names of the Jemadars and 
others which Govind Rao has given m who went for service to 
Rago Bhartcc,. also a list of those given by Achec Kham 

5 It will not be difficult for the Naave Government autbo* 
nnes to seize these persons should the Resident deem it to be 
advisable. If the Wuttuns of those who have them to lose were to 
be talcn from them an example would be made which would be 
effectually prevent a recurrence of similar gathermgs and doings. 

6 I will send down an English copy of the accompanying 
Persian papers tomorrow 

7 It will be observed that I have not put off my m a r ch to 
return to Elhchpoor for the information contained m the Mahratta 
statement sent down m my letter of yesterday s date did not appear 
to me to be such as to warrant my acting upon it, and even should 
it be correct, the start that this Gosam had got added to his being 
without any followers rendered pursuit of him m my opinion fnm 
less.

2. Late m the afternoon of yesterday a Hurkarrah m the ser 
nee oi the individual stylmg himself Appa was sent to me under 
four Pccadas and accompanied by one of the men ordered out by 
me for mtdbgcnce, by the Naib Uuffadar Commanding at Digrass, 
^ whose statcTOcm (copy of which Is herewth enclosed) I sent^d 
from Kulluranoore a party of Cavalry and a company of Infantry 
beyond Mahore towards Woon under an mtelhgent Nauve Officer 
m ca« Appa should proceed m that direction to mtcrccpt him 
and I purpose detaching tonight a squadron of Cavalry and 
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iwo Companies of 2nd Infantry, with the Huikarra under Captain 
Commandant Stoddaid, via Digrass to Adjuntee, where Appa is 
said, bv the infoimei, to liavc been last seen m the hope of being 
able to surpri/.c and appiehcnd him 

3 I have selected Captain Commandant Stoddard to com- 
mand tins detachment as the most experienced officer in such duties, 
and although I am not sanguine of the success of the attempt I 
consider I ought not to miss the opportunity, after the information 
contained m the statement, and 1 have detailed this strong party 
lest any attempt should be made to rescue Appa, m‘ the event of 
his being seized, by any of his followers, whom the man I sent out 
states, to he dispersed about the Nair distiict ready to rdassemble 
on the return of die tioops to their cantonments 

4 I have mstiucted Captain Commandant Stoddard to use 
his discretion in leturnmg to cantonment should he not be able to 
apprehend or gam intelligence of him 

5 I beg to add that I have apprized Brigadier Onslow of my 
having sent out these detachments

Statement of Miillaiee Hurkarrah m the service of the individual 

styling himself Appa Sahib 

I have been in the senuce of Appah for about a, month, and 
was entertained at Adjuntee I was first employed to go to Kolha- 
pore to procure gram which I did by bringing to Paput 50 loads By 
this time a fight between Appah 's people and ‘^ose of Nagpur Raja 
had taken place, and the former were beaten and dispersed I met 
some of them who told me it was no use to take the grain on, but 
I had better go and find out Appa and ask him what to do with it 
I accopdmgly went towards Ranee Ker Amrawtee, hearing he was 
in that direction, when I got to Sawne I found that Appa’s Garee, 
contaimng his things together with a Gossain and a woman had 
been seized and brought there by a party of the Naib’s people I 
learnt from the Gossam that Appa was in a deserted village 4 coss 
from Sawne I accordingly went there and found him, and accom- 
panied him to Adjuntee where he took up his residence m an empty 
house near a Pagodah and kept himsejf concealed during the day, 
but saw those who came to him at night On the day we reached 
Adjuntee I got orders from' my master to go and search m the 
neighborumg villages for a Gossain or Byragee, who was bringing 
him a note from the Baza Baee, who was at Indore as I heard from 
a Brahmin at Oomrawtee, a Mootsuddie of Appah’s and who to- 
gether with a Mohammedan callmg himself “Gain Rajah” and said 
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to be a rclanvc of Appa s who I have since Icnrat had been tppre 
hended by the Officer at Eliichpoor This letter was supposed to 
contain a Hoondie and I was told when sent for grain, to make 
cnquines on my return through Oomraivtcc if any Soucars had 
received mtimation of such an Hoondie but I could get no intelli- 
gence of iL It was on coming back with this news that I was told 
to go — look for the Gossain or Byragec whom if I found in 4 days 
I ivas to bung to Appa at Adjuntce or if not ivithin that tunc to 
the Brahmin Mootsuddic and Gam Rajah” who hved together 
Returmng on the fifth day from the direction of Mahore I haa been 
searching, I met at Dytul a roan dressed like a Byragec who 
brought me to your camp and whom I supposed to be the very man 
I was in search of and asked bun after a little conversation if he 
had come from Baza Bace and what number of people she had with 
her He replied that lie had and that he was in her service as a 
Sowar I then asked him Tf he had any note from Baza Bacc" 
and he replied "that he has but had left it in the walls of a house 
at Digm Thinking that he did not like to confess having the 
note about bun I said whether you have or not come with me to 
my master and tell him all you have to say He said it is quite 
true (ghavc a note but you had better come with roc to Digras to 
first get the note and tlwa will go to your roaster As my business 
was to find this man out I acquiesced and accompanied him to 
Digrais whence I was sent with mm to you by the iSuffodar there.

Sahib IS now in custody at Hyderabad The Governor General is 
of opinion that it is fir and right that this pretender to the throne of 
Nagpur should be kept in the custody of the Rajah of Nagpui 
His Lordship not only considers it nght but very expedient for 
the security of the ^rone, and for the prevention of further 
attempts, mat he should be removed from Hyderabad to some 
safe place in Nagpur as soon as it can be arranged 

3 With this object in view you wdl be pleased to address the 
Rajah and communicate on the subject with the Resident at Hyder-

Highness the Nizam has ordered him to be received and treated 
with a much greater degree of consideration and respect than I 
consider due to him 

2 I have not however interfered m the matter, nor shall I 
do so unless mstructed to that effect by the Government of India 
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3 My opinion was expressed to you m a letter No 79 under 
date the 10th May last, that he should have been delivered over to 
the Nagpur Government and tried on the capital charge of having 
designed to subvert the present Government of that country and 
to have actually assumed the style and otle of the Rajah of Nagpur 
but as tbe Government of India have not acceded to that suggestion 
I am not aware m what manner it is desired that the Prisoner should 
be treated by His Highness the Nizam, 

4 I have now the honour to submit a letter and its cndcmirc 
from the Brigadier m charge of the Hingolce Division No 106 
under date the 6th imtant and to state that the prisoners therein 
alluded to have fbiw morning amved at Hyderabad, 

5 I request to be favoured with the instructions of Govern 
ment regarding their disposal, and m the meantime I shall order 
them to be kept m confinement by the Residency Police,

1 have the honour to icquest you will lay before His Honour 
the Lieutenant Govcmoi, N-W P, the enclosed copy of my corres- 
pondence lespectmg the disturbed state of these territories as per

2 " I have been happy to learn from a private source that 
Captain Wakeman with his detachment has reached Ber-Kherrce 
from Seonee and I trust his appearance so near Heerapore will have 
a beneficial effect ' I am also happy to report that a complete com- 
pany of Infantry is now at Nursin^ore and that although the 
jPolitical Agent at Bhopal deemed it inexpedient to relieve the 
troops at Hoshangabad from the Bhopal contingent, the Resident 
at Indore has sent an Infantry detachment for this .purpose consist- 
ing of 3 Compames from the Cantonment of Mhow, and it will 
probably reach Hoshangabad on the 15th mstant when the Head- 
quarters of the 42nd Regiment M N I will march with the Regi- 
mental guns to Nursmgpore It is also not improbable that the 
detachment of Infantry will he followed by a Squadron’ of Cavalry 
which the Resident has kindly offered to send to my aid 

9 
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3 In about a week I expect Lieut. Col Watson 8 force will be 
m the valley of the Nerbud^ and its amval inll I am satisfied 
bave a very tranquilizmg influence in that quarter 

4 My correspondence with the Prmapal Assistant at Jubbul 
pore will mforin fcs Honour that I bate despaired of prevaibng 
on the Rajah Hirdec Sah of Hcerapur to proceed to Jubulpoor and 
tha t I have thought it necessary to soUat the aid of troops for his 
subjccuon and I have further revoked the favourable terms for 
merly oScred to the Rajah. Should the Rajah be attacked I shall 
report the occurrence immediately the mteliigence reaches me. 

5 The letter of Captain Charles Brown Ist Jumor Assistant 
at Dumoh No 23 reports the plunder on the 3rd instant of the 
Malgoozar s house at Deenarcc in the Tezgurh by Dewan Bahadur 
Sm^ a brother of the Rajah of Hutrcc, and my answer No 24 
contami instructions for Captain Broivn s guidance and authority 
to offer a rctvard on certam condiDoiis of Rs 2 000 for the arrest 
or destruction of the Dewan and similar reward for the arrest of 
the Lodhee Malgoozar of Jhugree suspected to have been con 
cemed in the Dacoitec at Belonec. 

6 Captain Browns lerters Nos 27 and 28 report that the 
Lodhee insurgents afterwards assembled on the 7th October in con 
siderablc numbers near Tezgurh with the mtcntion of attacking 
and sacking iL In this they were diaappomted by the timely arn 
val of detachment of Irregular Cavalry under tne Command of 
Saadulla khan Rissaldar who most gallantly routed them and 
killed and wounded several amongst them without the loss of a 
imgle man on our side though 2 horses of the Cavalry were killed 
and 2 wounded. The Lodbees attach the greatest consequence to 
the acquisition of the Qusbah of Tezgurh as the capital of their 
province when m a more mdependent state, and the Cavalry with 
Ullcc Ukhbar the Tehsecldar of Dumoh who conducted them to 
Tezgurh cannot be too highly praised or rewarded for their signal 
services in its proiectiotL I contmuc to receive mtclhgcncc of 
assemblages of armed bodies in the Tezgurh hiQs and Captam 
Brown has reinforced the Cavalry at Tezgurh and the Major 
General has sent a complete company of Infantry to bis aid under 
the command of Licutcnaiit Fulton 3rd Regiment B N I If the 
L^hces can be checked until the amval of Lieut. Col Watson 
hli march through the Pergunnah of Tezgurh to Dumoh inll I 
have no doubt brmg them to tbcir senses. 

7 The district of Saugor proper has continued tranquil up 
to this date. ^

Sir, 

1 have the honour to luforin you that I have received an mtelli- 
gence on which the utmost reliance can be placed that a Regiment 
of Infantry belonging to the Benares Division has been ordered to 
join the Division under your command There is a probability that 
it will have commenced its march ere this 

2 It has not been mentioned to me what instructions have 
been given to the commandant of the Regiment, noi do I know 
the number of the Regiment or whether it will be one stationed 
at Mirzapui or at Benares but I suspect that the Regiment has 
been ordered to proceed to Jabalpur under an impression that it 
mayr be more immediately reqmred there than elsewhere 

3 The measure has doubtless been taken without full infor- 
mation as to the progress of the troops from Kamptee and the 
precise nature of the services required of the Regiment from the 
Benares Division You are aware from my letters that we req^uire 
the assistance of troops most urgently at Heerapoor on the Ner- 
budda, and between it and Damoh, and as sbon as the Kamptee 
troops arrive you have arranged such measures as were necessary 
to employ them in the quarter alluded to and these measures may 
perhaps be earned into execution before the Benares Regiment can 
reach us 
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4 At any rate the Benares Regiment will not I think he fo 
useful at Jabipm as m other <iuarters nud my object in now 
wntmg 15 to suggest with reference to this despatch that orders be 
forwarted outside the Dawk addressed to the Commandant of a 
Regiment on its march from Mirzapur towards Jubbulporc that the 
Regiment do not proceed to Jabalpur but proceed towards Daraoh 
by the new road from Jokehec and I shall request Mr Ommanney 
to provide supplies for it on this routc- 

5 I have already forwarded correspondence for your perusal 
relating to the plunder of Tendookhcra and the fact is I regret to 
say but too true and a pam of plunderers has assembled m con- 
sidcrablc numberB m the Tuhsceldarce of Chowarpathur belong 
mg to the District of Hoshangabad on the right bank of the Nur 
budda under the Gond Thakorc of Muddunpoor and others in that 
Tuhsceldarce. It liccomca a ouesnon \cry difficult to solve how 
these robbers can be routed ana cut up at the present time with the 
few troops available for the purpose and the conduct of the Tuhsccl 
dar of Nursmgpoor who was ordered to proceed for the protection 
of Tendookhcra ivith 40 or 50 Nurbudda scbundccs and 20 or 25 
horsemen of the 2nd Irregular Cavalry has been such as to increase 
our troubles and difBculncs for I have been informed that on the 
approach of the plunderers he set the cowardly example of hemg 
the fim to run away on foot and that m consequence of this exam 
pie the force imder his command were deterred from atta ckin g the 
insurgents and the latter meeting with no opposition sadeed the 
town of Tendookhcra and killed several respectable inhabitants in 
It I am not at present in jxis^casion of such positive mtelligence 
as would lusufy brmging to your nonce the conduct of the 
Cavalry ivith tnc TuhseclMr and I refr ain m consequence from 
remarkmg upon it but I shall doubtless receive more authentic 
accounts at an early date and the substance of them shall be com 
municated to you when received I cannot however but fear that 
the insurgcnu may be emboldened by their success at Tendookhcra* 
and aware as I am of the pauaty of troops at this time under your 
command cannot venture to offer any suggestions which would be 
likely to be of use and I am fearful t^t we must await the arrival 
of reinforcements to your division before effective operations can 
be taken to overpower our numerous predatory bands in so many 
quarters. 


^ The Repment from Benares however on its arrival at 
Damoh will doubtless have an important effect on the mmda of the 
people, and as 1 consider it a pnmary objea to subdue the insur 
genti who hare shewn ihcmsclvcs in the centre of our temtones m 
the Pi^nnah of Tcjgurh and the Tuhsceldarce of Choirarpathur 
I would suggest that if Lt Col Watson and the 42nd ReSment 
Native Ii^ontry require further assistance for this purpose it be 
afforded from that Regiment, and that such portion of it as may 
not l>c required by them be stationed for n penod in a vood posl 
non 10 defend our Bunddrund frontier from Pimchum Nagar 
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towards the fort of Semerea m the vicinity of Hutta which belongs 
to the Rajah of Jeithpoor in Bundelciind, and that on the adoption 
of this arrangement tlie detachment of the 24th Regiment Native 
Infantry now in the Damoh district be allowed to rejom the Head- 
quarters of the Regiment to assist in the protection of the Jubulpoie 
District from plundereis 

7 Though I shall hereafter reply more positively to your 
requisition about the withdrawal of some of the detachments m 
our frontier, I may now without hesitation inform you that mtelli- 
gence has ai rived which clearly proves that it will not at present 
be safe to withdraw the posts of Jlidla and Khooreye, for party of 
Burra Doongra of Chunderee has joined Juswant Singh Pmdara of 
Dawlutpoor m Smdhia’s territory and this united band have aheady 
laid waste two villages m the Jageer of Putharee close to Khureye 
and Jhilla m Scindia’s territory which was conferred through our 
mterposition on Nawab Hyder Moohummud Khan, a member of 
the Bhopal family, whose ancestors were ejected by Scmdhia from 
the fort and Purgunnah of Rahetgurh now managed by us for 
Scmdia If our detachments be withdrawn from Khureye and 
Jhilla the plunderers in Puthaiee will undoubtedly enter our terri- 
tory and prevent our cultivators from sowmg their lands and thus 
destroy all prospect of a harvest 

8 I shall brmg the existence of this party of robbers to the 
notice of the Pohtical Agent at Bhopal, and should it be m his 
power to send troops m pursmt of them, they may be attacked and 
dispersed, if not I see no remedy for the evil for a tune and all we 
can immediately do m tliat quarter is to prevent the plunderers 
from crossing our border and should they threaten Khooreye, 
strengthen the posts of Jhilla and Khooreye sufficiently Jor offensive 
operations against them 

9 We must hkewise at present act on the defensive to the 
North and it is to be trusted that the Agent m Boondelcund will 
deem it proper to defer offensive measures m Bundelcund until 
some improvement takes place in tlie state of affairs m this quar- 
ter, for if not, undoubtedly predatory bands wdl come towards us 
from the North and our difficulties will be seriously augmented 

10 In conclusion I deem it proper to acquamt you that I 
have commumcated to Government lAy opinion that 3 extra Regi- 
ments of Infantry wiU be required m the Saugor and Nerbudda 
territories, and circumstances may arise which may render even 
this additional force inadequate for the restoration of tranquillity 
in these provinces, for there are numerous families of different 
tribes located m them who were active allies of the Pmdarees in 
former times, and it is impossible at present to foresee which or 
how many of them may be induced to consider the present a favour- 
able opportumty for tlie plunder and devastation of our territory 
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A copy of this letter will be perused by Major General Sleeman 
on Its road to the Secretary to Government.

You arc, I believe, already acquainted with the rebellion of 
Rajah Hurdee Sab o£ Heeraporc in the Jubbulwre district which 
has unfortunately from want of troops on uie spot not been 
prompdy repress^ and tn the course of 10 or 15 days spread ^ 
the negnbourhood. 

L The Kamptee force has however I have reason to hope, 
marched from Jubbulpore to attack him and the headquarters 
of the 42nd M. N L are today at this place ■mthin 20 iniles of 
Burra Guirawarrah to the neighbourhood of which they march 
tomorrow to repress the insurrection which has also broken out m 
the division of Chawurpattah of thu distna on the nght bank of 
the Nerbudda or co^meratc as may be thought most expedient 
with the force under Licul Colond Watson- 

3 But while thus preparing to put down insurrection in one 
quarter it is necessary to guard against plunder in others You 
arc, I presume, acquainted with the situanon of the Hoshangabad 
district, a long strip of which from near Gurrawarrah io the west 
ward of Sohagpur is contained between the Bhopal territory on 
the nght bank of the Nerbudda and the Mahadco and Pachmarhi 
hills on the Nagpur frontier on the South or left Hanl It so hap 
pens that some of the Gond Chiefs m the latter have claims on 
some villages m this distnct or rather conceive thcraselves to have 
which invariably have been rejected- 

4 Of these I had the honour m a former communication to 
rwuat your attention to Thakur Doulat Sah a brother I beheve, 
of the SonicRajah of Hurray in the Nagpur district of Deogarh 
BalaghaL This person though much suspected and dreaded 

of late from all the information I have received been hving retired 
j 1 than his usuol foIlowcrB and is said or suspected to have 
aiToroed aid to the Chawarpattah Insurgents, 

5 Yesterday on information received from the Noib Tahnh 
dar at Sohagpur about 30 mile* cast of Hoshangabad I xent a party 
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to a village calle'd Lanjy in that neighbourhood whence they 
brought a person calling himself Gumbheer Smgh, a Jemadar of 
the ^jah of Sonaie Somy Sah with a letter to the Malguzar of 
Lanjee and his reply which he had wiitten and another to Ram- 
charan Mahadeo, Tahsildar of Sbahpur of Gurrawaria m this dis- 
trict, copies of which I enclose for your information Ramcharan 
had 2 days ago shown one curious letter from Thakur Doular Sah 
to his address telling him to do justice m certain matters oi 
“Bhagwan Jane” (God knows) what may happen and informed me 
at the same time that Doulat Sah had been m the habit of address- 
mg similar letters to other parties occasionally 

6 The Sonai Rajah has pieferred claims to Lanjee and 12 
other Mouzas appertaimng thereto which have never been allowed 
and his present proceedmg, if really his, of which I have no reason 
to doubt, IS alarmmg The Sohagpore division of the district is 
too distant from either Hoshangabad or Gurrawarra to be protect- 
ed by troops stationed at either and it is almost impossible to trust 
to a pohce force newly levied for protectmg our Malgoozars agamst 
any plundering expedition they might make The force at 
Hoshangabad until remforced by a squadron of Cavalry expected 
from Mhow in 7 or 8 days can ill-spare a detachment to protect the 
country and even if they could the plunderers rmght take refuge 
m the Berar Rajah’s dommions about Chawrpanee where it would 
be difficult to follow them 

7 Under these arcumstances I deem it my duty to bring the 
matter immediately to your notice bemg certam you will use your 
best endeavours to prevent its subjects from committmg crime m 
the Bntish territories and shall report my having done so to the 
Commissioner of the Nerbudda territories 

8 Since wntmg the above I am informed that the son of 
Doulat Sah Thakur is ivithin 10 miles of this place at a village 
called Barrah with about 10 horse and 20 or 30 foot, armed with 
matchlocks The house of the Malgoozar of this place was plun 
dered 2 or 3 nights ago by Thakur Sawant Smgh and Shooraj Smgh 
of Decree in this district and it would appear Doulat Sah has sent 
his people on pretence of protectmg tlie villagers However that 
may be, I shall take measures if possible to get hold of them tomght 
and enquire into the affair

Doolan howevei i cached Baiha on the, 9th ultimo and it is 
giatifying to me to lay befoie His Honoui a copy of Lieut Doolan’s 
several repoirs as per margin relaung to his active and successful 
opeiations against die Deoiee and Soojhanpore Thakoies, and it 
will, I am suie, afEord His Honoui much pleasuie to find from 
those leports that the Talookdars m the district undei his chaige 
have all openly given him much valuable assistance m those opeia 
tioiis 


5 The fiist measuic taken by Lieut Doolan as lepiesented 
111 his despatch No 73, dated the 2()th ultimo, was to occupy Nan- 
kote a foitified post to whicli the plundereis had retired Tins was 
effected with the aid of Lieut Col Ely and though the place was 
evacuated piioi to the appioach of the tioops the airangements of 
Lieut Colonel Ely were excellent and all die tioops employed 
enduied the fatigue and cxposuie to which they were subjected with 
the utmost cheerfulness Some of our sulijects who had been seized 
and confined at Nankote were lestoied to liberty on this occasion 

6 Lieut Doolan, aftei the evacuation of Nankote, placed a 
strong party of matchlockmen on it for its piotection, and his des- 
patch No 77, dated the 22nd ultimo, commences with the announce- 
ment of the successful lepulse by the matchlockmen of two attacks 
on their post and their seizure of 5 maiauders armed with match 
locks and swords It also states that the Tuhseeldar of Shahpur 
had scoured the hills m that neighbourood and lecoveied 90 heads 
of cattle plundeied in oui tenitoiy, and fuither that the Rajah of 
Dilhearie’s matchlockmen had co-opeiated with die Tuhseeldar on 
this occasion and diat they seized Huree, a follower of the Taluq 
dar of Deoree, and recoveied 35 moie cattle A party under Dewan 
Sumbhu Singh of the Futtehpoie taluq likewise were similarly 
employed on the 2 1st ultimo and falling in vath anothei paity of 
the marauders recoveied fiom them 12 cows and from a postscript 
to Lieut Doolan’s despatch it will be peiceived that 32 moie heads 
of cattle were biought into his camp by 6 p m of the 22nd ultimo 
thus the number of recovered cattle m all amounted to 189 

7 Lieutenant Doolan’s despatch No 79, dated the 23rd ulnmo 
reports that the Tehseeldar of Shahpooi had seized 12 more 
marauders and amongst them was Jhenda, an uncle of Sawant Singh 
of Soojahnpur 

8 Lieutenant Doolan’s despatch No 86, dated the 29rh 
ultimo, contains an account of an attack on the village of Toomre^’ 
by a party headed by a man named Heeralal on the night of the 
22nd ultimo which was attended with tlie murdei of 2 men and 
the wounding of 5 moie The account however states, a bi other of 
Heeialal with tw'o of his followers leceived wounds m the attack 
and I have thought it right to sanction the offer of a rewaid of 
Rs 500 for Heeialal and of Rs 25 for any of his followers engaged 

10 
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in the attack as rccotnmcndcd by Lteuu Doolan I have alv> sane 
tioDcd the sequcstratioii of his village of Patras Hts Honour will 
be pleased to find from the 6th para, of this despatch that on 
enquiry the rumour of the plunder of another \^liage named 
Joonchtee turned out to be grovmdless, 

9 Para. 7th of the despatch reports some good service ren 
dered by Dewau Maharai Smgh« a relation of the Gungyc Ra}ah 
on the iSth ulumo when he actually killed the son of Hurry Smgh 
the pnnapal evil adviser of Thakoor Shcoraj Smgh of Deorec and 
nearly succeeded in the arrest of Hurry bmeh himself and his 
second son It is my mtenoon to present me Dewan with an 
honorary dress in person as soon as 1 can march from Saugor to 
Nuramgpoor the Hth para of Lieutenant Doolan s despatch leads 
me to hope that the Naepur s troops have also fallen m with 
and captured the whole of Decree 'Hiakoor family and this 
capture iviU sooner or later I trust be followed W the Thakoor s 
arrest or surrender Great credit is due to Lieut. Doolan the Teb- 
sccldar of Shahpoor and the Good Talookdars of the district for 
their successful cxcitious. 

10 Copies of Icncra of the 28tb Movember No 52 from 
Major General Tombs and of the same dale from Major Sletman 
announcing the taking of the forts of Setnecrecn and Jytpoor me 
also enclosed.

It IS with much pleasure I have to lepoit for youi informa- 
tion that the rebel Thakoois of Deoii and Soojhanpoor, Sheoraj 
Singh and Sawunt Singh, together with one of then confidential 
advisers and four followeis, were captured in the Daman hills and 
m the village of Manjora in the Chhmdwara distiict, Nagpur terri- 
tory on the 27th and 28th Novembei 1842 by the foices of His 
Highness the Rajah of Nagpoor 

2 This giatifying intelligence was conveyed to me tins morn- 
ing in a lettei fiom Captain Appajee Annunt Rao the Commandant 
of the Nagpoor tioops and I have accoidmgly requested Lieut Col 
Ely to furnish me with a suitable escoit of Cavalry under an Euro- 
pean officer to stait immediately with Mi J R Carnac to receive 
chaige of the Prisoners from the Nagpoor Commandant and brmg 
them safely into our camp

My drapatch to your addrea* No 582 dated the 24th ulihuo 
will have informed you that I applied to the Major General Tombs 
for a field force to proceed towards Deorcc for the purposes described 
in my letter to the Major General No 58! dated the 23rd ultuno 
and tne Major General natong placed the force noted in the margin 
at my disposal I left Saugor in company therewith on the mommg 
of the 25th ultimo The force was under the Command of Lieut 
CoL Blackall 

2 As the distance increased from Saugor the symptoms ol 
consternation amongst the unarmed popnlanon became daily more 
perceptible and on our amval at Dcoree on the moraine of tne 27th 
ultimo all agriculniral labour* had ceased and many of the surround- 
ing villages were found to have been evacuated and this was the 
more remarkable because Mr Ommanney had mcreased the pobce 
force in that coini by the addition of several resolute Pathans under 
the command of the Cotwal of Saugor Confidence however was 
speedily restored amongst our p«ccal3e subjects abore the ghats by 
inc appearance of the force at Deoree and before we marched there 
from on the morning of the 30th ultimo the fine black sod was 
covered with ploughs and sowers 

3 On rcachmg Deorcc information was brought to me dial 

the Gond Thakores of Muddunporc and Duhlwar who as frequently 
happened under the preceding Government had commenced an 
open and undisguised system ot plundermg and rapme, had collect 
ed their femiUes with a strong guard of raatchlockmcn at the villages 
of Peeperwanee below the range of hills which runs parallel to me 
right bank of the Nerbudda and I contemplated suegestmg to Lieut. 
CoL Blackall to authorize an attack, upon them Some delay Bow 
cm occurred from the distance of Peroerwanee from Deorcc (24 or 
^ miles) m coUcenng trustworthy mfonnation as to the pracuca 
hmty of the road to it and when such information was produced 
1 f many of the armed followers of these Marauders bad 

left Ftcpcrwnncc, and had taken up mth others a strong position in 
me Jhoi^ pas* of die range of mils already desenbed with the 
dOTgn of ^cmptlng to close it to us and prevent our descent to the 
plains of Chowurpatha 

XT mtcihgcncc mduced me m a letter 

No 5^7 dat^ the 29th ultimo to propose to Lieut Col Blackall to 
proceed 10 the Jhona pass and dislodge the rebels alluded to I 
informed the Lieut Col thit the nearest illlagc at the foot of the 
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pa'^s named Sooatall.i w.is 20 miles fiom Dcoicc and I iccommended 
dial be should fiisi mairb on the 3()rh to miei mediate village of 
Mabaiajpui and ihen on the 31sr down the pass I tiansmitted to 
the Lieutenant Colonel at the same time a sketch of the pass as 
suneyed by Lieut Lewis of the Artilleiy and m a letter No 589*, 
dared the 30th ultimo I mfoimed the Lieut Col that the lehcls 
were posted at the point marked D in the sketch and though stated 
to he in miniDci 6 oi SOO w’crc probably not half so numeious 

5 Lieutenant Colonel hkukall cnteied the pass on the morn- 
ing of the 31st ultimo and the lebels w'cie found at the point D 
Considering that we had poweiful Aitillcry with us, I was surprized 
that they made so resolute a stand as not to dispcise or slacken then 
fire with matchlocks and Jinjalls till aftci the discharge amongst 
them of 3 lounds from c<ich gun At length how'cver then loss 
which the discotery of 11 Corpses much mangled pioved to have 
been se\crc dro\c them away and though a fiic w'as kept up liom 
the jungle on cither side of the road and also the icar guaid ex- 
changed shots with them. I am happy to state that no lives were 
lost on our side and rhat the only injury w'c sustained was a siipei- 
ficial wound on the pom icccivcd by a Sepoy fiom piobably a spent 
ball The pass had been lecently opened by a beautiful load 
constructed from the one Pci cent load cess fixed by Mr Ommaney 
and though the road had been obstructed in one spot by large 
branches of trees thiown across, it w'as fortunately not otherw'ise 
cut up as 1 had piCMOusly icason to expect and on the flight of the 
rebels from all quarters the blanches of tices were removed, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Blackall maiched without fuither opposition to 
Sooatulla HaMiig been a spectator of the Militaiy opeiations in the 
pass the same evening I tendeied my congiatulations to the Lieute- 
nant Colonel, foi their successful result, and the good spirit and 
eagerness to rout the rebels displayed on the occasion by all the 
troops, affoided me the highest giatification The jungle on each 
side of the road was ver)' dense and I have requested measures may 
be taken to clear it aw'ay along the sides of the hills facing the 
road and a party of Pathan Burkandazes is now posted to keep the 
pass open m tw'o bodies — one at the summit and one at the foot of 
the pass 

6 Thakur Ranjorc Singh a Boondela Rajput of Sooatalla and 
others aie stated to have taken a prominent part m the opposition 
we have met with, and his relative the lessee of that village is also 
represented hy some to have been present wth him, the latter has 
not appeared for an enqiuty into his conduct smce the Chawar- 
patha disturbances commenced, and should he not appear and excul- 
pate himself I have instructed the Officiating Principal Assistant to 
annul his lease and confiscate his property In the event of the 
annulment of the lease I have suggested, that if he tendered to the 
Bundela Talookdar of Bumhnee near Sooatiillah and my reasons for 
the same are that it is desirable to keep the estate m the hands of a 
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man of the tame mbc and the Talookdar ha3 aSorded us useful 
assistance m keeping open a communication mth Narsmgpur and in 
giting mtclhgcnce. 

7 The village of Sooatulla was found with many others around 
It entirely depopulated as the peaceable inhabitants had fled to the 
hilU and other quarters to save their hves but during our stay there 
several returned and on my march through it returning to Saugor 
the ploughs were again at work in the fields m nearly every villas 
inclusive of SooaralTa The descent of the pass and the successful, 
and to u'< harmless encounter with the rebels within it had therefore 
a most important effect in tranquilizing the country and our 
authority uruch had been entirely subverted was again established 
m the Mahals of Chowarpatta anti Tendukhera, 

8, I received information m a letter No 67 dated the 28th 
ultimo from Clement Browne, Pnnapal Assistant Jubbulporc of the 
occupaaon by Lieutenant Colonel Watsons force the preceding day 
after a slight skirmish of Hcerapoor and of the flieht of the Raja 
with his armed followers It was considered possible that the Raja 
would attempt to effea a junction with the Cnawarpatta rebels and 
this led to the march of Lieutenant Colonel Watson to Sooatulla 
where I had a personal conference with Captam Browne 

9 Having been led to express dissaasfaaion with that oflScer 
m my official correspondence on account of an apparent haste and 
want of deliberation m some of his recent measures 1 ivas gratified 
to find that he bad not thus acted and I am now of opinion that his 
energetic measures and precautions have protected, the Jubbulporc 
district hithcno m all quarters from spoliauon with the exception 
of the small village of Belkhcrec Captain Clement Browne was in 
volvcd in difficulties by the advance to Tcjgarh of Lieut Guise with 
the raajonty of his men at the request under an erroneous assump- 
tion of Captain Qcment Browne, and it appeared probable to him 
that Raja Herdee Sah might lay waste his district and even attack 
Jubbulporc he also opprehended less mischief would occur on the 
Tight rank of the Neroudda from the withdrawal of Captam Wake 
man than would have happened m his own district had it not 
happened and I am happy to inform you that the town of Sankul 
Nvas only partially plundered m consequence of Captain Wakenian s 
absence and that his absence lasted only for a few days, I deem it 
nght to transmit to you copies of Captain Browne s explanatory 
leitcn as per margin and 1 have already informed Major General 
Tombs that the rapid advance of Lieutenant Colonel Watson to 
Hecraporc was most advantageous in chcckmg Hlrdee Sah s ex 
ccsi« and as no Houitzer was required, it appears to have been 
unobjectionable. 

10 Mr H Fraser crowed the Nerhudda at the Hcerapoor 
fort on the morning of the 28th ultimo with a force under the 
command of Lieutenant Col Ely consisimg of the Head Quarters 
42 M N I rv .0 fix pounden and a Squadron of Regular Cavalry 
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daachcd by Licuiciiaiu Colonel Watson horn Ins foicc Mi 
Fiasci s letter No 61 dated the 61 si ultiino infoimcd me of two 
attacks on Lieutenant Colonel Elys Camp on the night of the 
30ih ultimo and the following cMiaci Liom it dcsciibcs them — 

"Paragtal)}! 4 — Dining the day ol the 30ih the spies 
bioiighi m at dilleient times mloimation of the advance of 
the 'mvingcnts touaids oui position with a view of a night 
attack but they were e\idenily afi.ud to veniiue near the ene- 
my bull then aetounts weie eonliimed by people fiom the 
\illnges m the dnedion of Mnddanpoie along the Bhopal 
froniiei and ahout b pm we utic posiinely infoimed of then 
bemu within '/^ a Co'-^ t'f I's in the Nullahs. We lemamcd 
however qmci till about half past 12 when a file of matchlocks 
was opened on oiii left flank on the pickets and sentries fiom 
the Ravines We all tinned out and a paity being sent to 
leinforcc the jnekets on the left the fiiim: ceased in that diiec- 
non when almosi immediately an att.ick was made on the Picket 
anil Cavahv m our liont, which being icpulsed wc lemamcd 
quiet for ncaily an houi, when the filing on the left was le- 
newed but the picket holding iheir giound the msuigcnts seem 
to have retiied and we remained quieg till moining I icgrct 
to sa) howevei on ihi‘' occasion a sentinel was shot dc.id at his 
post The msuigents aie ‘'aid to h.ive been about 100 m num- 
ber and to have icachcd Pccpurwancc about Ham oi 12 noon 
in small paities ” 

11 Subsequently to this attack Li Col Ely maichcd to the 
village of Dhobey and the fotee under the Lieutenant Colonel en- 
camped at Inveriah on the 2nd insi.int Mi Fiasci on the 4ih 
instant visited me .it Soo.itulla and aftei a consultation w'lth liim 
and Captain Clement Btowne a plan was arianged for a combined 
attack at Peepuiwanee on the 6rh instant I communicated the 
sketch of this plan to Lieut Colonel Blackall and m meeting with 
his concurience I addiessed an official Icttci to him No 609, dated 
tlic 5th instant, of w'hich a copy is enclosed and a copy of this 
lertei was forwaided to Mr H Fiasci and Capt Clement Biowmc 
with mstiuctions to solicit the co-opciation of Lieutenant Col 
Watson and Lieut Col Ely as therein proposed 

12 The attack thus planned w-as concuiicd m by all the 
MilitaiT Commandants and Lieut Col Watson and Lieut Col 
Blackall leached then posts at Tendukheia and Sujhanpui on the 
evening of the 5th instant, but on our .maich to Tendukheia 
Lieutenant Col Ely addiessed to me a Icttei, dated the 5th instant 
that in place of proceeding to Gungye as had been aiianged he 
had that moinmg marched to Muddunpoie at the recommenda- 
tion of Mr H Fraser Aftei i caching Muddunpui the Lieut Col 
detached a party to secure some hills on the light wheie a body 
of msuigents weie found strongei than was anticipated An 
account of the lamentable result of this measure diawm up by 
Lieut Hayes who was present is annexed for your information to 
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this letter and I gneve to inform you that Mr H. Fraser expu:^ 
from Loci- jaw brought on by his wounds on the afternoon of the 
I2tb mstanL Mr ff Fraser had mamed m Scotland shortly before 
his return to India and his disconsolate mdow is now at 
Hoshangabai 

13 Mr H Eraser bad promised to meet me at Tendulchcra 
mth mteUigcnce about the position of the rebels but his unforra 
natc march to Muddunpur deranged our plans and though the hiUs 
around Peepunvanee were scouri^ by the Inf a n try of all these 
forces on the 7th instant I regret that the derangement of out 
plans deprived us of an oppommity of punishing the rebels whicii 
had they been adhered to would cenamly have presented itself. 

14 On the 9th November I was informed by the Majoi 
General that he had deemed it necessary to recall tfic field force 
under the command of Lieutenant Col hlaclall to Saugor and its 
recall compelled me to retrace my steps to the same place. The 
arrival of Lieutenant Doobn enabled me to provide for the manage 
ment of the Hoshangabad district and I had instructed him to 
assume charge of it on the 8th instanh one day pnor to Mr Fraser's 
lamented wounds I should have wished to have remamed for 
some days near the Nerbudda to complete the dispersion of the 
insurgents m chat quarter and to supenntend arrangementB for 
esrabushing a good Police at all exposed positions but this duty it 
became necessary for me to entrust to Lieutenant Doolan I enclose 
a copy of a letter No 627 dated the 9th instant to Major General 
Tomlis which will inform you more fully of the arrangements 
1 had contemplated pnor to the recall of the Bengal force towards 
baugor I expect to reach the cantonment tomorrow morning 

15 The only occurrence m the district of Saugor proper merit 
mg notice on this occasion is a murder committed at the village of 
Bumhorec belonging to the TaJooq of Naibut on the 7th instant 
and It IB thus desenbed by Mr Oinmormey m his letter No 259 
dated the 18th ultimo — 

^Paragraph 4 — ^The unfortunate man Hamecr Kunni of 
Barahon was chamed mth havmg caused some miurv to the 
jowar field of one Rai Smgh Kotwar of Doongm, while brmgmg 
wood from the jungle. On this the Rai Singh mth one or 
tuo compamous came to Bumhorec and words ensued between 
the parties which ended according to the statement of GoomaHi 
Hamecr s father m Rai Singh striking Hamecr and the latter 
seizing Ac former by Ac mroat Both parties Aen went to 
Amroodh Singh Thakur who bolds Ac village and who cn- 
dctiiourwl to pacify Rai Singh by engaging performance of 
some compensation for the loss sustained. 

Paragraph 5 — In Ac meantime however Rai Smgh had 
managed to s^d mtcUigcncc to Dongra whence the notonoui 
Roour L>c^ Singh (of whose atroaty we ha\c had such numc 
rous proofs) issued with a band of 40 fonowers of whom 
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Jawahir Singh Thakur, Jhunkgir the Gosain, who played so 
conspicuous pait in the plunder of Khimlassa, and Sawnlee 
Khangar mounted on the roof of Hameer’s house and remov- 
mg the tiles mtended shooting Hameer who had taken refuge 
there and secuied the door Hameer however fired through 
the openmg and his first shot killed Jawahir Singh He re- 
loaded and the second file w'ounded Jhunakgir, Kour Debee 
Smgh seeing tins returned to Doongra takmg with him the 
deceased Thakoor and Gosam 

“Paragraph 6 — ^Koour Debee Singh presently returned with 
a large body accompamed by Bholejoo and Kushore Smgh and 
surrounding the unfortunate man’s house they fired it Hameer 
m despeiation rushed out and after cuttmg down a man was 
overpowered and slam ” 

16 Tlie Raja of Putehra and tlie Raja of Gungye m the Nar- 
smgpur distnct have both openly assisted us in our pursuit of the 
msm gents and as their assistance appeared to merit some reward, 
I have suggested to Lieutenant Doolan that as they are Gonds like 
the Thakoors of Muddunpoie and Dahlwar, it imght be advan- 
tageous to transfer the former state to the one and the latter to 
the other Raja You will have learned from my correspondence 
that I had previously offered a reward for the arrest or the head 
of the Raja Hiidee Sah of Rupees 2,000 and I have since offered 
rewards of Rs 1,000 eacli for the undermentioned individuals with 
the same condition, viz — 

Dehlan Smgh Gond of Muddunpore, 

Narwar Smgh Gond of Dahlwar, 

Narwar Smgh Lodhee of Ehoogree, 

Ajeet Smgh Lodhee of Nuddeea, 

Ranjore Singh Bundela of Sooatul'la, 

and also a reward of Rs 500 for Brijbhusan Brahmm who quitted 
our service and joined the msurgents I shall request the offiaating 
Prmcipal Assistant of Hoshangabad to send me a list of the out- 
rages committed in his district, in the form adopted by Mr Omman- 
ney for the Saugor District, also a list of the rmg-leaders amongst 
the msurgents with an account of their possessions and situations 
in life and to acqamt me with his sentiments as to the motives 
which may have prompted them to revolt and to transmit any 
records illustrative of those motives My own impression is that 
the Bundela msurgents must have sent emissaries to spread dis- 
satisfaction or rather to excite a disaffection to plunder along the 
Nerbudda, and I have been informed that the Heerapoor Raja 
having determmed on this course prompted the Chuwarpatha Gonds 
to follow his example 

17 I enclose herewith a copy of a report from Lt Fulton to 
Captam Butler, Assistant A G , of a skirmish, he had with the 
family of Raja Hirdee Sah of Heerapoor on the 5th instant and 
Its result appears to have been very creditable to all the troops

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4 The late Mr H Fraser’s slight acquaintance with the 
people and state of the country induced him for some time to pay 
too httle attention to those piecautionary measures, which I had 
entieated him to take m conjunction with Captam Clement Browne 
and Mr Ommanney, and he defeiied his departure from Hoshang- 
abad to Nurshmgpore longer than desirable, the Police also m their 
evacuation of tire Pergunnah left the people without any support 
on the part of government and the dastardly flight of the Tuhseel- 
dar of Nurshmgpore from Tendookhera emboldened the Gond 
Thakoies and intimidated all well disposed personages 

5 I enquired of several lespectable and mtelligent persons as 
to the cause of the disturbances m Chawaipatha, and they ascrib- 
ed them to the evil influence of the Heerapore Rajah and further 
stated that the Gond Thakores who took the lead m them had been 
repeatedly in a state of rebelling under the Native Government 
which preceded ours 

6 It has also been stated to me that the Bundelah Thakores 
of Sooatulla have fled to Bundelcund 

7 Captam Clement Browne has ariested several culprits, and 
recovered a quantity of plundered property , he has also seized a 
number of military weapons mcludmg two small iron guns and 
several jmjals This officer has mformed me that Captain Wake- 
man with his detachment was to have reached Jhirra Ghatee on the 
evening of the 13th and his arrival at or near Tendookhera will 
enable Lieut Col Ely to recross the Nerbudda

of that place two hundr^ Bundelas After a long mnrrh of eleven 
hours duration I came upon the Gurhec with the Cavalry and when 
withm musket shot was Bred upon from the Bastions. The Cavalry 
irame^tcly diverged to the right and left to invest the place undi 
the infantry came up but before the sowars had time to get to the 
^nr face, the enemy made their escape down a deep ravine covered 
with cxtmiivc jungle but it afterwards appeared that thongh that 
place could not have been mvested by Cavalry upon that face m 
consequence of the nature of the ground and the very heavy 
thorny jungle with which corcred 

1 f Gurhec was found 9 buffaloes and 6 goats which were 

left by the enemy m the hurry of their retreat and which were 
brought away and havmg set fire to the few grass Chuppers that 
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were set up against the walls 1 withdrew tlie Contingent to Tunda 
Russoolpoor wheie I shall halt tomoirow, and pioceed tlie next day 
to Bagiode as diiected in youi lettei above acknowledged 

From all that could he observed, it appears certain that Jeswant 
had not two bundled men m his Gurhee and not more than a couple 
of horses , the maiks of accommodation foi more could not be 
tiaced and I am inclined to tlimk that not more than ten matcii- 
lockmen had been occupying tlie place foi some tune previous to 
oui attack 

No doubt you aie acquainted that the Nawab of Patharry had 
made an attack upon Jeswant Bildar m retaliation for one diat 
Jeswant had made upon him and completely destroyed and plunder- 
ed his village Manlee which lies close to the hill upon which his 
Gurhee is situated , but the Nawab failed to make any impression 
upon the Gurhee which gave Jeswant such confidence that he boast- 
ed to all tlie people of tlie villages near, that he was not afraid of 
any force and would never think of leavmg his place undefended 
This ciicumstance gives me some hopes that he would make a stand 
for at least a short time but it turned out otherwise 

Jeswant appears to have the good will of tlie people of the 
villages near and m the neighhouihood of Daulatpoor , that to take 
him by surprise would be a mattei of extieme difficulty if not next 
to an impossibility 

I have at the same time the pleasure to forward 36 letters from 
various mdividuals found m die Gurhee of Daulatpoor

has been weU ascertamed that he was not m the Gurhee durmg 
the attack and had left it m the early part of the mght 

I am happy to inform you that six of the buffaloes found in 
the Gurhee of Daulatpoor have been recognised by the zammdars 
of Putharee Taluqua and have accordingly been duly made over 
to them 
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The Nawab of Putharce is of opinion that Jes^rant s power will 
continue to euBt as long as the Gurhec of Daulatpoor affords a place 
of shelter for him and hie few attendants and of hia own accord 
offered to level it with the ground which I recommended his domg 
and have requested the Amil of Tunda to render every assistance 
which he promised to give yesterday at a personal mtcrview 

I have also placed at the Nawab s disposal 1 (one^ D nff ad ar 
and 4 sowars which number was all he required, to assist him m

information to cause his apprehension it would therefore be deair 
able to offer some reward to mducc the vdlagcrs to come forward 
with such valuable information as will enable us to secure the 
person of so notorious a character 

The Tunda Amil mentioned to me yesterday that Ruttun 6mgh 
was about the hills near the village of Puchpuia without any follow 
CIS, and that he sometimes remamed during the mght m that vil- 
lage I shall endeavour to secure his pejreon as the village is aboilt 
two coss from this and I may also ^ve another opportunity of 
securing the person of Jeswant Bildar whose Jocanon is about four 
coss dmant

I have much satisfaction in reporting for the information of 
His Honour the Lieut Governor that subsequently to my last des- 
patch No 636, dated the 14tb instant, I have not received intelli- 
gence of the plunder of a single village in either the Districts of 
Hoshangabad, Jubbulpore or Damoh, and m Saugor District, the 
only outrage as yet reported to me by Mr Ommanney occurred on 
tnc night of the 4th instant when Ajeet Singli (a share-holder of 
the village) with two men named Siihsukh and Kulloo attempted 
to carry off some cattle from the village of Khunnessra 2 miles to 
the north of Khimlassa These men who shortly after the com- 
mencement of the disturbances had fled from Khunnessra and taken 
up their residence m Bumhoree near Mugaolee of Scmdia’s terri- 
tory on this occasion wounded one man though not dangerously 
with a spear and beat a second with a bludgeon but the cattle were 
rescued from them I asked Mr Ommanney if Ajeet Singh ever 
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p ref er r ed any complaints to him and his reply \7a8 m the negative, 
and arrangements will be made to endeavour to effect his arrest 
through Bngadier Shibbs. 

2 Both Mr Fraser and Captam Charles Brown informed me 
that several persons had pined the insurgents m consequence of 
bong threatened by their leaders and believing this to be very pro 
bably to be and deermng it of importance to invite all such to 
desert the leaders I have issued a pnxdamaaon calling upon them 
to come UL Of this proclamation I enclose a translauon and I 
also enclose the copy of my letter to Captain Charles Brown on 
the subject No 657 dated the 7th instant- The detention of the 
female pnsonere taken by Lieut Fulton appeared to me likely to 
exasperate their male rclanvca who had not openly jomed 
the rebels aud I trust the arrangements authorized By me m that 
letter will be approved of for their surrender on suitable conditions 
to auy well-djsposed relanve who will take charge of them I trust 
His Honour favour me with insmicaons rclatmg to- the dis- 
posal of the booty taken by Lieut Fulton s detachment in their 
skirmish witli the rebels it all I believe, belonged to the rebels 
and as such the proceeds of its sale may perhaps vnth propnety 
be paid to the captors of the booty 

3 The Major General has entrusted the protection of the 
district of Jubbulpore on the military department to Major Bird 
the Commandant of the 24th B Regiment N I and the avil auiho 
nnes will coramumcatc to him any mtelligence which may reach 
them of a nature calling for the aid of troops. Major Bird has 
been instructed to move along the frontier oi the distnct with a 
wmg of his Regunent, the Regimental Guns and some Cavalry 

4 Sinular orders have been sent by the Major General to 
LicuL-Colonel Ely for the distnct of Hoshaugabad, and hia force 
IS to move about in uvo bodies one to the north and one to the 
south of Nerbudda, and as Captam Wakeman arnved at Tendoo- 
khera on the 16th instant Lacuc-Col Ely recrossed the Nerbuddi 
on the 18th idem and was about to go m pursuit of the small body 
of insurgents at the base of the Pudunurrcc hills. 

5 The Rajah of Shahgurh continued stunch and although 
the troops have been withdrawn along his frontier no plunderers 
ha\"C entered our temtory from his estate. 

6 The Thakorcs of Balakote alluded to in my enclosed copt 
of a letter to Captain Charles Brown have not created any disturb- 
ances, and from letters which I subsequently received it appcanxl 
ilut some cnl minded pcison had alqrmed them by a report that 
they were gomg to be attacked which was never contemplatcd.

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3 I beg leave to add that upon one of the followets of Baha- 
dui Singh was found the Badge of Sheikh Russool Chuprassee who 
made his escape when the rebels weie attacked by Sadulla Khan 
Risaldai at Jaigaih and that I have succeeded m ai testing another 
followei of Bahadur Singh in whose possession was found the 
Badge of the late Kushoiee Koiowar who was put to death by die

2 I am happy to report that no more villages have been visit- 
ed by the marauders in any district of these territories subsequently 
to the date of my dispatch No 718, dated the 2nd instant, and the 
only occurrence I have yet heard meriting notice is an attack of 
which intelligence was transmitted to me by Lieutenant Doolan m 
a letter No 85, dated the 27th ultimo m Captam Wakeman’s 
Camp near Tendukhera on the night of the 22nd ultimo, wherein 
3 Sowars and 3 horses were killed and 1 Sowar and 3 horses were 
severely wounded all belonging to His Highness the Raja of Nagpur 
Captain Wakeman informed “from tlie lar^e quantity of blood 
which was observed the following morning on the road by which 
the insurgents retreated with the cavaliy in pursuit, that they no 
douht suffered several casualties” 

3 I am happy to mfoim you that Majoi General Tombs has 
oidered Lt -Colonel Watson’s force to return towards Deori and 
Its arriVal there will, I hope, restore tranquillity The inhabitants 
of the Pefgunnah are still in a state of great alarm and the threats 
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addressed to them by the rebels have led some to afford them 
assistance which practice la much deprecated though it is not m 
mv opimon surpnamg that frightened natives would resort to it 
for their own safety and protection 

4 I have asked the Pohtical Agoit at Bhopal to order the Con 
angent under Captam Sanders to proceed to the Bhopal fnratier 
nci Mudunpoor and I am apprehensive that the troops of the 
Nairab of Bhopal will not without the adoption of this measure 
actively co-operate with us against the insurgents 
Agent Lt, Governor’s OfBcc.

In rontlnuation of my letter No 783 dated the 23rd ultimo 
I have the honour to forward a copy of a letter No 6 dated the 
Sth inmnt with its accompaniment from Captain Boland OfBoat 
mg Pnnapal Astlnant in charge of the Hothangabad dumet. 
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2 These documents bung down the narrative of the insur 
gents’ mo\ements to the present date. 

3 His Honour will Jeain with satisfaction that the strength 
of the lebels would now appcai lo he broken, and as they have 
returned to the vicinity of their villages situated north of the Nur- 
budda and the Nawab of Bhopal has with praiseworthy zeal pro- 
ceeded in person to Deoiee, then early captiiie or destruction may 
be anticipated I understand also that the Rajah of Nagpoor has 
strengthened his forces on the Soutliern frontier 

4 Besides the loss sustained by them in the attack made by 
the Police on the 1st instant it affords me much pleasure to com- 
municate intelligence of the capture of Maharaj Kour, mother of 
the rebel leader Nudwar Singh of Ghoogree, and his wife and two 
children A copy of the report of Captain Whistler, commanding 
a detachment from Col Watson’s force, stationed at Tendukhera 
regarding this affair is forwaided and I icquest the instructions of 
Government regarding the disposal of such part of the property 
taken on the occasion as may not be proved to have been plundered 
from our subjects 

5 The Rajah of Huttree in the Dumoh district has evinced 
his loyalty by seizing apd dclii'ciing over to tlie fiist Junior Assist- 
ant Khooman Singh, brother of Dewan Bahadoor Singh of Ubhana, 
and I have received mformation likewise of the arrest of Thakur 
Khet Singh of Sooatiilla and three followers who took a prominent 
part in opposing our forces on the Jhirra Ghat and in the outrages 
committed m the Chowurpatha Pergunnah 

6 His Honour will learn from the accompanying copy of a 
letter No 221, dated the 21st ultimo, addressed by Major Sleeman 
to the Secretar}^ Governor General, the particulars of the arrest 
of Hirdce Shah and a large portion of his family by the Rajah of 
Shahguih, and I have since understood from private sources tha. 
his relatives Gujraj Singh and Khanjoo have been secured m 
attempting to pass into Boondelkhand by a Police party in the 
Saiigor district These persons were the chief characters m the 
l^te surprise of the post at Hirapoor in which five Police men lost 
their lives 

7 The translated deposition furnished by Capt Boland will 
convey to-Hhs Honour some idea of the extent of the Chowarpatha 
confederacy and that officer m his letter has stated his opmion of 
the causes of the outbreak The unavoidable failure of the detach- 
ment under Capt Roper to cross the Nurbudda at Beltharee Ghat 
and the withdrawal of the Police from Chowarpatha were attended 
with the worst effects by increasing the audacity of the insurgent^ 
and doubtless these measures induced many unwillingly to expouse 
their cause Much allowance must be made for those who jomed 
the insurgents from such causes and it has been deaded 
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to bring to punishment amongst them such only as either after a 
promise of forgiveness for the past have behaved treacherouily or 
eqU contmuc at large committmg depredanons 

8 The people of the ChoiTarpatha Pergunnah were cxiunte 
nanced m some acgrec by the Gond Rajah and Talooqdars south of 
the Nurbudda and m consequence of their equivocal conduct it was 
deternuned after conaultaaon with Major Slecman whom I met 
at Gumirwarrah to send for these influential people. They all as 
per marein attended upon me yesterday and it was explained to 
them coflecuvely that a tenn of six months would be allowed them 
to display their fidelity by openly espousing our cause and produang 
the rebels but that a contmuance trf their present suspiaous course 
of conduct would at the termination of that period bring upon 
some or all of them some severe mark of the displeasure of Govern- 
ment 

9 There is no proof of the rebels havmg been lomed by any 
followers of these chiefs or of any open espousal of their cause but 
there arc grounds for believing that they connived at it and that 
a secret understanding cnsicd between the parties 

10 I have acquamted the Rajah of Shahj^rh that the Prup 
apal Assistant at Saugor has been directed to ^bursc the reward 
for the Semite of Hirdee Sah to such persons as be may depute 
to receive iL 


Letter No 7 — ^Th© letter and the endottzre refer to the supres- 
sion of disturbances in the Tendnkbera and Chowarpatta 
r^ons, and the arrest or nirrcnder of most of the Insnrgenti.

4 The persons of Rao Mohan Smgh and of his followers were 
seemed by my personal assistant Lieutenant Hayes Mohan Smgh 
admits having paitiapated m the plunder of Maharajpur, Samkhera 
and Omra and having been present m the attack on the Police at 
Mulkobee and m the skirmish with the Naib-Tahseeldar m the 
Chateie Hills 

5 Dhokul Smgh and his son were secured by the Pohee under 
Captain Brown of Damoh and Ranjore Smgh and his party were 
traced into the Punnah territory and arrested also by a Police 
Detachment The former individuals took a leadmg part m the 
dacoitee which occurred at Belonee and the latter opposed the troops

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3 I have tincc been informed by the same officer in a letter 
No 15 dated the 18th, of the capture of Nanvan Singh of Gboog 
ree by Purtab Smgh the Malgoozar of Ranectol m the Deorce Pur 
gunna of the Saugor DistncL The Mudunpoor and Dhelwar Tha 
cores have also sent in their swords in token of submission and 
Captain Boland had deputed the before-mentioned Sectaram to 
them guarantremg their lues if they immediately surren- 
dered themselves Captam Boland reports also the arrest of the 
family of the rebel Hiialal of Putras 


4 Captam Boland speaks m commendatory terms of the aid 
he has received from the Nawab of Bhopal but I cannot refrain 
from attnbutmg the above successes in a great degree to Captain 
Boland t own personal activity and also to me exertions of Captain 
Hamilton who has assisted m huntmg down the Ghoogrcc Chief 
and whose deputauon towards Dcoree has been of great scfvicc.

On the 2nd instant she was send down to 
Tatta which place the reached the same evening having been 28 
hours under steam during the whole voyage and ran down with 
the engines workmg generally at full power at the averse rate ot 
nearly 12 miles per hour on the 6th the Meteor left Tatta with 
a detachment oi Golandauzes 4 officers proceeding to jom their 
Repments and Lakhs of treasure drawing 2 fn 8j/a inches aft 
and 2 ft. 2 inches forward. At Hyderabad 2 1 jfby were removed 
but as a large quannty of baggage was sent on board, her draught 
remained the same. She pOTormed the upward voyage to Sus 
place m 11*4 days durmg which time she was 123*4 hours under 
steam and advanced at tne average rate of nearly 2*4 miles per 
hour The Meteor has made her last voyage m less time (2^ 
days) than any of her former one.

ISth January The Governor-General’s Agent on the North- 
West Frontier reports that on the morning of the 15th January 
a consideiable proportion of the Sikh Army marched and jomed 
Kunwar Slier Singh who, the day before, had encamped m the 
Begumpore lines amid the Battalions of General Gulab Smgh 
Pohoovmdeen By noon the troops tendermg their allegiance to the 
Kunwar amounted to 14 or 15,000 men with 21 pieces of Ordnance 
Soon after the “Chargaree” Sowars in the command of Soocheit 
Smgh, who was absent, joined his standard and not less than 26,000

The individual abovcmentioncd, is a iclativc of the Ex-Raja of 
Quedah and w'as one of the leaders m the enterprize for regaining 
possession of that country fiom me Siamese m 1838. and who on 
the failure of tliat insurrectionary movement escaped, and appears 
to have subscqucntlv enicicd on a caieei of predatoiy violence of 
the most atroaous character Tunka Mohammed Saad was cap- 
tured in the month of July last year, and arraigned before the Sup- 
reme Court of Penang on a charge of piracy' committed on a vessel 
belonging to a subject of our Government The prosecution having 
failed on the plea that as a descendant of the ex-Raja of Quedah 
the prisoner w'as at war with Siam and consequently with the British 
Government, and therefore that the act with whicn he was charged 
if proved was not the act of a pirate but that of an enemy, the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements sent Tunka Mohammed Saad 
as a state prisoner to Calcutta to be dealt with as might seem ex- 
pedient to the supreme Government On the arrival of the prisoner 
the Government was of opinion that although Tunka Mohammed 
Saad had been acquitted of the charge of piracy on the plea adduced, 
yet his release from confinement might again expose the subjects 
of the British Government and those of other friendly powers on 
the Straits, to his depredations Entertammg this view of the 
matter the Government decided that Tunka Mohammed Saad 
should reside at Murshidabad under suiveillance of the Magistrate, 
a monthly salary of about 50 lupees being assigned for the support 
of the prisoner and of his followeis It may be added that some 
time after the arrival here of Tunka Mohammed Saad a writ of 
Habeas Corpus was issued m favoui of the prisoner on the motion 
of one of the Barristers of the Supreme Court The resolution of 
Government, however, regarding the prisoner having been taken 
and his removal at his own request from the Vessel m which he 
arrived into that which was to convey him to Murshidabad, having 
been effected anterior to the serving of the wnt, the Government 
and Its officers were placed under no obligation arising from the 
course which was thought best for the public interests to pursue m 
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thm case. Tunka Mohammed Saad accompamed by hi* son, has 
reached his destination, and has been taken charge or by the Magis- 
trate of Murshidabad

the Gorak — hatrie, Geneial Avetabile tlien lost no time 
in collecting togetlier a body of Afghans (Mulkias) to 
the number of thiee diousands and oideied them to 
match to Chamkani and massacie the 

battalion to a man It appears tliat an engagement 
took place between die parties and the reports that 
had leached the Political Agent from the scene of 
action, state that the Afghans attacked the battalions 
without plan oi oidei and suffcicd much loss in conse- 
quence They had diiven die Sikhs from a foit they 
occupied but the latter weie still m possession of a 
strong position and the action had ceased to be vigor- 
ous on either side The Sikh battalion is said to be

information from which diat Gentleman ascertained that the work 
now in the course of execution by Meer Nusseer Khan to stop 
which Shere Mohammed had interfered, is actually situated within 
the territory of the Hyderabad Ameer, but calculated to turn off

Indus Steam Navigation

Hyderabad on the 22nd and left it on the afternoon of the same 
day, drawing 3 feet forward and 3'— 1" aft and came to at Sukkui 
at 6-30 p m of the 29th April 
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Licurt. Ball Supcnntending the expenmental umbcr cutting 
m the hiU forc*t« -wtuch border upon the upper parts of the Sutlej 
for the general supply of Loadiana and Ferozporc reports that on 
a moun^tn called Nencbar on the confines of the state of Bhi^ec 
and belonging to the Koie Raja, there is a large quantity of fine 
kcis-trecs about 3 miles from the nver Sutlej 

The summit of the Shalla hilU beyond Nencbar is also corcred 
with large KeUoo trees and lower down checl and kail timber are 
found in considerable quannnes Above this small patches of chccl 
and Kail are found not for from the nver and near Kclamar sftm 
and Kotighur the Keels Kail and Raj arc abundant from 4 to 6 
miles distant.

him as Kmg of Johanna King Sultan Alloye reigned 21 yem 
nnd anpomted Abdullah his eldest son to succeed him King Sultan 
Abdullah wished hia brother the present King Salem to succeed 
him^ But the present kmg said ^lot so— Jet ^oyc my nephew 
be King and I will be hu adiiser and counsellor” In the course of 
two months after King Alloye came to the throne he despised the 
counsel and scriicc of hli uncle the present King and appointed 
Izohcrrv Prime hrimstcr and two others relations of his mother 
Ministers Being guided bv the had counsel and advice of ihc« 
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three men King Alloye tyiannized over his people and robbed and 
plundeied them ot all then piopeity The present King Salem 
seeing how things weie going on and his hberty and even his life 
in jeopardy desiied to leave Mounsomola for Darmay, when his 
nephew Alloye heaid of this mtention of Salem he put him m a 
Dow with a view to bamsh him to Mozambique and imprison him 
there Alloye however failed m this project of his but confined 
Salem m the town of Mounsomola but the latter fled by night and 
went to Dai may At the time that Alloye wished to banish Salem 
he put several people including some of his relations m confinement 
who were released through the mtercession of Captain Graigie of 
H M ’s ship “Scout” and who succeeded in making peace between 
Alloye and Salem the present King This peace lasted but for a 
short lime for so soon as Captain Ciiagje left the Island, Alloye 
sent his men to fight lus uncle Salem who were defeated by the 
latter When Alloye saw that his cause was failing he siezed the 
poor people belonging to Salem and sent them away to the Kmg 
of Mayotfa who sold about 1 SO of them at the Mozambique After- 
wards the people of the town ot Maunsomola sent to Salem and 
begged he would come over to the fortress that they might deliver 
up the town to him and be his faithful subjects In compliance 
with this request of the people Salem came over and accepted their 
offer and the capital 'vas nikcn without shedding of blood On 
Salem being acknoivledged as Kmg, Alloye seeing his case a hope- 
less one, sailed off to tlie Comoro Islands and thence went over to 
the Mozambique (Vide news letter No 3 of 22nd January 1841 
showing that Alloye thence came m the "Phlegetlion” to Calcutta 
and went from hence to the Mamitius m the Salsette) 

Rampore 

9th June The Secretary to the Lieut Governor for the N -W 
Provinces reports that the Nawab of Rampore has in contemplation 
to raise a small corps of Rohilla hoise m his jagheer The Right 
Hon’ble die Governor Geneial has been pleased to signify his ap-

diate superintendence of the ofliccis there, aftci which passport is 
gi\cn which prohibits all further molestation and examination. 

The large expenditure inclined m protecting Khybci, Sii A 
Burnes goes on to observe, rendered it unadvisablc to abolish the 
toll diere 

The result of these reforms, Sir A Burncs adds, in a financial 
point of view' is important, foi by them not only is no loss expected 
to befall His Majesty’s ticabury, but also great encouiagemcnt given 
to the spread of commerce The shaw'l trade had hitlierto been 
peculiarly favoured at Kabul, from Kashmir having been a province 
of the Empiie, but it is now placed on an equality with British 
goods, but Sir A Burncs tliinks it can w'cll bcai the change from 
the valuable nature of tlic fabric. 

In connection wath this subject Sii W H Macnaughten 
observes that the commerce of the country w'as rapidly increasing,

Peshawar — 'The KIhyber Pass” 

6th July The Political Agent m Peshawar reports that the 
Afreedee Maliks weie about to pioceed to Tira, ivhere they would, 
m the first place, call on all the Afreedee tribes to suspend for a 
tune their mtemal feuds, and tins object effected, the whole of the 
Afreedees, were to be invited to send a deputation to the Amakzye, 
and ask them to a conference to discuss their claims to share m the 
Chokee dues of Khyber It is further stated that the object of the 
Afreedees is first, to detach Alam Khan from our service, and then 
to divide with him_ and the rest of the Amakzyes, the present 
stipends of Khyber , and havmg closed the road for some time, to 
make higher demands on us Should Alam Khan not accede to the 
terms offered to him, the Afieedee Maliks are said to he prepared 
to disburse their savmgs from the last two months’ stipends m 
exciimg the Amakzyes agamst Alam Khan and expelhng him and 
his familv from Tira The Afreedee Maliks, however, declare their

object on go mg to Tira to be to look out after their own tribes 
They disclaim any hostile designs against Alam Khan the Amakzye 
Chief at the same time they avow their mtention to assemble the 
Amakzye m order to come to a settlement with them, because they 
demanded a share of the Nowazik of Khyber The Pohtical Agent 
goes on to say that there has always been a good deal of intrigue 
gomg m between the Afreedee Maliks and the Amakzye, and 
latterly among Alam Khan’s ovra family, but Alam Khan himself 
writes with much confidence of the disposition of his tribes 

With regard to robberies committed m the Khyber Pass at 
night, of which the Afreedee Maliks wish to evade the responsi- 
bility, the Pohtical Agent had determmed, with their concurrence, 
to have a board posted m a conspicuous spot on the roadside at 
either end of the pass, laymg down to travellers as the rule, that they 
must not travel by night, and if by chance any may be benighted, 
that they send one of these party to the nearest post of Chokedars 
and get a guard from it 

The Sikhs and the Chinese Tartars 

20th July The Commissioner of Kumaon, states a report, that 
a body of Goorkha soldiers had either marched, or were about to 
march from Joomla towards Ghartope but with what object it was 
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not mennoncd The Commissioner mentions his having also heard 
that the Ladakhccs sometime ago sent 6,000 Rupees to the Ghanope 
Deba, mth letters praying for aid against the Siibs from Laasa- 
The Deba received and Wept the money and promised to advance 
the object of their pn^cr but nothing having been done m consc 
qucnce by the Lassa Goicmment the LadaUi people after waitmg 
a considerable tune came to the conclusion that the Deba had 
deceived and cheated them and detcrrained to revenge thenuelvc* 
on him They therefore mated the Siibs to attack Ghartopc 
accompanying and aiding them as far os ivas m their power The 
reputed force with which this conquest had been achicv^ was stated 
to be so small 1,215 or 1,800 men as to render it probable that the 
Lassa authorities ivould shortly succeed m dnvmg the Sikhs out, 
unless reinforcements of their own were to ^om them or others from 
^jadakh, or a supply of troops should be given them by Nepab 

28th Juh The PoUacai Awnt at Subathoo state* that in tlk. 
onth of Assar last (towards the end of June) a battle took place 
•erween the Sikhs and Ladakhecs on one side and the Chinese 
Tartars on the other The loss on the part of the latter was 30 
killed that on the part of the former a greater number It is said 
that the Chinese Tartars iverc nctonou*. It is added that on recav 
mg the news Jonivrar Singh the \'iceroy of Ladakh left the latter 
place and went over to Dugchi Choorct within T^dnlb m progresi 
to Koothug within Chmese Tartary 

28th July Subsequent accounts oinflrm the mtelligenix of the 
battle fought between the Sikhs and the Chmese Tartan. Reporti 
have also arrived through the Mana and Meetce passes and trom 
the Katvul of Badnnach which tell the same talc as far as regardi 
the pnnapal facts, with the exception of some difference in the 
name of tne Sikh Commanders. All trade is said to be at a com* 
pletc stand still between the passe* and the country of Heoondcc*. 
A few of the oldest and most mtdbgent Bbotccas have gone across 
to see whether it would be safe to take goods mto Kcootumg Dap*. 
Tuklakhal and Ghartopc or not The traders of the last named 
place arc quite mined and most of them have fled. The Bhotecas 
arc as yet only alarmed. The Sikhs bad not reached TuUakhoI up 
to the last new*. They had a detachment of from 1 000 to 
1.500 men at Roondakh to guard the salt and gold mines Another 
iraaller octachment remamed at Ghartopc, and another over the 
Bora grounds. The Commissioner at Kummaon make* the whole 
number to 1 800 others state it to be 2,300 very feiv Chmese or Tar 
inrs (only 25 or thereabouts) u i* said fell m the battle near Char 
tope. The Chmese or Tartar* arc said to have behaved in a coirardly 
way and gave up their country without any real struggle. Report 
states that a large body of GurkJia* had crossed the frontier by 
East of Joomla and gone either to fight or to coalesce intn th 
Sikh* In the present juncture of affair* the Icgidmaic authonucs 
would seem to have lost possession of Tibet from Ladakh to the 
Kjlas range which separates the »ourccs of the Indus and the Sutlej 
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fiom those of the Biahmapuua, oi lathei tlie Sanpoo It is stated 
that the Ghaitopc. Guiphcm and Dcwa lobbed the lefugce 
Ladakhces and did not foiwaid their petition to Lassa piaying Tor 
and paying foi aid against the Sikhs Dotce is repoited to be \ery 
quiet and no mciease of foicc appeals to be biought tliere

Bokhara 

73rd June Colonel Stoddart in a letter to the address of 
Sir W H- Macnaughtcn states that the Ameer of Bokhara had 
rchnquuhcd his mtentron of sending an expedition against Kokund 
and tnat he had returned to Khiva, some runaway slaves m return 
to the compliment paid to him by the Khan of the country m send- 
mg 16 slaves back to Bokhara- CoL Stoddart adds that the confr 
dcncc entertamed at Bokhara in the sincerity justice and power of 
the British Government is unbounded. 

SdNDE (Upper) 

25th July CoL Stacy reports that Meer Mohamed Nussea 
Khan has tendered his eubnusuon to Govcmmcni and tva* 
him on the 25th July last up to which date the young Khan was 
very weak and muen reduced by recent illness- Cot. Stacy 
been initruacd to continue for me present m charge of Nussecr 
Khan and Ma^or Outram m consequence of the death Mr 
Ben late Pohtical Agent in Upper ocinde, has been appointed to 
tuccced to the charge of our Political relations in Semde and 
c h utan. Instructions have alto been issued to Major Outram the 
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officer at present tn charge of the Upper Scmde Agency, that pend- 
ing the final arrangements which may be made concemmg Nusseer 
Khan he should be treated with kindness and with such considera- 
tion as IS hecommg the position in which he now stands 

The Government of Bombay report that at the date of the

Aden 

\6th July The Pohtical Agent at Aden reports that an advance 
guard of 60 mounted men of the Fouthelee tribe had traversed our 
immediate frontier from the 12th July to the 16th, but that they 
seldom molested the daily supphes The mam body of the enemy 
with Sultan Hamed Abdulla were to march on the evemng of the 
16th to take up a position near Bm-zaad (about 2^ or 3 miles 
from Sheik Othmar or 8 miles from the field works) where they 
intended to erect a fort Permission to do so had been granted by 
Sultan Mohamed Houssam Fouthelee of Lahedge Sultan Hamed 
Abdulla Fouthelee had determined to attack the field works and 
Captam Hames had given timely information of this to Col. Wilson 
and the Senior Naval Officer, and these had made every prepara- 
tion to repel him 


Shoa 

Captam C W Harns m charge of the mission to Shoa, states 
in contmuation of his last report on the progress of the mission to 
Its place of destination (vtde News Letter No 22. dated 2nd August), 
the circumstances of his arrival at Warn-mailee on July 1st and 
the dehberate murder of 2 Europeans and one Native of the escort 
at the 1st stage after leaving Khore-Assal (or the salt lake) The 
particulars of the sad event are as follows While Capt. Hams’ 
party had halted at Goorgoonta an hour before midmght, there 
was a cry and a rush from the quarters in which the escort slept 
On Capt Hams hurrying to the spot. Sergeant Walpore and Corpo- 
ral Willson of H M 6th Regiment were discovered weltermg m 
their blood, and m tbe agonies of death the one havmg been struck 
widi a creese m the carohd artery, the other stabbed m the stomach 
whilst beside them lay a Portuguese follower, who had received a 
frightful gash m the abdomen On investigation it was found 
that a party of the Essa Bedoums who seem to have an innate lust 
for blood had, favoured by the nature of the locality, seized the 
opportumty afforded by the absence of the sentry at the further 
end of his distance to perpetrate the cold-blooded deed It is said 
that for every victim diat falls to the murderous knife of one of 
these Bedouins, he is entitled to wear an additional copper bracelet 
on arm, and to adorn the belt of bis creese with an additional stud 
of silver, his reputation for prowess and bravery nsmg amongst 
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his clansmen in propomon to the number and the foulness and 
atroatv of such deeds. The murderers unfortunately escaped from 
the darkness of the ravmes but m consequence of the njurdei 
tnlong place so close to the sea the Political Agent at Aden enter 
tamed nopcs of ascertainmg who the murderers arc, and bnnging 
them to pumshment. He docs not however think that th^ arc 
of the Essal tnbe of Arabs for the murder occurred in the Danna 
Kah territory whither the Essal tribes only resort m bodies for 
pillage. Captain Hams further states that Mohamed AJi, Esak 
and Cassun (brothers of the Sultan of Tedjoura) with all their 
followen appeared much affcaed by the fatal occurrences of the 
mght refern^ to and said that their eyes should never again be 
closed in sleep so long as any danger was to be apprehends from 
the Essal The conduct of these Chiefs had hereafter been cold 
and unfriendly towards the members of the mission, but from 
this moment ' continue* Capt. Hams their manner was visibly 
changed and the anxiety evinced for the safety of the survivors 
unremittmg 

During his journey CapL Hams was given to underttand thii 
the road to Zeyla branching off from Dadder passes by four stages 
fit for a cafila over a level country ununpeded by steep range* of 
hills and practicable throughout for amlJery and Captain Ham* 
contemplated adoptmg early measures to ascertain the truth of thh 
mtellig^oe. 

In a postscript Cape Ham* menuons that Esak, one of the 
escorts of the mission received a letter from Shoa from Saheb 
Sullauick, directing him to forward together with all then baggage, 
any gentlemen, who rmght arrive at Tedjoura with the design of 
visitmg the Shoa country 

Gwauob 

\9th August Tile Resident m Gwahor report* that on discu*- 
*mg the subject of the Ami] of Burunggur s proceedmg* with the 
Durbar vakeel he was informed by the latter that, m making tbar 
collections of revenue, it was occasionally requisite to employ troops 
m so doing that they had hitherto done so under such drcum- 
•tances without makmg any communication* to the Bntish autho- 
nrics but that as the wish of the British Government bad been 
cxpresjcd to that effect the Officers of die Gwahor Durbar would 
be directed m similar eases m future, to commumcate the necessity 
for sudi a measure to the Resident at Indore. 

Bormah 

I9//i August A primte letter from Moulraeln dated the I9th 
August stale* that the authorities at Martaban were busily cmplov 
cd m repainng the old bnck wall on the nver face of the town 
and collecting materials for stockading and strengthening the oth^ 
posij of the place. At Tsamponago where the Governor of BHcn^ 
ha* taken up his quarter* wood had been collected and both ft 
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that place- and Martaban guns have been forwarded from Bileng 
It IS said that the King has changed his mind in regard to visitmg 
Rangoon after the Burma lent, accordmg to the persuasion of the 
Pnests {vide Neiys Letter No 24, dated 20th August) and hes decid- 
ed on adhering to the time first fixed on, viz, m September next, 
and that the preparations for his reception were bemg actively pur- 
sued The people are also said to be haid at work on the houses 
for the Prince of Prome and the Ex-Kmg which are to be close to 
each other Men had also arrived to build houses for some of the 
other princes jR.eport states that an embassy from the court of 
Chma had arrived at Amaraporah, brmgmg letters from the court 
of Pe kin requestmg assistance against “a Sea monster which had 
lately appeared and was eating up the sons of heaven” 

IQth August A subsequent private Communication states that 
the pnnces will certainly visit Rangoon with the Kmg but that 
theie IS so much jealously amongst them, that even if they had 
mtended to commit aggressions on our territories they would very 
likely first commence to fight among themselves 

The “Proserpine” and “Ganges” steamers and H M ’s ship 
Childers, will be allotted to the Pronnces both as a means of com- 
munication with Calcutta, and of defence against any aggression 
that may take place 


Nepal 

3rd to Wth August The following paniculars are extracted 
from the Nepal diary of dates quoted — 

1st — ^The Kala Pandey’s are alleged still to retain some 
influence, and to have been consulted m the matter of 
the mtended pardon of the Thappas, and the givmg 
them back their caste and their property There were 
no signs m Nepal of secret Agents of intrigue from the 
plams, and mdeed since the change of ministry the 
Durbar seems to have felt the necessity of givmg up all 
such projects 

2nd — ^The crops were most abundant, the soldiery quiet and 
the chiefs and people reposing in thankful security 
from spoliations and arrests 

3rd — The Raja and Ram were pressmg the ministry to be 
reconciled with their adveisanes and to form a coah- 
tion administration for the ensuing year on prmaples 
of declared amity with the British Government 

4th — More placards were reported but no one heeded them 

5th — The Raja and the Ram still talk of the necessity of 
affording satisfaction to the Governor General 

6th — One case of demal of justice to British subjects has 
been fairly adjusted whilst other symptoms mdicate a 
desire to remove all such grievances 
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14/h August The Resident in Nepal states that up to the date 
quoted on the margin the health of the Maha Ram much un- 
proved a nd that hopes trere entertained of its speedy re-establish* 
mcnL Neither Her Highness nor her party had dxopt thar recently 
unproved tone and temper (vide News Letter No 24 dated 20th 
August) and it was supposed that the present mmistry might denvc 
mfttenal benefit from it It is said that the Kala Paindeys and the 
chountras arc believed to be looking with amaety to whatever may 
be mterpreted mto an indication of the probable views of the Bnnsh 
Government for the coming cold season. One party is rumoured 
to expect immediate punishment the other looks for continual 
support the former seeks to be nd of the dangerous proximity of 
our frontier force, the latter to establish under cover of it some 
steady prospective system of good faiih and amity 

15th August The Resident m Nepal m a private letter states 
that the Gorldia ministry have used every exertion and succeeded 
m prcvcncmg schemes cd mischief m the state, such as mtrigues 
with our allies aggression on our fronner hmits denial of jusdcc 
to our subjects loolated in Nepal and all current gncvanccs. The 
Ram contmues Mr Hodgson ms been foiled in all attempts she 
may have wished to make to create lawless popular rupture and 
uproar and the Ministers have put an end to cruelty and rapaaty 
m the state.

3Ut July The following items of intcUigencc arc extracted 
from the Lahore Akhbar of dates quoted Surdar Ameer Singn

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were informed of his appointment The troops remarked that those 
officers who had embezzled a great part of their pay, hack been 
pumshed and that had Fukeers Imamoodeen and Tajoodeen, their 
employers been found at the time they would have shared, the same 
fate riie Maha Rajah ordered 60 sepoys and. Officers suspected 
of committmg the murder of Soba Singh, to be apprehended . and 
confaned m General Pertab Smgh’s battahon and their trial was 
committed to Raja Dhi&n Smgh Raja Dhian Smgh agam request- 
ed the Mahaiaja’s speedy return to Lahore 

2nd August Rajah Socheit Smgh requested the Maharajah to 
try the case of Sobha Smgh’s murder and mutmy. m the Gobmd- 
gurh fort himself, and a trial being held, it appeared that the leader 
m the murder was gone on duty to Peshawar and that Chohar 
Smgh, an arullery officer present had also assisted m cuttmg down 
Sobha Smgh The Maharajah therefore ordered the right hand of 
Chohar Smgh to be struck ofiE, 10 sepoys were pumshed with dis- 
missal and the confiscation of their arrears, about 10 or 15 were 
whipped, and as many imprisoned, while the garrison was reermted 
by 150 of the “ Khas Carbineers ” The Maharajah told Fukeer 
Azeezudeen that the best arrangement had now been made at 
Gobmdgurh and that Fukeers Imamoodeen and Tajoodeen should

relied on Kadm Khan and Ahmed Khan Eusofzyes, that he should 
now himself march at the head of the two Nujeeb battalions, one 
of the Ramghole battalions leavmg the others at Peshawar and all 
the sowars and take his position m the Eusofzye country, that < he 
should by no means rely on any Afghan, except Arsulla ^an, who 
was the only respectable man m the whole family, and that on the 
return of the Maharaja to Lahore reinforcements would be des- 
patched from Cashmere and the Hadsura to pumsh the. msurgents 
From the Attock news it appeared, that the waters oTthat stream 
had again become so shallow as to be easily forded, and it was 
supposed that the rocks which had lately obstructed the channel 
had not been removed, which circumstance, it was feared, would 
probably cause a recurrence of the late calamity Orders were like- 
wise issued by Raja Dhian Smgh to Raja Golab Smgh Palrooundeah 
at the head of the two battalions who had killed Mehan Singh to 
detach them to the Eusofzye country, to act m concert with General 
Avetabile m pumshmg the Bsusofzye' insurgents^ 
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Aih August The Maharaja directed the Raja to address a letter 
m the hill dialect to Raja Golab Singh desiring him to come to 
Lahore without delay and give his opimon on iomc subjects of 
importance addmg that a KhiUut and jagter ’would be granted to 
him and the disturbances m the west be suppressed accordmg to 
his suggestions 

5th August The Officers at Dhunec and Ramd-Pmdec reported 
that die Zumeendars m those distnco seemed to be infected with 
the spirit of disobedience prevailing among their neighbours the 
EuSottyes, and were slow m paying their revenues. They were 
promised assistance but directed to temporize for the present 

At Fatter Azeezoodeen s request orders were isshed to Futcer 
Shahoodeen notifying the pleasure of the Durbar at the mtended 
appomtment of Dr Jameson to examine the nver Attodc, and he 
was directed to send his Sowars with the gentleman to Lahore, 
whence proper persons would be deputed to conduct him up the 
nver 

From the Cashmere news it appeared that Rajah Golab Singh 
had confined the remnant of the umirgcnt bauahons and confiscated 
iher property that some experienced Commandants and veterans* 
Kaja Fazuldad Khan, one of the Rohtas family and others, had 
ben lolled, but that the action bad inspired a sense of fear and 
respect throughout all Cashmere. 

6th August Raja Golab Singh proposed some new arrange 
ments m the collections of the shawl tax but this was objeacd to 
by Bhacc Goormookh The Raja said he was empowered to do 
whatever he thought proper that he would after completmg hii 
work at Cashmere go to Jummoo and not to Lahore where disorder 
was still prevailing He replied that liia Hig^eas and his Minister 
scemeS to think that affairs were going on wdl. but that he bad now 
ascertained that it was quite the reverse that the Sikh troops would 
not tolerate the deductions agam made from their pay and that 
they would resent it unless precauoons were soon taken The 
Maharaja observed that Raja Dhian Smgh had the arrangement of 
this and that it rested with him to do what he thoueh^bc»L But 
the Raja resumed that the old Chiefs were dissatisfied and in nme 
might coalscc with the rebel troops.

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There are four Sikh battahons in the Mundee country under 
Geneial Kauk Singh Out of the two battalions at Sooltanpore m 
Koodoo’s Hookma Singh, the Commanding Officer, had detached 
7 companies to punish the Zumeendars of the Oojee districts but 
the latter havmg made a night attack, destroyed about 140 men of 
the Sikh troops About a week ago anodier attack was made by 
the Zumeendars at night in which they killed 50 Sikhs and tlie le- 
mainder of the Companies being teirified, fled back to Sooltanpoie

list August The Commissioner of Kumaon states that the

the contiactmg parties. Meets Hossem Alh Khan and Shadad, that 
tire contractmg Ameers have renewed intercourse with each otlrer 
and have been reconciled that tlrey shall bring forward no further 
claims on each other’s territory, that should any boundary disputes 
aiise they shall be settled by an arbitration of the elder Ameers, 
that no disputes shall be encouraged among tbe servants of the con- 
tracting parties, and that tliey banish all feelings of enmity from 
their mmds towards each othei The elder Ameers agree to see 
that no differences arise between the contiactmg parties hereafter, 
that should any boundary disputes arise they undertake to settle 
the same accordmg to the terms of the treaty, and drat should the 
contractmg parties reject the offices of the elder Ameeis, they shall 
conjomdy with the PoUtical Agent bring such disputes to a satis- 
factory conclusion

success The Afreedees, although perhaps unprepared for an attack 
on so extended a fine as that organized by Arrakzyes, do not appear 
to have suffered much loss The Arrakzyes carried their imoads 
up to the forts of Afreedees and then were obhged to retreat in 
their turn 

The Arrakzyes leaders appear now to be m want of funds to 
carry on the war, and the Afreedees havmg the advantage in this 
respect over the former will most probably mamtam a superiority 
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The PoUucal Agent adds that there does not appear to be any 
reason to apprehend an mtcrmption to our hitherto cordial under 
standing with the Afreedec tnbea oiving to thar being engaged m 
these hostflities with the Arrakzycs. 

ThE AND THE CHINESE TaHTARS 

6th September The Conimissioner of Kumaon states that a 
report was received from the Patwan of Dhuma (Bhotc) announ- 
emg the occupation of Tuklakote by the force of Zorawar Singh.

named but that the outrages of tribes bordering on Tjdnkh m that 
direction, the molestation offered to trade by parties of l^hway 
men and especially the conflscation and destruction by the Ccunese 
authonaes of opium belonging to merchants, the subjects of the 
Sikh Government rmght have provoked Zorawar Smgh to proceed 
and coerce those who had so rendered themselves deservmg of 
p iintahm mr. 

Wth September The Commissioner of Kumaon states from 
reports recaved from the Bbote Pergana of Darwa bearing date the 
28th August that the main body of the Sikh TJ^r^aIfb force was still 
at Tuklakote, that 1 000 men had been sent from thence on the 27th 
August to Khodiur that 500 Sikhs bad arrived on the 28th August 
from TiftdaLh that Zorawar Singh was in command of the whole 
force, that there was also a Sirdar whose name bad not been 

learnt and that Zorawar Smgh had on the 29th August sent three 
of his followers with a letter to the Nepalese Government of Joomls 
with what object was not known- There was a report prevalent 
that 2,000 soldiers had been sent from Lassa via, Yarknnd and 2,000 
were amvmg, via Gartopc for the purpose of attacking Ladakh* 
that strict orders had been issued to them by tbp T-itin Govern 
ment to eradicate the Ladakhees (the expression is ‘Ladakhce ka 
becj na rykhna *) Imd to collect from other pergunnahs, people suffi 
aent to occupy and cultivate Ladakh as the T-oHnlb people bad 
traitorously brought the Sikh mto Gartopc. The Darwa report 
goes on to say ihiit the Chief men of Tuklakote to the number of 
25 or 26 had been first beaten then plundered and finally thrown 
mto prison by the Sikhs. Bearu (our Perganna) is said to be filled 
With the Honias who have deposited thar propoty with the Beam 
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Villagers The latter at first wished tire Hoonias to return to tlieir 
own country but they refused saying that they would not leave 
the Asylum of tlic Biitish Government in which they considered 
diemselves safe and secure from Sikh oppression and that tliey 
earnestly hoped their country would ere long be attached to tlie 
company’s rule It is stated that the Bhote tiade has been partially 
reopened under tlie sulierance of the Sikh leader Zorawar Smgh 

13^/i September It appears that in communication with the 
Lieutt Governor of the North-Wcstcin Provinces, Mr Clerk has 
deputed Lieutt Cunningham to Bussahir and has given tliat officer 
a letter to the addicss of the Bussahir Raja accrcditmg him as the

The late Dr. Forbes anp the proceeddscs of Ibrahim Rsak at 
Kuodeh 


With reference to the murder of Dr Forbes m Seistan noticed 
in the Postsenpt of news letter No 27 the Envoy and Mmister it 
Cabool forwaras the following further report of pardculars regarti' 
mg that lamentable event 

It appears that on leadiing the place of Mohamed Reza Khan 
from Laush Dr Forbes was very well treated and that that Chief 
^\c him on escort to take him all over the country and show him 
the different places After visiting the Island m the lake, he return* 
cd to Jehanabad Ibrahim Khan s place when Ibrahim treating him 
as a guest sent people with him to show him the niins of BoorulA 
After Dr Forba had left the fort Ibrahim mounted and came up 
mth him on the banks of the nver whicli was not fordable. Df 
Forbes therefore stripped and prepared to crow in a canoe- As 
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soon as Ibrahim saw the Doctor undressed he took up Ins gun and 
shot him and thiew his body m the river. The Peisian attendant 
who was with Doctor Forbes was at the same time seized and 
bound 

After this Ibrahim Klian collected his men and tlie next day 
maiched upon Kuddeh and the foit theie fell into his hands 
Ibrahim after the sack of Kuddeh, was prepaimg to transport the

bold any communication with diose of any otliei, with regard to 
the Cavalry, the Raja pioposcd that the Khas Ghorchuras. the

1st — Col Stemback was asked by the Durbar if his sepoys 
were satisfied with him and he, replying m the affir- 
mative, was promised the command of them again 
2nd — The Manjha Sikhs represented to the Maharaja that 
they had made him the king of the Punjab, but that 
His Highness was still guided by the advice of the 
Raja’s (i e , ]ummoo) who goaded the Sikhs and that 
had any of the Rajas attended him on his late shoot- 
ing excursion they would have met the fate mtended 
for them The Maharaja observed, that it was through 
his fear that none of them had now attended him

Cashmere 

The sepoys of the late Gencial Mohan Singh’s battalions wcie 
directed to restore the plundeicd piopcity of the Gencial They 
proposed to rcstoic a part of it, but Rajah Golab Singh objecting 
to this suriounded them with his ow'ii troops whereupon a battle 
w'as fought in w'hich about 500 men W'cic killed on cither side, 
some of the sepoys in question were apprehended and oihcis fled 
Brom the Cashmcic intelligence it appears that mei chants had 
arrived in Cashmere w'lth bills for 6 or 7 lakhs of Rupees to pui- 
chase shawds but their bills weic not sold, ow'ing to the present Utic- 
tuations, and partly ow'ing to the w'ant of shawl In consequence

of sugar, coffee metals, and othei bulky articles Lieut H Goidon 
believes that this modification in the scale of duties will be very 
acceptable to the Afghan tradeis and. when it is well-known, of 
considerable pecuniary advantage to the Jam of Beila himself He 
adds tliat as goods were probably to be brought to Soumeeanee 
this reason of a kind not hitheito imported ^he Jam, evincing a 
most satisfactory degree of confidence in the Biitish Agency, had 
delegated to him the privilege of regulating the duty to be charged 
upon them which Lieut Gordon proposed to fix with a due regard 
to tlie just interests of all parties 

These proceedings cannot be viewed as affording otherwise 
than a most pleasing and encouraging result of our political influ-

Arabs and Mercenanes 

With reference to certain communications regarding Arab and 
other mercenaries in Mahratta States, the Resident at Indore re- 
ported that he heard of none such m the service of Holkar or of 
the other states m Malwa, except a few Pathan adventurers 

In the Bhopal State Sir C Wade mentions that there are some 
Sikhs Holkar has also a very few of that tribe, and only four or 
five Mekranees and of the latter throughout Malwa the number 
he says does not exceed two hundred and fifty None of these are 
supposed to have any connection with the late insurgents m the 
Deccan 

30th September With reference to the defeat and surrender 
of a body of the Arab insurgents at the Ghoree of Bolangee {vide 
News Letter No 29, dated llth October) there may be added m 
this place the following paiticulars — 

Brigadier Blair states that after the surrender of the Arab 
and other prisoners he sent for the head Jemadar, Sedee Nusseeb 
who came with two followers Brigadier Blair fully e:s^plamed to 
them the orders of Government as to their surrender, the necessity 
of disarming them, and the folly of their making any resistance 
The Jemadar replied “ Arabs never surrendered their Arms ” and 
appeared mclined to be imperunent Brigadier Blair rose, and 
was leaving his tent to mount his horse saying he would see, when 
the Jemadar and his two followers rushed upon him suddenly with 
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thar dagger*. A sciifBc ensued, m which the Arabs were mortally 
wounded by Bngadicr Blairs orferhes and have smcc died and the 
Jemadar was seized unh urt and put in irons. After this the whole 
party cjuictly laid down their arms and marched towards Hydci 
abad m charge of Captam Trower with a complete troop of the 
Ist Cavalry and the Sirkai Horse. A few of the prisoners who 
\nn found to ha\c no coimecQon with the insurgents were released 
by Bngadier Blair The total luimbcr of prisoners sent to Hyder 
arad with the exception of Wahib Alee Khan and his par ty is 155 
and the number of arms of various description captured from the 
insurgents 551 They have safely arrived at Hyderabad and 
arc imder guard and as before stated disarmed

liL — That the portion of revenue due to them from the 
village of Manning, m the Pergunnah of Dumkur in 
spite, had recently been refused as they believed at 
the miiigauon of the Sikhs. 

2nd- — ^That certain inhabitants of Kunawur proceeding on 
thdr annual journey to the neighbourhood of Garoo 
(Gartopc) to purchase wool had been plundered and 
murdoed by the Sikhs at Tholing, and also at an- 
other place near the Boot pao pass between the Indus 
and the Sutlej 

3rd. — That two Sikh messengers had amved at Raraporc, 
with letters from Rata Dhian Singh or Rajah Golab 
Smgh demanding a ^ughtcr of the Rajah Moblndur 
Smgh In mamage for one of their sons, and threaten- 
ing In ease of refusing to seize the Tnms-SutJej posses- 
sions of Bussahir 
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4th — ^That tJicir Agcnis at Shalkur had reported that Zora- 
uar Singh liad gnen out that the Kunawur district, as 
far as Chccndcc, was properly a part of China (Ladakh) 
and tliat it would be occupied by the Sikhs. Lt C 
further states that in his conversations w'lth the Raja, 
his Vazeer and others, he ascertained the following 
circumstances lekmng to tlie piogress of the Sikhs in 
Thibet- — 

1st — After the conquest and settlement of the affairs 
of Iskardo, the district of Rohtak was invaded, 
and the fort taken about the beginning of June 
last Chooicl and other places then fell, and m 
July, Gnroo was occupied The Sikhs are now 
in possession of Taklakote (on the Gagra) to the 
South of the Mantullao They allege that tliey 
occupy these countries as part of the kingdom of 
Ladakhs which extends, tlicy say, as far as the 
valley of Maighil, four or five marches to the 
cast of tlic lake 

2nd — ^Thc Sikhs have small posts at Rohtak, Chooret, 
Tashcegong. Garoo, and Taklakote, and their 
parties before siiitioncd m Chuprang and Thiling 
arc said to have been removed towards the lakes 
Chooret IS one march only to the north of Shal- 
kur — It IS in the pcrgunnali of Sumbhil, and the 
pcrgannali of Chomoorta, w'hich includes Chooict, 
appears to be beyond Lumghil tow'ards the Indus 

3rd — Zoraw'ar Singh has four or five thousand men in 
all with him, chiefly Kishtcwarecs, Ladakhies, and 
men of Iskardo He has also, it is said, five or six 
small guns, probably Ginjals, w4iich can be catxied 
by men or on mules 

4th. — He IS said to have with him the present Vazeer of 
Ladakh, tlie dispossessed Raja of Iskardo, the 
brother of the Raja jilaccd by the Sikhs on the 
Ladakh Guddee, and Ghulam Khan the son-m-law 
of Rahim Khan, the Killedar of Dunker in spite 

5th — All trade especially in shawl wool to the Company’s 
provinces was at a standstill and had been prohi- 
bited 

6th— 2k)rawar Singh himself was in the pergunnah of 
Proontz near the lake , he had the Governor of 
Garoo, and the Killadars of Chuprung and of 
Proonty pnsoners m that fort 

Peshawar 

From the Peshawar intelligence it appears that on the 23rd 
September the Ooloos having collected together came upon the 
Sikhs, who were all m a stockade and who fired from within their 
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cover The Ooloot having diurgcd icvcral times np to the stockade, 
and makmg no impression on them, were dratrn back, and being 
totally defeated, took to flight and dispersed. After this aSair the 
force having come to the village of Shewah, encamped and 
from thence sent the Sowars after the Ooloos to surpnze them, but 
the Ooloos collecting came to meet the Sikhs, a ensued, and 
many on both, sides were killed and wounded. The Sikhs were 
thrown mto disorder and returned to their encampment

He refused to visit or hold any communication with the Lahore 
Sirdar Lehna Singli Mujeethia and hoped that by keeping matters 
in an unsettled state and the people’s mind in a ferment for some 
time longer, i e , till snowfall, he would cither compel the Sikhs to 
withdraw, or disable them from contending with the "Moolkbeeas” 
or the peasantry 

PUNJTAR 

23rd October The Political Agent at Peshawar states that the 
Sikh troops m the Eusofzye territory in chastising the “ Ooloos ” 
for their late rebellion had followed up tlieir success against the 
" Ghazis ” headed by Mokanb Khan, by making a “ Chapao ” on 
Punjtar, the capital of that chief In the “ Chapao ” the Sikhs met 
with no opposition, and the general belief appeared to be that 
Mokanb Khan was mduced by his friend Arsala Khan to vacate 
Punjtar on receiving a large money consideration, which Arsala 
Khan was authorized by Rajah Goolab Smgh to pay to the first- 
named chief The Sikhs are said to have made no stay at Punj'tar, 
but returned to their camp outside the hills in the plains about 
10 miles from Punjtar It is understood that they were waiting 
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at Toolandai having demanded from Mokanb Khan the rcatitu 
non of the guns and property taken from the Sikhs by the tnbe* 
under his command Mokanb Khan it is said refused to render 
^ anything and was preparing for another attack on the Sikh 
Cmauni at Toolandai

their tenure of it would pronably be as short as was Rnnject Singh s

Roads, to the security of his own villages, by despatching the 
Hon'bic Company’s 10 Gun Frig " Euphrates to blockade his 
coast, by which manoeuvre the British obtained a Kafila of 380 
Camels of supplies, and on the 26th another Kafila fought their way 
in successfully, with the loss of one man killed, and four severely 
wounded, killing and wounding about an equal number of Foud- 
thelcs, who under Sultan Fuzzle had arrived and secreted them- 


selves at Khan Muksa m the early part of the night to way-lay 
them No supplies had entered Aden by land since the 26th Octo- 
ber, but the sea was open for all the small trading boats which 
arrived daily Fresh meat was very abundant, and the boats froiT> 
the Eastward had commenced bringing in grass and sheep, and 
from the Westward, fowls, limes, vegetables and other necessaries 
Sultan Hamed Abdulla Foudthelee and his tribe were to return to 


our frontier about the 3rd October, and during his absence the 
labourers at Sheikh Othman and the vicinity were preparing baked 
bricks of clay to contmuc the new fortification at Bin Zaad, Sultan 
Mohamed Houssam Foudthel Abdhallee having secretly given his 
consent to the measure On the 1st of October Sultan Nassir 


Foudthelee, with 9 Horsemen and 60 mounted Camelmen, arrived 
at Sheikh Othman, where they remained to assist a party of the 
Abdalh tnbe, in preventing a very large Kafila, which the Political 
Agent sent on the 26th September, to Sayd Md Houssam, to collect 
and to force their way m There had been matchlock firmg near 
the jungle for 2 hours, on the 2nd October, which led the A^nt to 
conclude that the Kafila had made an unsuccessful attempt to pass 
the guard. 
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ShcnlT Houssam Bm Ali Hvdcr had removed 13 Guns, (7 iron 
and 6 brass) from Mocha to Aloo Auah which town be had cod* 
tidcrably stren^ened by a wall and towers, and durmg the ap- 
proaching family mamaec he had reUeved Sheriff Hanrood from 
the GoTcniiDcnt of Mocha by Sheriff Mohamed Jw^gger

encamped near the Mansarowar lake, three days’ journey from the 
former place A guard, hotvever, of 150 or 200 men had been 
left behind at or near Tuklakot by the Sikh leader The same 
report adds that the trade of our Bcaris and Dama people had been 
reopened and prosecuted as far as the supply of salt would admit 

12//i November, Mr Hodgson writes, that on one occasion the 
Raja of Nepal told him before all his chiefs that his Vakeel at 
Lassa had reported the march of 4,000 troops at two different 
times to relieve Nan — the first time 2,500 and the second 1,500 
The Nepalese Chiefs, and especially the Premier, however, looked 
incredulous at this announcement “ But ”, says Mr Hodgson, 
” It must be added on the other side, that my secret intelligence 
confirm the Rajah's assertion m part, and state that 1,500 troops 
including 100 Assal China, or Tartars have actually been despatched 
from Lassa with orders to remove the intruders (Zorawar Singh 
and his followers) by negotiation, if possible, if not by force” 

- 'Phe Maharaja, according to Mr Hodgson, continues much 
disposed to secret dealing with Zorawar Singh, but the Mimstry are 
wholly averse to these proceedings, and were determined to put a 
stop to them sooner or later A private letter from Kumaon states 
that Zorawar Singh left Mansarowar for Gartope with his whole 
force on the 6th November The Honias have taken possession of 
Tuklakot and hoped before the passes were quite shut, to open 
some trade with out Bhootias A Thibetan force of four or five 
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thousaiid men is md to have assembled somewhere near the Kylas 
mountains a march or two north-east of the lakes. Zorawar Smgh 
sent them word that he would give up all Hcoonde* l^g cast of 
Ganope, and keep all the country west of that place. He received 
for aniUTT “You seized Ladakh and we remamed silent, you 
became bold m consequence and took possession of Gartope and 
TuklakoL If you desire peace pvc up Ladakh and to down to 
your own country Zorawar Smgh gave out in his Camp “ We 
must play fast and loose with the Tiubctans> until wc reach I^dakh. 
there wc shall fight and cliattisc them — after which I shall move 
back and rake I-asha for which Gulab Smgh has a force ready” 
It IS mentioned on the spot that now die Gurkhas pretend to attadi 
themselves to the Hoomas and to be opposed to Zorawar Smgh 
though a belief prevails that they arc m neart jomed to the Sikh 
cause. It 13 rumoured that there was some stir m T)otec” and 
that troops were being marched about thence agamit the Sikhs.

22nd Novtmber A Dcmi-ofBaal letter from DtJhi state* that 
the latest intcUigence received m that aty was to the effect that the 
road from Cimdamuci. to Cabool had not apparently been open 
imcc the lit November 

For news of Sir Robert Sales proceedmgs, see official Gazette 
of 27th November Subsequent accounts show that Sir Robert 
Sale* force has fallen back upon Jellalabad where the enemy 
are collected m force. A Solly of our Cavalry bad succeeded in 
destroying 150 of the rebels but the Bntish force was defiaenc 
m supplies and ammunition. Both these however hod been called 
for and Mr Clerk had immediately on the receipt of these rcqui- 
iltions sent large supplies and reinforcements consisting of the 60th, 
64th and S3rd Bent^ Native Infantry and it was hoped that with 
this aid the present inconrcmencc would be checked and remedied. 
There is no doubt of an insurrection having taken place at CibooL 
and of a confiia between the Bnash troops and the insurgent* 
But os vet no definite report has readied the Presidency lu®* 
dcntlv precise and authentic to justify it* insertion here. 

From a repoit from the Emoy and Minister dated 26th Octo- 
ber It would appear that the nsc and progress of the Eastern 
Ghiizyc insurrection took place In the following manner — 

The first intimation the Envoy and Minister rec e iv e d of this 
rebellion was about the 4th of October to the effect 
tliat the Chiefs had suddenlv left Cabool and the 
day after he learnt that they had stopped a Caravan 
on the high road and had taken the property and its 
owners to the hilb at a distance from the road. 

Sir W Macnaughfen immediately waited upon HI* Majesty 
and prevailed upon him to send the Governor Humza 
Khan with a message to the rebels inviting them to 
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return to their allegiance and promising redress of any 
real grievance they might have sustamed This mis- 
sion tailed ot success because Humza Edian was the 
Chief mstigator of the rebellion 

Two reasons have been assigned for tins rebelhon first the 
reduction of the allowances of the Ghilzye Chiefs, and secondly 
the engagement that was required of tliem to be responsible for 
robberies by the Eastern Ghilzyes whenever comimtted 

On the first pomt Sir Wilham states, that the necessities of 
His Majesty and the assurance that the Chiefs had admitted the 
justice of, and cheerfully acquiesced m the reduction, led to this 
Sir Wilham Macnaughten was assured, moreover, that after the 
reduction was efEected the chiefs would, m consequence of the 
'enhanced value of gram, receive larger allowances than they did 
m the time of Dost Mohammed 

On the second pomt unfortunately they never represented 
their grievance to the British Envoy They had been prohibited 
from visitmg him by the before-named Governor on the part of 
the Shah (Humza !^an), a worthless man, alike mmucal to us 
and to His Majesty The good result of the recent rebelhon is the 
disgrace and imprisonment of this man His father was kiUed m 
the Shah’s service and His Majesty from an amiable weakness was 
unwillmg to acknowledge the demerits of the son, of which, how- 
ever, he IS now fully sensible 

One of the chief rebels, Mohamed Shah Khan, has very large 
possessions m the district of Lughman The Envoy, therefore, 
urged the Minister to send out a relative of his own with 300 Huzar- 
bash Horse to that neighbourhood This was done without the 
delay of an hour and the designs of the rebels were for the time 
frustrated They attacked the party en route but did comparauvely 
litde damage, and conspirators found it necessary to separate and 
each to look after his mdividual mterests before the plot jwas 
matured 

There are 4 Thannas or posts guarded by Ghilzies between 
Cabool and Gundamuk The first belongs to a chief named Khoda 
Buksh, a relative by marriage of the Ex-Ameer Dost Mohammed 
Khan The second to Sher Mohammed Khan, the third to Allah- 
zar Khan, and the fourth to Gul Mohd Klian The second-named 
of these (who has by far the greatest mfluence) was gamed over 
to our cause at an early period, and the third was always staunch 
m his allegiance Klhoda Buksh and Gul Mohammed went mto 
open rebelhon, and with them was jomed Mohammed Shah Khan 
already mentioned, a Ghilzye Chief possessing extensive property 
m Lughman, and a relative also by marriage of the ex-Ameer 

The conduct of Gul Mohammed was the most mexcusable of 
aU On the Shah’s arrival m this country that individual was m 
a state of desUtution, and was placed m power and affluence by 
His Majesty He has been indefatigable m his endeavours to stir 
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up the niiToundmP mbo to lebelljon but could not .ucrerd H

pron^jons etc for the Burman Army Cantain Bogle concludes 
all the news I can collect from bejonu the frontier Inclines me to 
think that nothing is further from hU (the kings) Intention than 
to give us any annoyance. 
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The Brigadier Commanding the Tenassenm Provmces mti- 
mates that the 50th -Queens Regiment had all landed at Moulmem 
and were comfortably encamped Up to the 13th November they 
were m the enjoyment of good health and perfectly ready for 
active service 

The detachment under Lieutenant Orphants of the Bengal 
Artillery had also ariived safe in H 'M ’s ship “Calliope” with 4 
twenty-four pounder Howitzers 

Two detacliments, with the headquarters of the 14th N I had 
also landed and were comfortably encamped 

The Rifle Company of the 24th N I with the exception of a 
small party under a Subaltern, on board the Diana Steamei, landed 
on the 11th November The Brigadier adds that the troops were 
m the highest health and spiiits Subsequent repoits mention the 
arrival at Moulmem of tlie enterprize steamer from Bombay 

2Ath November The Government Agent at Benares states 
that the Burmese paity (vide News Letter, dated 1st October No 28)

have been slaughtered Busiee Ram the Wukeel who lately com- 
municated with the Commissioner of Kumaon was hemmed m 
with 150 Sikhs and 2 Guns m the fort at Tuklakote (built by Zora- 
wur Sing) by 1,500 Chinese, and would it was feaied be destroyed 
The Thana at Gartope also has been surprized and the guard 
killed In fact the Sikhs arc said to be m a perilous situation and 
tliat nothing but hard fighting will save them With Zorawur 
Sing arc two guns and 2,000 men — the latter of various description, 
and the Battce, Ladakh and Hcoondcs people have made common 
cause with the Chinese against them 14 refugees from an outpost 
of Tuklakot, consisting of Sikhs, Ladakhees and Cashmeerces had 
fled for British projection into Byans, and the Assistant Commis- 
sioner had sent them into Almoiah 

The Chinese have stopped the trade and allow no Bhotia of 
our side to cross In the intcival, between Zoiawur Sing’s depar-

had on their hacks ihcir noihtcs burnt. The Afghans 
aiiackcd tlic Commwianaf Tort but were repulsed by 
Waller he was wounded Another large party who 
had raised ilie religious siandani came against the 
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cantonments at the rear gate, where our guns dealt 
destiuction and the Cavalry cut them up Stuart able

20//i November A letter from Captain Mackeson states that 
die country between Peshawai and Gundamuck continued qmet 
up to the time of Captain Bum’s Afieedees and Lieut Dowson’s 
Jan Baz being necessitated to abandon the cantonment there When 
the Gundamuck cantonment had been burnt the whole country rose 
at once, and our posts were attacked Captain Fern’s cantonment 
was attacked on the night of the 13th November He repulsed the 
assailants and then withdrew into the cantonment fort He had 
a garrison of 250 men, Eusufzais, and one gun, but running short 
of ammunition he was compelled to abandon the fort on the 16th, 
and dividing his remaining ammunition between his men, cut his 
way through the surrounding Ooloos at night This he gallantlT 
effected with great success, losing 15 men He had reached Lalpura 
in safety and was on his way to Peshaivar, Captain Ferns had re- 
called the post at Landi Khana and Huftchah in Khyber, to his 
assistance, and their leaving the pass was the signal for disorder 
there A Kafila was plundered by the Sheenwaris, and the tents 
of the sepoys at Landi Khana, and some bhoosa set fire to The 
Zukka Khail tnbe of Gharn Lala Beg came and plundered the 
bazar below Ah Musjid and attacked the fort The Afreedees of 
Captain Burn’s Corps who had quitted Gundamuck reached Tira 
and spread the report that all the Europeans at Cabool had been 
destroyed Hundreds after hundreds came down to Khyber from 
Tira bent on rapine and plunder, and from the 1 6th to the 19th 
Ah Musjeed was invested, and the garnson consisnng of Mr Macke- 
son and 150 Eusofzys badly armed, were opposed to one or two 
thousand Afreedees At the commencement a bastion of the 
was blo^vn up by the explosion of some gunpower and 
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16 men of the garrison UHed and wounded, with two Munshis 
On the evening of the I8th the Afi^cdecs had succeeded xn cutting 
off from the garmon all access to the water and had taken posses- 
sion of Mr Mackeson s house built on the platform of the hill 
nearly as high as the fort and kept a eallmg fire from it on the 
foru They also made two or three assamis on the gate or doorway 
of the fort but were repulsed, Icavmg about thirty dead on the 
ground Mr Mackeson and the men with him did their duty 
well and though the Maliks frequently offered him and his men 
safe conduct to Peshawar and they had httlc hope of success they 
remained staunch From the commencement of the attack Captain- 
Mackeson was in communication with the Afrecdec Maliks who 
disclaimed all partiapauon m it but said they were unable to con 
trol the Ooloos who had risen up as one man and now that men 
had been killed on both sides it irould be very difficult to put 
matters right Captam Mackeson on the 19th went out with 
General Avetabilc to Jamrood with three or four hundred horvi- 
men and the Ooloos of Peshawar He also despatched Abdul 
Rahim Khan an influential Sirdar with 1^500 Rupees to the Maliks 
to enable them to diimiss the Tira OoToo* and withdraw them from 
near the fort. This the Mahks succeeded m doing on the after 
noon of the I9th The water of the garrison was rdcased and the 
men uho had possession of Mr Mackeson s house withdrawn to 
below the hiU The Afreedecs also asked permission to cany off 
their dead This iras granted On the morning of the 20th as 
most of the supplies of the garnson bad been plundered with the 
bazar Captam Mackeson scut 50 bullocks laden nith the supplies 
to the Maliks and told them If they sent them to the fort he would 
rely on their professions of fnendship TTicy sent the supplies and

The Shan merchants who annually visit Aeng with large droves 
of Bullocks laden with the produce of the Shan states and various 
parts of Burmah, and which they excliange for the produce of 
Arracan and its dependencies, as also for British goods, were daily 
arrivmg at Aeng as usual They report that no pieparations mdi- 
cative of hostile intentions were bemg made in any part of the 
Burmese Empue The number of Boats which had arrived from 
Bassem was very small, but this unusual arcumstance may, the 
Commissioner thinks, be attributed to Thuirawady’s visit to 
Rangoon, and the necessity ansmg therefrom for the employment 
of a great many boats m conveying to his camp the supplies re- 
quired for the support of so many persons The non-arrival at 
Arracan of Bassem boats may also perhaps. Captain Bogle adds, be,

Indigo madder horse 
shoes Broad cloth Kmkob sujrar tobacco m^ianal seeds and 
Bumhir tea arc earned to Ladakn or the Garoo fair Opium was, 
until the recent regulations of the Chinese Government by far the 
most considerable aniclc of export. It was taken to Ladakh for 
the ^arkund market and in the former aty also our traders usually 
dupcKcd of their indigo hut the consumption of that article is not 
one-fifth of what it was licforc the Invasion and exactions of the 
Sdkhi had greatly impoveriihcd the country Some traders from 
Leh report tliat they scarcely realized any profit from country 
Indigo as the '^arkundecs now get the drug tnrough Bokhara 

The balance of trade is entirely on the side of Tibet owmg to 
the brge tjuantiij and great value of the Shawl wool brought from 
tliai country I icut C. roughl) estimates that our traders import 
80000 Rupees wonh of good* anmully from Tibet and that more 
than twe thirds of our purchases are made wuh cash 
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Shawl wool IS produced generally in Ladakh and throughout 
the \ alleys o[ ilic Indus and us iributaiRs above Leh, but the goats 
arc also bred along tlic valley of die Sutlej above Tholong and 
aiound the Mans.irow'ar Lake, while some few are learcd in spite 
The lincst wool, how’cvei. is that of Rohtak and oui tradcis cithci 
purchase it direct fiom the goat-lierds oi fioin the Government 
ofliccrs, who arc •^aid to stoie up laigc tpiantitics on their own 
account in exchange of Tea, etc, oi they resort to the Gaioo fair 
and thence piocecd to Kampoor to dispose of their investments 

In Rohtak, a goatlierd or farmer h.is occasionally as many as 
1,200 goats, male and female, and to tend them he keeps fiom 30 
to 40 scn’anis The price of wool in Rohtak some years ago was 
eight annas the seer, but the increase of purchasers has latterly 
almost doubled ns value No wool of the wild go.it appeals to be 
taken to Rampoor, though it is known as an article of tiadc to 
Cashmere 

Sheep-wool and woollens are produced generally m Tibet The 
wool is purchased by the Kunawarccs at about sceis the rupee 
The w'oollens mc.ismc from 25 to 40 ft by feet and sell m Ram- 
pore for 3/ to 6/ each piece Salt is produced m a senes of lakes 
to the north-west of Rohtak T he salt is sold on the Kunawar 
frontier from 25 to 30 seers the Rupee, or weight for w'cight for 
barley Bonix is also piocuied in small quantities m the salt lakes 
of Rohtak and is of a good quality That article, how'cvcr, is chiefly 
brought from the noithern pan of the district of Roopshoo (m 
Ladakh) and nine day s journey from Sh.ilkur A valley near a 
tillage named Roogba seems the most productive spot, and it there 
sells for 32 seers the rupee The trade in this article to Rampur is 
chiefly in the hands of the Kampas the itinerant traders of Ram 
poor 

Sulphur IS also found in an impure state ncai the village of 
Rooghoo above mentioned , it sells for about 4 annas the seer 
Felts, leather, etc, from Yaikund and Silks, Musks, etc, from 
Garoo, are ratlier articles of occasional, than of legular tiadc 

Tea of three kinds is brought to the Gaioo Fair , it is made up 
in packages named Chuddams each w'cighmg fiom 3)4 to 3^^ seers 
The packages are of paper and several Chuddams are packed into 
one box or skin The first soit is termed "Zungerba” and the 
second “Chhongehoo”, they may be called Black teas and they sell 
for about six rupees the Chuddam The 3rd sort is called “Kopur- 
jeh”, It may be considered as gicen tea and sells for 18/ the Chud- 
dam The leaves of the first and second sorts are not rolled 
Those of the third (Kopurjeh) aie, and it is described as lesembhng 
our tea 

Of our export tire Tea of Bushair is the first It is only carried 
to Garoo by petty traders and is not always saleable, but when there 
is a scarcity of Chinese Tea m the market, somewhat more than a 
seer may be sold for the rupee Poorawehs, (wooden cups) are made 
of the excrescence or knob of a tree known as tire "Kunzil”

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rhc only grama exported arc net and bailey a araall quantity 
of ata ifi boweter occasionally taken to Garroo Madder thougn 
produced in small quantities in tlicsc hills is nevertheless exported 
to Tibet. It 15 used to dye the garments of the Red order of Lamas. 
All the ^ram exported and most of the dried fnnts are the produce 
of the hilU As carnage Ranu the Goats Asses mules pomes and 
zhos arc used but men also arc employed.

letters Iiad been recaved by the Shmvnra and Afndec tnbes 
from Calxxil from the Doorani Khamanni and Nawnb Zaman 
Khan and Jahlwr Khan calling on them to n<c and telling them 
that 150 “^hlhans” and 2 000 of our troops had l>ecn destroyed at 
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Cabool and that only a few remained m the cantonment and the 
Bala Hissar , that Nawab Zamdar was the head until Mohammed 
Akbar Khan, eldest son of Dost Mohd Klian who was expected, 
arrived 

Ath December A later commumcation from Peshawar states 
that letters had been received at Lallpoora contammg an account 
of another victory, obtained by our troops at Jellalabad over the 
rebel Ghilzyes (Khajwaira, and Ghonwariis) under Azeez Khan 
and Gul Mohammed The lebels are said to have been totally 
routed and vast numbers of them slam 

Further reports state that the troops at Jellalabad had supphes 
for 40 days and were m high spirits and that there was every pros- 
pect of the 4 Regiments from Hindustan, proceedmg as reinforce- 
ment, bemg able to pass through the Khyber to Jellalabad without 
risk and the very circumstances of their joining Sir Robert Sale’s 
force at the latter place cannot fail to have the very best effect on 
our interest at Cabool 

Cabool 

2^th November A private communication from Jellalabad 
mentions that two very successful sorties had been made by our 
troops at Cabool with heavy loss on the side of the enemy, but none 
on ours The troops were said to be in high spirits All hands 
hard at work at the defences They were said to have three 
months’ supplies, and wcie secure m the Bala Hissai with camp 
followers and cattle 

Azeez Khan and Gul Mohammed were at Bala Bagh with 
about 600 followers and about 300 Shunwarees were neai our troops 
to the South, but they had not been troubled by eithei 

6th December The following is extracted from a letter from 
Captam Mackeson, dated 6th December — 

“The rebellion at Cabool is said to have originated m the 
fear of some of the Khawannis tliat they were to be sent to 
Hmdustan like Haji Khan and the Haji The insurgents 
murdered Sir A Burnes witli a view of raising the cry of a 
Balwa for Islam”, and 

implicating all who might have a shaie of the plundei of his and 
Johnson’s tieasure By this stratagem their niimbeis which were 
at fiist not more than forty, were mcreased by the whole of the 
Cabool population, the treasure and propel ty plundered m the 
houses of the different Emopeans in tlie city became the prize of 
the rabble The leaders m the msurrection saw the necessity of 
choosing a head m order to give foim and purpose to their masses,- 
and finding that Shah Shuja was not prepared at this stage of their 
affairs to put himself at their head, they sought out Mullah Mohd 
Zaman Khan, Barakzaye This Chief was selected because he was 
the only person known to possess any wealth, and whether willing 
or otlierwise he found himself m the hands of the insurgents, and 
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accepted the distinction conferred upon him It is he who gives 
the rebel troops their minnira” and confers Khilati and I am told 
that com is now struck m his name It would not appear however 
that his resources have gone far for by the advice o£ Amm Ulla 
Laghan icvcral mercliants have been seized at Cabool and put 
under restramt and money to the amount of 30 000 Rupees exacted 
from them Most of the merchants ln\c removed their property 
to places of secunty and retired from Cabool Every day now 
must add to the difficulty the IcndciB find in keeping their ill 
organized bands together not only from the failure of their 
resources but because the inclemency of the weather inll prevent 
the tnbes from remaining collected together without shelter and 
without food after the small supply cadi man brings ivith him is 
exhausted I am told the leaders ivcrc concertmg to provide against 
this diffiailty by ap^viiuiing a certain posiuon to each tribe to raom- 
tam so complctdy to invest and surround the cantonments on 
all sides but it was not expected that their plan could be earned 
out At present the Ooloos retire into the valleys and city at night 
leaving the roads to the cantonment unguarded, and I am told 
that Atta is taken and sold m the cantonment at night Our troop* 
arc now reported to be all together m the cantonments the Shdi 
vnth Lieut Conolv and hi^ ou-n people licing in the Bala Hassir 

CAfTAtN WOODBUR-Vs DETAaDTCTT 

Sth November A private letter from Kclat4-Ghilrye Ataie* 
that the detachment under Captain Woodbiim was a cos* or two 
in rear of Captain Conolys baggage near Sjdabad about two or 
three marches from Gibool when two or three Sowar* came back 
and informed Capt. W that it hhc baggage) had been attacked and 
plundered On receiving thi* iniclllgcncc he halted the advTmced 
party let the baggage close up got the mam liody to the front and 
recovered 5 of Captain Conolv* camels. On reaching Sydabad he 
got into a fort with all his party and baggage cattle, etc., where 
they remained unmolested all day About 11 at night a strong 
body of men (about 500 or 600) tned to get admittance into the 
fort on tlic plea of having come to a^ist captain Woodluim hut 
the Suhadar nt the gate would not allow them to enter The people 
in the Boorjccs (Ki^tions) then opened a cross fire on the party 
which after a time became so galling that Captain Woodhnm 
determined on safivmg out This he accomplished dnvnng off the 
party outside and taking half of bis men himself and sending the 
rest round the other side of the fori under Ramdccn Subetlar who 
fought under him Both pamey however were surroundctl in 
short time bv 4 or 5X00 men when a sepoy came and reported to 
Rnmdeen Subetlar that Captain W had fallen being shot dead 
R-amdeen with hii party then retreated Iiavang only 7 or 8 men 
left and their ammunition expended At this moment the Siilicdar 
him elf was killetl and the fen men left with him »ep.arafed and 
onl\ two csrapetl bv rolling themselves into the bet! of a sircnm 
after having been plundered of every thing and severely wounded 
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It appears that Captn W was killed soon after he left the fort, and 
after this sad event Sharkh Khoosal, a Naique, 3 sepoys and 
3 sowars of Captain Conolly's detachment but who were with 
Captn W made for a hill to the end of the pass near Shasgur, 
which they reached on the morning of the 4th and hoped to get 
protection from the Zubalchees, 40 m number (our paid servants'^ 
stationed there to keep the pass, hut these latter fired upon them 
killing some and wounding those who escaped 

Ghuznee 

30//i November A private letter from Kelat-i-Ghilzye men- 
tions that Col Outram commanding at Ghuznee had received mtelh- 
gence from Cahool to the purport that all was again quiet there, 
and that the Envoy and Minister had gamed over the Kohistanees 
and Khan Shureem Khan but it is known that this news cannot 
be true and it only shows the impression which was made by the 
successful sally of the 14 


Candahar 

\2)th November A private letter from Candahar states that 
Lieut Crawford who was proceeding to Cahool m charge of the 
Dooranee prisoners was attacked on the 8th November at Nasmee, 
lost all his baggage, servants and 45 horsemen and himself escaped 
with difficulty into Ghuznee Lieut C had been requested to 
execute the prisoners m the event of an attempt on their part to 
escape As the prisoners were men of influence and though from 
this It was feared their flight would occasion some inconvenience at 
Candahar, yet up to the latest accounts none had occurred Major 
Rowlinson was endeavouiing to seize other parties who might serve 
as hostages for the Chiefs who have escaped 

A private commumcation from Candahar states that Lt-Col 
McLaren’s brigade of 16th, 42nd, 43rd, B N I, and a troop of 
Shah’s H A and Sappers was on its way to Ghuznee and 
even travellmg to Cahool in aid of our troops there and that Cap- 
tarn Hart’s Janbaz was to follow the Brigade with Prince Sufdar 
Jung 

Major Outram writes that Gol McLaren’s Brigade had reached 
half way to Kelat-i-Ghilzye without encountering any difficulty in 
Its march The troops were eager, it is said, to meet the enemy 

19th November A private letter from Candahar states that 
the Ghilzye country was tranquil and that there was no immediate 
symptom of disturbance in Candahar 

Ghilzyes 

28th November Ma]or Outram reports tlie death of Guddoo 
Khan, an enterprising Afghan Chief, by the revolutionary Ghilzyes 
This mdividual was the most opposed to the British on their first 
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entrance into Afghanistan but afterward became their most attach 
cd fnend On one occasion he accompanied Major Outram m his 
pursmt after Dost Mohanied Khan HU death. Major Outram 
remarks must be felt as a public loss to our cause in Afghanistan 

Ktlla Abdulla 

ISth NotJeTn6er Official despatches from Upper Sonde up to 
the 25ih November menuon that an apprehension was entertamed 
that our post at KiJla Abdulla would be attacked by the Atchikzycs 
The fort. It appears \vaa suffering from the want of water but as 
It u m all other respects a most strong and a very important posi 
tion and secures the communication betneen Quetta and Candahar 
and as ns evacuation would be merely creating a temptation for all

To wtire the people nt Quetta from any attack b) the Kakiirs 
1 inir Hammer^lcv m rmiMilniinn with Major Forbes dended on 
detainin':* the wing of tiie ISih Regirotni there in order to impirc 
confidence as al o to guard against an\ event which might arise 
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By accounts from Candahar and Dadur, dated 23rd November, 
and from Quetta, 25th Novembei, all was perfectly tranquil through- 
out the Candahar province and Major Rawlmson confidently relied 
on Its continuing so— he had had no direct accounts from Cabool, 
but leports had reached Ghuznee that the insurrection at the capi- 
tal had been put down and Major R argued that from the dis- 
position which the rebellious chiefs near Ghuznee now display to 
make terms, it was evident a reaction had begun 

29th November The apprehension of insurrection among the 
Kaukars is now proved to have been entirely unfounded by GufiEbo 
Khan, tlie head of all the Kauker tribes having deputed his brother, 
the chief priest of the tribes and other men of importance among 
the Kaukars to Major Outiam’s camp to sohcit terms They 
arrived on tlie morning of the 29th November 

The arrival of the Muree Chiefs has been delayed by an attack 
of some hostile tribe from the opposite side of their hills, but they 
are now on their return and may soon be expected 

The following extract from a letter from Major Le Messuner, 
dated Bella, 13th instant, gives the progress of the detachment to 
tliat place — 

“We arrived here this mornmg havmg happily completed 
the most part of our journey with ease and comparative com- 
fort to ourselves, and without the shghtest mcident havmg 
occurred to our men, followers or property, no one of our 
numerous stragglers (and they were plenty of them) from sick- 
ness and other causes lost so much as the smallest trifle, while 
the report of the feeling of alarm and opposition, at our transit 
through the country may not very inaptly be met with by an 
act of great kindness, experienced by Sergeant of the 41st who 
in a long march lost his way near Toorkuk, the wildest part 
of the country and wandered amongst some Ravines, where he 
found himself m the midst of Goodons (tents of the country), 
the people came out on seeing him and by signs assured him 
of their being well disposed They gave him milk and bread 
and havmg rested himself he was shown the way to camp liy 
one of the Brahoees. but I regret to add that the Sjt on 
seemg our tents, dismissed the guide and I could not discover 
by any means who the individual was, as I wished particularly 
to reward such an act of kindness From the fort of the Baram 
Sukh (as you may have seen yourself) our greatest obstacles m 
the road occurred particularly from Kamjee to the Parwalee 
river, 20 miles from Bella the road was generally in the bed of 
nvers, with high and wall-like banks rising from 100 to 300 feet 
m height and some part from its extreme narrowness delayed 
the guns for a day or so, but I can report what I stated before 
tliat had we bad an entife company mstead of 20 Sappers with 
us, the road would have been cleared so perfectly that the 
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benefit we should have done the country in this respect would 
have been lasting whereas now the first fall of ram maj re- 
duce the roads to almost their original state of difficulty

The Sikhs and the Chinese Tartars 

9th December 1841 The Commission ei of Kumaon states, 
with reference to the fact of Zoiawai Singh’s camp being invested 
by large Chmese force (vide News Lettei No 35 dated the 10th 
November 1841) that on some date between the 10th and 20th 
November, a fight took place between the two, m which from 200 
to 250 Sikhs of "various desciiptions were killed and 60 taken 
prisoners 

Zoiawar Singh is said to have received a letter from Rajah 
Golab Singh to the effect tliat “if he (Zorawar Singh) came back to 
Lahore with the loss of his Tibetan conquests he would also lose 
his nose” On the receipt of tins lettei the General is said to have 
fought his way back from Missur to Joogoombo m the neighbour- 
hood of the Munsuiawar Lake, and to Gyanuna distant only 3 
marches from Tuklakote and the Commissioner states that Zora- 
war Singh was about to fight his way to Tuklakote and reinforce 
Bustee Ram He is said to have lost about 400 men fiom death 
and desertions besides his Kundunkote Garrison , and the heads 
of all the dead Sikhs and Ludakliees weie collected m tlie Chmese 
Camp at Tuklakote, to be sent off by dawk m baskets to Lhassa 
The Sikh leader expected reinforcement from Golab Singh It is 
reported that eleven bundled Yaks from Lhassa laden witli gram, 
barley and other supplies have reached the Chinese force at Tukla- 
kote 


The temper of the Chinese towards our Bhotias is said to be 
most oppressive and haughty, and the latter say, that of the two 
thej would far prefer the Sikhs undei Zorawar Singh, to the 
Chmese under Kullam Seei Kwang 

The Goorkhas had not been heard of either m the Sikh Camp 
or at Tuklakote The Joomla pass is said to be closed and all was 
quiet m the Dotee frontier up to the date cited above 

\lth December 1841 The Resident m Nepal intimates that a 
Khureeta was about to be despatched by the Nepalees Durbai to 
the Viceroy of Lhassa tendering the services of the Gorkha 
for the exDulsLon of Zorawar Singh This offer is a mere p

Peshawar and the Kjiyber Pass

repaired and the parapet heightened and new gate towers 
built abo^e all the gates ^11 these works to say nothing of 
a fortified camp and two fons on the western heights must 
have InccMantly occupied some hundred workmen since Febm 
nry last They have not neglected the omamcnral trork^ all 
the statues great and small in our temple have been new 
gilt and painted but on the other band the old Commandants 
house all the old Arsenals and the Pawnbrokers shop arc com 
pletcly waste, nothing left but the posts and roof Nw 
Arsenals however had been established and the place evi 
dently converted into a large military station 

We had a bnsk affair on the Sappers hill and they made 
a stand also In the long battery but they cndcntly etp^ed to 
be attacked from the harbour and w'cre bothered by our land 
ing on the other side of Sappers point and taking in flank, 
I met many old acquaintances nrho gsinncd welcome, and 
many shops were open the very next day and almost all before 
tre left for Chinhac. 

Chmhae . — Was the smartest affair and as a military opera 
non the prettiest thing we hare bad the Chinese suficrcrl 
nwfull) it never fell to my lot licforc to see so many dead 
IkaIics or so many fearful wounds — our fellows certainly bt 
havTtl gallantl)— the conduct of this hide force ii I think 
extraordinary 

iVinpp/io — Here have we talcn and occupicil three large 
wealthy towns one after another niul with the sole exception 
of an outbreak of a few men of the I8th at Chlnhae which 
was promptly repre<ted there Ins liecn no mucondua and 
here m the midsi of this wealthy city arc- our men wanting 
ocmliinp III doilinl miscniily Imuwl nnd indilTcrcnilr 
fol miliout a complimi ki iliat a, vra, jmily remarVo) \oii 
ma> irarcnc ilic (own In every direction without being aware 
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that there is a soldier in it There are hundreds of fine Man- 
darin houses in the town and handsome shops Headquarters 
are established m an old public building 

October 26 Nmgpo — Here we are still in Ningpo, and 
so far as I know not likely to leave it a ransom having been 
demanded I, for one, have no objection to Nmgpo for wm- 
ter quarter, but it is no easy matter to hold so much with so 
few men It is reported that Himg-Ghowfoo is surrounded by 
a cordon of troops — all tlie intermediate country appears to be 
abandoned and there the stand is, it is said, to be made, if 
we had only a few hundred more men, it would be only a 
pleasant walk for us 

The Banks here are curious things, fancy a couple of 
100,000 tliousand Dollais w'orth of cash, collected in one place 
m stuccoes There aie seveial of these banks m the town but 
nobody seems to know whether pubhc or private property or 
both combined — m the meanwhile they are protected, m short, 
we are hampered by the vastness of our acquisition and the 
non-resistance m this city 

The great number of very fine pomes, to the amount of 
probably 200 or more, that are loose m the town is a curious 
circumstance Whether theie was any Cavalry here, or 
whether tliey formed the studs of Mandarins who let them 
loose in their flight, I have not been able to make out The 
Reverend Mi GutzlafE has been very active and very useful, 
here The Artillery with the whole of the Madras Establish- 
ment, IS quartered in the pubhc building where Austrather, 
Mr Noble and the rest were imprisoned

It appears that Capt Hames, Political Agent at Aden, had 
adopted measures for blockading the port of Shugra and made rt 
requisition on the Senior Naval Officer at Aden for the services of 
the Honourable Company’^s Sloop of War “ Chve ” to secure or 
destroy the boats belonging to the Fudthelee tribe so as to prevent 
tbeir mjunng our coastmg trade 

Capt Hames states that the Fudthelee Chief at the mstigation 
of the Ahdalee trihe continued determined to cut off supplies entei- 
mg Aden, and that it was, therefore, advantageous that his forces 
should be kept from our frontier which effect the presence of a 
vessel of war, and continued vigilance of his post necessitated under 
these circumstances, the Government of Bombay authorized the 
blockade of the port of Shugra 

About iSth November certain diiefs visited Aden with fnendly 
intentions, and expressed the humility tliey felt on account of the 
blockade of Shugra nevei having received so severe a pumshment 
before as the stoppage of their supplies and trade Captain Hame-s 
further states that the Fudthelee and Ahdalee Chiefs had met 
and mutually agieed to abstam from any further mterruption of 
the Kafilas and that Sultan Mohamed Hossam of Lahedge assem- 
bled the Chiefs of his tribe and obliged them to piomise that thev 
would neither plunder nor molest the roads informing them that 
It was his intention to entei Aden on the 27th oi 28th November 
last to sue for forgiveness and peace 
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CapL Hamca has bctn instructed to penevtre m hia efforts to 
effect an amicable settlement oq honourable terms mth the several 
chiefs, who ha\e hitherto been hostilclv disposed towards the Bn- 
tuh Goicmmcnt provided however tnat he is satisfied of their 
sincerity and that there is a IikcIUiood of their adhering to any 
engageraenr which they may enter mto 

The Ja\s^^EE Ciuef and tiie So&ialee Slaves 
The Resident m the Persian Gulf wntes that certain Somalccs 
who hnic been seized and earned away as slaves from this coast 
of Barbara by the Joasmcc Chief m contnucntion of a treaty exist 
mg between their Shaikh Sultan Suggur and the British Gov 
emment that Chief has cndcaiourcd to make some reparation by

himself and the Engbsh vessels at Rangoon have to pay very heavy 
prices for their timber All persons from Rangoon umte m repre- 
sentmg the troops and followers in a miserable state fiom absolute 
want The deaths among them are computed at about a thousand

18th December In a letter of date noted in the margm, Capt 
Bogle states that he received inteUigence from the Burmese terri- 
tories to the purport that everythmg was very qmet at the different 
places of any consequence along the Frontier At Chaleng the 
Burmese are, however, renewing the fortifications which surround 
that place where they have 4 or 500 men and at Maphe a new

to his wish and if any one of my subjects shall be guilty of ag- 
gression on the country of my master, or of the British I will 
pumsh him and hand him, that no repetition of the same may 
occur, should the thieves of any other tribe stronger than ours 
oppress us, then will the army of the Khan repulse them, and 
should any robbers, Brahoee or Belooch, having committed 
crimes come, to us, we will expel them, and the enenues of the 
Khan and the British we shall esteem as enenues to ourselves 
and if It should happen that any tribes should be gmlty of 
aggression on the property of the Khan or of the British m 
the Bolan oi else\\mcre, and upon mvestigation it should he 
declared that such proceeded from any of my tube, then shall 
we be willmg to make reparation and should it prove to be the 
act of others, there can tire armies of the two Governments 
accompany us and we will point out the robber with the view 
to their bemg destroyed We will always depend upon our 
own master and not sene with other Governments so long as 
we live, we nail not quit the circle of his sennee ” 
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Thu treaty has been framed in the way of friendship on this

the officer being mounted rode after and secured the assasin whose 
guilt was clearly established by the evidence of the Officer and tw'o 
of his attendants, besides the gun being found loaded with bale 
and the priming recently fired The evidence was transmitted to 
the Khan, whose subject he is and who sentenced the man to death 
m such manner and at sucli time and place as Major Outram may 
be pleased to direct But as this decision although deemed just and 
necessary, appeared to have been hastily given without consultation 
wuth the native law officers. Major Outram thought it nght agam 
to lefcr the case to the Khan w'lth a request to Colonel Stacy to

ISth January A pnvatc letter from Peshawar dated I5th 
January states that Ali Musjid was about to be attaied and that 
Captom Mackeson liad gone to camp to make arrangements for 
the moving of our troops to its relief In a communication from 
himself of the 9th January Captam Mackeson stated that he had 
little doubt of bang able to hold the fort %vith two corps against all 
the Afrccdccs and that should the Afrredccs break with us he 
would be able through the Auratzyes to give them plenty of 
employmcuL Most oi the former tnbes, he said were choosing 
for themselves new leaders and thus laymg themselves open to our 
endeaiours to cause a division among tnem if occasion required it 

Mr Clerk states that m order to enable the Sikh troops to 
move as far as Ah Muijid he advanced one lakh and forty thou 
sand Rupees of the treasure he received by the first conwy as a 
loan to the Lahore Government.

Jhanur has abandoned bis Capital Falahujah, inundated the 
country and retired to the Turkic ground at Moohammerah 
Two other Shaiks of the same famOy have been set up by the 
Motamed the expelled Governor is strengthening his party by 
the aid of Arabs at the mouth of the Euphrates and by professing 
deep submission to the Tuiks and sohatmg ihdr countenance. 

The Turks arc not deaded whom to support, important as the 
crisis 18 to their mtcrests in ibis disputed and commanding portion 
of their country 

Taking advantage of this miserable decision of the Turks the 
Mooiamcd has notified to the Government of Bussora that his 
troops vail seek the cx-Shaik at Moohammerah and requested him 
to send the Turkish fleet to that point to prevent the flight of that 
Chief and his followers 

The Political Agent further states that Shaikh Khahd had 
commenced a dangerous Intnguc mih the French in union with 
Mohamed Ah against Rnwh Interests at the Pachallc, and that 
the French Conuil-Gcncral had offered to supply the Pacha of Soole 
manhia wth arms and had wntten to France for two or three 
thousand muskets to supply this and other contingent demands 
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Two hundred stand of arms had been forwarded by Mi Vidal, 
tire Interpreter of the French Consulate at Bagdad, to their Agent 
in Persia, tire Matran Fssace who lesides usually at Khosrawa, 
a village of the district of Ooroomiah 

The recent recall of tvo steamers from Bagdad, it is said, has 
afforded undisguised gratification to tire French paity tlrere, and 
they were doing their utmost to induce the people to believe that 
this IS the first step in the decline of British influence m the 
Pachalic 

The Political Agent goes on to say that shortly after the arrival 
at Bagdad of the Consul-General of France he wrote to Khalicl- 
ben-Saood desiring to Know Ins intentions regaiding the French 
Government, hut the Ameer omitted to answer him On this the 
Consul-General informed the Ficnch Consul-General at Cairo that 
Khalid had entered into intrigues with England, and it was lequi- 
site that Mohamed All should counsel and threaten him Con- 
sequently, the above-mentioned Khahd urote to the Consul-General 
that lie desired, at any cost, the friendship of France as an ally of 
his protector Mohamed Ah Pacha , that he desired the Consul- 
Ccneral’s advice promised not to intrigue with the English and 
hoped in future for a close union of sentiment 

The Consul-General’s answer required Khahd to state the ex- 
tent and position of his country by sea and land, the number of 
his troops, mentioned that if he wanted arms France would furnish 
them, desired him to secure a sea port to receive a ship of war to 
be stationed there if France should desire so to do, as the English 
m consequence of a treaty signed at Tehran, must abandon the

The Sikhs and the Chinese Tartars 

26//i January The Commissioner of Kumaon in a letter, dated 
as per margin reports the arrival at Bageser of Bustec Ram, late 
Commandant on the part of Vuzeer Zorawar Singh at Tuklakote 
Bustcc Ram has brought with him about one hundred and fifty 
followers, and about one hundred more were on their way from 
our Pergunnahs of Beans, Chandans and Askole The 150 men 
referred to effected their escape from Tuklakote about the 2nd of 
January and made their way through Kumaon 

It appears that Zorawar Singh was slam in an assault made 
by him on the Lassa Troops, at a place about a day’s march from 
Tuklakote, by whom he was at the time surrounded, and that 
Sirdar Race Singh, on whom the command devolved on the death 
of Zorawar Singh, was induced by the Lassa Commanders to deli- 
vei up his arms, stores and baggage to them, on condition that 
food and a free passage to Ladakh would be allowed him and his 
soldiers These conditions, Bustee Ram states, were violated by 
the Lassa Chiefs, and the Sikh foUoivers were left to die of cold 
and famine on the spot 

The news of the above catastrophe reached Bustee Ram 
tlirough two of his own men whom he had sent out to procure 
mtelhgence and he then called on his followers to adopt one of 
two courses — 

1st — Either to die sword in hand at Tuklakote, his ammu- 
mtion having been expended in one or two fights with 
Thibetans, or 

2nd — to attempt the Beans Pass notwithstanding the heaiy ' 
falls of snow, and seek protection m our territory 
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The latter was the course preferred, and the successful issue 
of It, speaks highly in favour of the hardihood of Bustec Ram and 
his followers Bustec Ram states that the whole of the Sikh Army 
has been completely destroyed bv the Lassa troops and hy cold 
and famine. Some of the details learnt from him are as follow* — 
Previous to the engagement m which Zorawar Singh fell, 
the Sikhs had lost from 150 to 200 men in one mght, 
by cold and citposure- The Kardum Kotc Comman- 
der Cotara a ration of Zorawar Smghs had been 
surprised by the Laasa people, and destroyed with 
the whole of his party When Zorawar Smgh attack 
cd the Lassa force at the head of his remammg troops 
(about 1 000 to 1 200 strong) it was found mat ms 
men could not use their arms effectually owing to cold 
md fatigue. They were therefore soon repulsed by 
the Thibetans Zorawar Sing havmg been fim wound 
cd by a matchlock ball, and shortly after killed by 
one of the Lassa spearmen his head, hands and ears 
were cut off and sent to the Lassa authonne*. 

Under mbtruenons lately issued by the HonTilc the Lieut 
Governor North West Provinces the tommissioncr of Kuroaon 
has afforded Bustec Ram and his party every ncctssary ottenooo 
and purposed after they had rested a few days from their fatigues 
to have forAirded on such of them as could march to the Cover 
nor-Gcncral* Agent North West Frontier to be disposed of by 
him as he may thmk proper 

Peshawar — Tire KrtrocR Pass Au Mosjro Kabul, Jellalahad 

19//; Janunury Captain H M Lawrence in a letter dated 19th 
January stales that inc Sikh troops refused to march into the 
Kh)bcr Pass from Jumrood and leaving thnr enmp standing were 
on their ivay back to Peshawar and that General AvetabiJc had 
ordered all the gates of the aty to be shut to prevent their admis- 
sion into iL 

Under these circumnancc* Captain Lawrtnee had written to 
Kunn^a^ Pertaub Smgh and Rajah Golab Smgh to endeavour to 
induce the Sikhs under their command to move on to the aid of the 
Bntiih troops. 

Captain Lawrence reports the failure of part of Bngadicr 
Wld s bngade to reach Ali Musnd A gun fdl into the hands 
of the cncm\ tliough m an Incmdcni condition. In this affair 
Brindicr WHId Is said to be wounded in the face, but not danger 
ously Brigade hfajor Loftic and ^leut Montgomery arc aUo 
wounded and It Is supposed that 20 or 30 other* incIucUng officers 
and men are hkcwiic wounded and two or three killed The 
CTcmy it U said were not m great numben and there was no 
Captain Lawrence however states that not being 
Hitn the aihancc he ma) be mistaken m these respects 
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Captain Mackeson, with two Regiments, remained at All Mus- 
jid without provision, hut Captain Lawrence mtended marching 
tioops mto the pass by night to cover his retirement should Captain 
Mackeson have proposed to go to Lalpoorah, and had despatched 
supphes and powder by the 'Tatara road to his aid He had also 
sent the Aurackzye Agents and those of the Khaleels mto the pass 
to try either to get gram mto the fort, or to create a dissension 
among the tribes 

Brigadier Wild writes that the Afreedees had throvra off all 
reserve and declared agamst the British

Captain McGregor states a rumour that Shah Shujah and the 
Barukzye clan were at issue, that His Majesty had been joined by 
Seconder Khan, Badia Maroo, and other mfluential men, and that 
he was likely to gam the ascendancy over the rebellious tribes 

The troops at Jellalabad under Sir Robert Sale were m high 
spirits and ^uite ready to give the enemy battle As Sir Robert 
Sale had written for reinforcements. His Excellency the Comman- 
der-m-Chief, at the sohatation of Mr Clerk, has ordered two othei 
native Regiments from Kurnaul to Ferozepore, with a view to sup- 
port our troops at Jellalabad His Excellency has likewise issued 
oiders for the advance of Her Majesty’s 3rd Dragoons to Feroze- 
pore for the same purpose 

Mohammed Akbar Khan was at Lughman with 3 or 400 
Sowars busily engaged m collecting the clans with a view to attack 
Sir Robert’s position He had, however, not been joined by any 
of the prmapal chiefs of the faction Another report was afloat 
that the assassin of Sir William Macnaughten had fallen by the 
hands of a rival Chief This report has not yet been confirmed 

22nd January Captam Lawrence intimates on the authority of 
Captam MacGregor that two ofl&cers, viz , Major Griffiths of the 
37th and Captam Seaton of the 44th who were on their way from 
Kabul were made prisoners in a fort near Jellalabad and that they 
were to be ransomed for the sum of 1,000 Rupees

2nd Jauunry The foUoiving is a translation of a compact of 
allegiance as arranged by Nusaccr Khan mth Islam Khan, the 
eldest son of Bebanik Knan, the Chief of the Bhogtee tnbe on 
behalf of his father — 

This 18 a Treaty conduded on oath- At the present 
time we Islam Khan and Ahmed Khan^ have come on the 
part of our father Bebaruk Boogtec and Mecr Hussein and the 
Nuzzames and Notaries and have paid our devoirs to the 
khan and Colonel Stacey and have become obedient and sub- 
servient We wiU in future, refrain from robbing or doing 
^ury m the country of the Khan or in that of the Bntish 
This pracucc we have rcUnouished and should any of our 
rnbes Boognes or Wootancs ao iniury or wrong m the country 
of the Khan or the Bnmh on me Bolan route or m other 
place we shall be responsible for such acts and they shall 
euiTer punishments and we will cause them to repent of and 
refrain from such evil pracuccs so that they shall not OCTin 
harbour any idea of doing injury m the country of the Kjian 
or the British The eneouea and bad mshen of the khan 
ive shall esteem enemies to ourselves and evil-doers and Rob- 
bers of any tnbe, Beloodh or Brahoee shall find no refuw 
near us. We will dnvc them out from among us. Should 
any mbes Bclooch or Brahoee cause injury or evil in the 
Khan t counity we will In such case collect and repel them 
Should th^ however be stronger than us. we shall look for 
assistance from the Khans troops that the enemy may be 
destroyed While we live we wUl not quit the aide of our 
obedience and submission to the Khan On these accounts 
this Treaty has been conduded on oath on the part of our 
father and Tnbe on the I6th day of Zulkadur A H 1257 cor 
respondmg inth Ist January 1842” 

Colonel Staev ivntcs that Mecr Islam khan and all his tnbe 
expressed great pleasure at the above treaty 

With reference to the above compact the Political Agent hai 
released 6 Boogtccs who had been made prisoners by some of our 
Sowars near Chutiurgarh whither they had proceeded for purposes 
of plunder

cover (though a fear is entertained that many will lose their hands 
and feet and some peihaps then lives) shall be forwarded to their 
homes Bustee Ram piofessed to feel the utmost gratitude for the 
kindness and attention he and his men have received at the hands 
of the British Goveniment Mr Lushmgton adds that he has 
received a visit fiom the Lama of Tolung who has come to com- 
municate with him on the subject of the Sikh aggression

Bntish troops 

The same officer reports the evacuation of the fort of All Musjid 
by our tioops Captain Mackeson had gone in aid of the gariison 
witliout any loss either m men or baggage, and without useless ex- 
penditure of ammumtion He remained there for 8 days on half 
rations but httle molested, but supplies faffing he left the post with 
the troops On their retirement oui men weie attacked m the front 
and lear before diey got clear of the fort Tlieir loss mcludmg 
sick men who were massacred amounts to 40 killed and 130 wound- 
ed It IS said that on leceivmg mtimation of the evacuation by our 
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troop* of the post of Ah Musfid a party of Doorance Horsemen 
bclongme to Ahbar Khan who were at Perhbulaq came and cn- 
ciimpcd below it. The fort had not been occupied by the enemy 
and the Afrecdccs were debatmg among themselves whether or not 
to destroy it Terebaz Khan with our newly raised levies of horse 
and foot is said to haie armed at Peshawar from Lalpoorah on the 
mere rumour of Mohamed Ahbpr Khan s amml at Kama and 
Sandat Khan has taken possession of the place. Captam Mackeson 
momates that a messenger from Khybcr mentioned that a servant 
of Mohamed Akbar Khan had brought about 1,500 Rs to the 
Maliks of Khybcr Moolah Inyat Khan their leader told the Maliks 
that Mohamed Akbar Khan would come personally and present 
them with KhiUutt but that with regard to their stipend ^ey must 
look to Shah Shoojah for that m future The Afrcedi Maliks, it 
IS said were not well pleased at the small turn brought by Akbar 
Khan • messenger and they had come to the determination to keep 
Ah Musjid themselves and not again allow it to be gamsoned by 
the troops of the Government of Cabool The tnbes were dispcrs 
mg to thar homes after ha^me appointed a hundred men to guard 
each of the entrances into the idiybcT Pass, 

Sir Robert Sale m a private cooimunicaticm states that hu 
garrison had been considerably diimmshcd by the employment be- 
vond the walls Of the deiacnmcnt of 200 JiTzailchets of Captam 
t'ema Corps Sir Robert adds, that the knowledge of the disasters 
which ha* befallen the force at Cabool the high state of fanatical 
c-xatement against the Bnmh which jiervaott Afghanistan and 
tlic delay in the arrival of succours from India hpd combined to 
produce a sensible effea m the minds of the troops at Jellalabad 
many of whom arc Cabooiccs and Bajourees The Eusofryccs in 
their rank* were the most worthy of confidence but they too were 
much shaken bj the progress of events. The Officers in cliargc of 
the detachment generally concurred iliat the enemy had been 
secretly tampering with their men Sir Robert contmucs that on a 
requisition to that effect from the Momund Chief of Gosta he con 
sented to the detachment at Jellalabad moving to the place first 
menuoned on the night of the 18th January and that he md beard 
that It effcacd a junction with the men of Kholut Khan with very 
trifling loss. Sir Robert adopted this measure from the conviction 
that u ivas not prudent to retain men of doubtful fidelity when they 
might eventually have become dangerous enemies Owing to this 
measure the troops at Jellalabad have been reduced to two not 
very strong battalions of infaniiy 200 cavalry and 3 companies of 
Sappers with the Artillery Tlicse were employed in rctrcnchmg 
the gate* and excavjiung with great labour a ditch of 12 feet in 
breadth and 10 feet in depth. Rumours reached Sir Robert that 
Mohamed Akbar Khan meditated to assemble a force of GhiJrye* 
in his front nnih a view to endcavxiur successively to seduce from 
our scmcc our pettv Afghan allies at Koura Besart Gosta and 
KaJpoonh to prevent the gamson receiving any supplies and to 
animate the Khybcrccs to oppose and rcurd m every way the 
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acUancc of succours from Imh.i Captain MacGicgor m a com- 
mumcauon dared 22nd Januaiy, wines that luinouis liad reached 
him to the puipoit that it uas not Moliamed AKbai Khan’s inten- 
tion to attack Jcllnlahad at pitscnr bcc.msc in the fiist place he had 
not the force lo do so with any chance of success, and secondly 
because, the Biitish had CMdemly esiabhshcd a w'holcsome dread 
of themsehes among the Ningiubur tribes, on W'hom alone he had 
to depend foi suppoir Capt MacGicgoi goes on to say, that since 
the destruction of the foicc at Cabool a change h.id taken place in 
the conduct of GalTor Khan the new' Goveinoi of Jcllalabad and 
that he had withheld his fiiendly odiccs from ihe British On the 
24th January there was two months piovision m the garrison at 
Jcllalabad 

Captain MacGregor has rccencd a letter from Shah Shooja 
in which His Hajesty requcsis pecuniary assistance fiom the British 
Government to enable him to rc-cstabhsh his authoiity in Afghanis- 
tan It IS said that all the hostile Chiefs ha\c submitted to the 
King, and that Nawab Zeman Kh.in has been appointed Piime 
Minister His Majesty expressed gicai i egret at oui troops having 
placed reliance m the faith of tlie pcihdcous Dooianes and foi 
having left then cantonments in dependence on a compact witli 
diem He cntci tains a stioiig conviction that lus affairs w'lll still 
prosper, and has expressed a determination in that event to concur 
in c\cry way in me view’ of the British Government Capta 
MacGregor writes that he received a letter iioin Dost Mohamc 
Khan to the addicss of Mohamed Akbai Khan, which he mten> 
to forw'ard to the latter 

Tw'O sow'ars of Captain Andicw’’s Horse ai lived at Pesh

Captain G P LawTence, Military Secretary to the late En 
and Minister at Cabool, giving an account of the disastrous ev 
that have transpired there, states that the insurrection broke 
in the city on the 2nd November last On that day he was 
by Sir Wm Macnaughten to the King m the Bala Hissar, 
narrowly escaped with his life The result of his Mission was th 
Brigadiei Shefton with nearly tivo Regiments and Captain Nicoll

I’his was done and Captain and Mrs Anderson and child, Boyd 
Eyic. Waller, Mrs Trcior and ladies. Sale and Macnaughten, Mis 
Small Mr and Mis Rvicy Mis Mamw'aring Scigeant and Mrs 
Wade and Troup all ]oined Major Potionger’s party, and were 
rcccned wath c\cry attention by the Sirdar wdio halted a day or 
tw’o and then proceeded to Jagdaluck On their w’ay they found 
the road cro.vded w’lrh our dead and dying, piany of whom seem- 
ed to ha\c fallen moie fiom the cold and tlicn been cut down 
than killed by the fire of the enemy At Jugdulluck our troops 
endeavoured to make a stand m an old ruined fort but after 
doing so till only 30 rounds of ammunition remained per man, 
they tned to negotiate with the Ghilzics Mohamed Akbar Khan 
ai rested them and asked for General Elphinstonc, Brigadier Shel- 
ton and Johnson to be sent to him This was done towards the 
evening of the next day The troops from want of water and the 
loss of their Commanding Officers got impatient and at night made 
a rush on the road to jellalabad The Sirdar brought the party 
under his care, witli Major-General Elphmstone, Brigadier Shelton 
and at Laughnan, where they at present are and where he does 
everything m his powder to make tliem comfortable. Captain Law’ 
rence writes, that the whole party w’cre perfectly at their ease 

Captain Conoly w’rote on the 17th January tliat hundreds of 
our [sepoys, fugitives from the Cahool 'force, and starving and 
naked, came into the city from time to time, that the Oosbegs buy 
some and some go to our people there The Hospital is said to 
be crowded with them, many of whom were dying off fast 

The new king has voluntarily abdicated and has sworn allegiance 
on the Kiiran to Shah Shoojah There was a general rejoicing in

2nd Dezemher In a despatch to the address of Her Majesty* 
Prinapal Secretary of State for foragn affairs dated December 2nd 
1841 the Envoy Extraordmary and Mrmstcr Plenipotcmiary at 
the court of Persia states that a treaty has been conduded between 
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the Governments of Persia and Herat by whicli tlie Kmg of Persia 
engages to aid Kamran Shall with money and troops in the event 
of any enemy appearing before it, and that copies of this treaty had 
been communicated to the French and Russian Governments res- 
pectively On leceivmg intelligence of this tiansaction, Sir John 
Macnell wiote to the Fersian Minister of Foreign affairs, Meerza 
Abdool Hussain Klian mtimating to His Excellency his sui prize 
why a copy of the document alluded to, had not been furnished 
to Jbim m like mamier as to the two Governments mentioned 
Meeiza Abdool Hussam Khan in reply stated that the reason of the 
Persian Government not apprizing Pi M ’s Envoy at the Persian 
Couit of this affaiis was, because there was nothing m tlie treaty at 
variance with the wishes or opinions of the British Government, 
because tlie Envoy was absent from the Persian Court at tlie time 
the treaty was concluded, and because he did not make an intima- 
tion to the Government of Peisia on the ■subject To tins Sir John 
wrote a rejoinder asking whether or not the Persian Government 
intended to act upon the terms of die engagements entered mto 
between Persia and Herat if British troops were sent mto the terri- 
tory of the former Government to punish them for dieir hostilities 
The answer to dns was a general assertion that nothmg mimical 
to England was contemplated m the compact and that a tender oi 
aid m money and tioops was made to Kamran Shah with special 
rcfeience to the hostile mtentions of Kliyva on diat Kingdom 

Sir John Macneill adds that' he was given to understand that

5l/i February The Resident m Hyderabad states that the 7th 
Regiment N L of the Subsidiary Force at Secunderabad refusmg 
to receive their pay without bat^ Brigadier Riddell directed Cap- 
tain Grant the Assistant Adjutant General to proceed to the Imcs 
of the Regiment, and to reason quietly with the men regardmg 
their conduct- Captam Grants effort is said to ha\c produced the 
most salutary effect as he succeeded m bnngmg the men to a sense 
of their duty the whole Regiment havmg agreed to receive their 
pay without batta 

This result seems to have been aided by the judiaous conduct 
of two ofTiccrs of the coqw Captzun Scotland and lacutenant Brown 
who It would aopear persuaded ihcir respective companies to con 
sent to receive tncir pay about the same tunc that Captam Grants 
reasoning had effected the same object 'vith respea to the other 
companies. 

The c^mplc of obedience having been thus given by an enure 
regiment u was determmed that pay should be distnbuted to the 
rest of the force. The Resident adds that he understood from some 
of the officers of the 4th Regiment N I that the best spirit prevailed 
on the corps and that no ^fficulty would present itself when their 
pay ivns tendered to them 

Gwalior 

6lh to \2tli December From the diary of the Gwalior Resi 
dcncy of dates quoted it appears that in addition to the charges 
upon which Swarup Singh and his follower* were arrested they 
have now been accused of bating fomictl a connnrac) for the 
seizure of the four ministers of the Gwalior State. Colonel Bapthtc 
and otlicr* witli the whole of the officer* arc said to hate been pnvy 
to the conspiracy It is asserted that they intended seizing die 
mmisten and making each of them pay 20 lacks of Rupees in pay 
inent of the arrears due to die troops some of nhicn bate not 
recaved ihar wages for sixteen months- Tlic arrest of Swaroop 
Singh and his followers had created a feeling of great insecurity 
and the Mama Sahib tviih manj others refused to go to the Durbar 
on various pretences. 

From a subsequent duty u appean that the horse arullery 
under Mohkam Singh RissalOar had mutinierl for being in arrears 
of pa> for 18 months and placed the Rusaldar in conimement. 
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The Ministers submitted a plan to the Maharaja for an improve- 
ment in the Government or tlie country They proposed to dis- 
tribute the whole Gwahor territory into nine zillahs with a Soobe- 
dar to each, who should have an efl&cient force of infantry and 
cavalry at his disposal, and be authorized to employ them for the 
suppression of all disturbances 

Marwar 

Captain Ludlow reportmg the results of a recent tour under- 
taken by him through parts or Marwar states that the people of the 
country whom he visited seemed cheerful and happy, and men 
tioned to him that they had been reheved from the fear of mar- 
auders smce the interposition of the British Government to re- 
concde the feuds between the chiefs of Beekanir and Jessalmere 
Captain Ludlow goes on to say that m the small frontier village 
of Khurva is to be seen fast falling into decay a tower, m which the 
males of the village slept with matches burnmg to be prepared 
agamst any sudden attacks by their foemen of Bikaneer, but as 
above remarked, security has been felt by them agamst foreign 
aggression smce the year 183S, and that from the period of our 
close attention to the internal affairs of the Government of Marwar 
exemption against loss from robbery appeared to be every where 
enjoyed 

With regard to the Merta and Berar roads, Captain Ludlow 
states that m that hne of the country the peasantry were very con- 
tented and happy under their rulers, and rejoiced in the improved 
degree of security which they at present enjoyed In various tracts 
evacuation by Persian wheels is earned on day and night and the 
endless fields of flourishmg young wheat betokened the property 
of the country It appears also that the Tlianna posts which were 
in 1840 placed along the frontier of Godwai and Jalore m communi- 
( cation with the Reywar and Servosce authonties for the purpose of 
restraimng the excess of the Meena and Bheel population had, m 
great measure, produced the desired effect Measures have been 
adopted for the further extension and improvement of this system 
and for foremg responsibility on the vanous chiefs 

The Bheels and the Patel of Daumode 

21th December 1841 to Jmmary 1842 From the abstract of 
mtelhgence of the Indore Residency of dates quoted it appears that 
an attack was made by 200 Bheels of the Pertabghur district on 
Thoree Ram Patel of Daumode who m company with a number of 
Br^mins was retummg from that place The Patel was killed 
but all the others managed to save themselves by flight 

Burmah 

11 th January A private comtnunication from Moulmem states 
that up to the date cited m the margin everything was quiet in 
that neighbourhood and that the Burmese Kin g had some inten- 
tion of visitmg the frontiei of Arracan to place it, as His Majesty 
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called It m a proper natc of defence. There was a nimonr afloat 
at Moulmcm that the shares to the north of Amrnar aporah were 
up m arms again This has not been confirmed by letters from 
the capital vr&ch momon that up to the 6th December all was 
qmet and tranquil there, 

25th January Other pnvatc coromunicatioiis from 'Rangoon 
up to the 25th January state that Hii Burmese Majesty and court 
embarked for the coital of his dominions on the 22na Idem, and 
that the Pnnee of Pakkan followed the King m the afternoon of 
tile same day By some it w'as supposed that the King was to 
make prolonged stay at Tharrowah and others are of opinion that 
lie irill revisit Rangoon after the rams. It is said that the cmhnrka 
non bore no comparuon with the splendour displayed on the land 
Ing of the King at Rangoon This is thought to be an evident indi 
canon of the pr«ent unpopularity of the King The old Myo 
Woon was to be left Governor of tl^ place, and the palace was to 
be converted mto Chionns or rcaidcnacs for the Phoongecs. The 
Shabundar who la also Kula Woon is to have jurisdiction over aH 
foreign crt.

Orders were ismcd to several officen at dilTcrcni districts 
to send about 10 000 troops to render assistance to the British 
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The OjB&cers on the line of road from Ferozepore to Peshawar had 
been instructed to speak very civilly to the British and to pass them 
unmolested There are 2 battalions of Raja Hira Smgh’s, one of 
Raja Socheit Smgh’s, and one of Raja Gulab Smgh’s with 1,000 
Sowars with Rajah Gulab Singh ^nd Kunwar Pertab Smgh 

A letter from Mr Clerk with his lemarks on the disgraceful 
flight of the Khalsa troops from Jumrood havmg been received, 
the Maharaja observed that His Highness’s own regrets on the 
occasion were equally as great as tliose expressed by Mr Clerk, that 
to redeem it, Koonwar Pertah Smgh would soon ariive at Peshawar, 
that General Court had already been detached with 4 Battalions, 2 
Regiments Cavalry, and some Horse ArtiUery, with magazme and

A party of the enemy attacked the camels of the 43rd Regiment 
which had gone out for Boosah but were beaten off by the escort. 
This Is said to have been a spintcd httle affair the Hindustani 
Escort consisting of about 40 men and the enemy mustenng 400 
Horse and Fool Our sepoys formed a raflymg square repulsed 
the Dooranecs repeatedly and brouebi in all the camels m safety 
Under these circumstances General Nott consented to attack Maho- 
med Atta and took out with him a most overpowering force, viz. 

Regiments Infantry and I 000 Horse, with 16 guns Mahomed 
Atta on the Ilth marched leisurely down the Urghiradah valley 
and on the 12th took up position on the nghi bank of the nver 
m the bean of the AlclJiozic country He brought about 3 000 
men with him from Dcbla and was lomed by about some 2 000 
more from the Alckhozic villages as he marched down the river 
His position was strong, guarded In front by Canals and an ugly 
marsh and his flanks rested on strong garden. As soon how 
ever as our troops got across the river and the guns were brought 
into play he altogether lost hean. The fire of his matchlockmcn 
from the canal was severe for a short time, but did our men but 
little injury and when our infantry advanced to the dnrgc he 
broke and fled There was dissension among the enemy and Fyz 
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Tulub Khan, a Chief in our interests, deserted them on their taking 
up position The enemy’s Cavalry endeavoured to take a stand 
beyond the vdlage but were chclrged with great spirit and driven 
from the field The number of bodies which the Dooranees buiied 
amounted to 153, and between I and 200 of their men were wound- 
ed The loss of the British was very triflmg — 3 killed, and some 20 
or 30 wounded Three officers were also wounded In the enemy’s 
ranks the Alekhozie villagers were the chief sufEerers 

Quetta 

Major Outram mentions on the autliority of Lieut Hammei- 
sley that the defeat of Mahomed Atta Klian at Candahar had 
apparently dispirited Mahomed Sadeeq’s followers, and that Lieut 
Hammersley did not expect an attack on Quetta for some time to 
come It IS also intimated (Digest of Upper Scmde Intelligence 24th 
to 31st January inclusive) that Mahomed Sadeeq and his follow- 
ers purposed moving to the Hyderzie on the 22nd January, which 
was to be the rendezvous On the 24th a report was received of 
a division havmg taken place among the rebels

The Political Agent adds that the Regent of Manlporc has 
detached a force of 1^00 men against Chonhar and other villages, 
the mhabitants of which have been guilty of aggression and one 
of 300 men against the villages nearest to the Kenbbo valley

1st February In spite of the orders said to have been sent to 
the Governor of Martaban to suppress robbenes, etc, in the nver 
they are said to be very frequent.

— This is a survey of the pohtical relations subsist- 
ing between the Bhonsla and the British Govetnment from 
1816 up to 1844. It refers to the various engagements between 
the two Governments entered at different times The rights 
and obhgations of the two Gk)vemments as they stood in 1844 
are careMly summarised

Statement of the Political Relations at present subsisting between 
the British and the Nagpur Governments 

Whereas during the subsistence of a Treaty of Perpetual Defen- 
sive Alhance concluded at Nagpur between the Honorable East 
India Company and the Nagpore State on the 27th of May 1816, 
and in violation of public faith and of the laws of nations, an 
attack was made by Rajah Moodhojee Bhonsla on the British Resi- 
dent and the troops of his ally stationed at Nagpore for the said 
Rajah’s protection, thereby dissolvmg the said Treaty, annulhng 
the relations of peace and amity between the two States, placmg 
the State of Nagpore at the mercy of the British Government, and 
the Maharajah’s musnud at its disposal, and whereas the British 
Government, still recollecting the formei close alhance, consented 
to restore the relations of amity and friendship, and to replace his 
Highness on the musnud, and whereas in utter forgetfulness of this 
lenity and m disregard of every prmciple of faith and honour, Appa 
Saheb entered mto fresh concert with the enemies of the British 
Government- that Government was consequently compelled to re- 
move him from the musnud Maharajah Ragojee Bhonsla succeed- 
ed to the same by the favour and permission of the said Govern- 
ment 

It is agreed that there shall be perpetual peace and friendship 
between the Honorable Company and their allies on the one part 
and the Rajah of Nagjpore on the other The friends and enemies 
of either shall be the mends and enemies of both 
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In order to scenre and improve the relauoni of amity and peace 
established between the Governments it is agiced that acowiitcd 
minutert from each shall reside at the court of the other 

The Bntiah Government havmg during the minonty of Maha 
rajah Ragbojec Bhonsla undertaken the sctuemcnt and management 
of the t^ofe country reserved to His Highness and the general 
direction of af&nrs m His Highness • name and on hu behalf on 
Him Highness s nonage and accordmg to Hindoo law having ex 
pircd the powers of Govemmeot and the admimstration of his domi 
mons were declared vested in him of certam districts reserved to 
provide funds for the payment of the MUitary force of the State 
which was to rcmaia under the authority of the Bnosh Govern 
ment by the revised engagement, dated 26th December 1829 it was 
agreed that His Highness should pay to the British Government 
an ^nminl subsidy of Eight Lacs of oonat Rupees by Quarterly 
ments 1 ^ on die 6th ^ September 6th Dc«mbcr oth Mami and 
6th June of each year m considcranon whereof the reserved distncts 
w-cre on the 6th of June 1830 given up to His Highness s manage 
ment. and his army was made over entirely to his own authority 
and disposal from the date of the engageraent the British officers 
cmployM m the Nagpore service bang at the same time with 
drawn, the auxilmty wree as then consatuted iras gradually dis- 
banded and the Rajah engaged to provide m their room and from 
his own funis a naaonal mrce adequate to the ordinary protection 
of his subjects and the performance of internal duties. The Rajah 
agreed to respect and abide b ythc condinons of the qumqucnnial 
settlements concluded by the Bnnsh officers m hu name, and 
bound himself to cnalntaia mviobte, all agreements and engage 
ments formed with the Gond and other tnbutary Chiefs and Zemin 
dars by Bntish Officers under the sanction and nuthonty of the 
Resident. 

His Highness also agreed to mainTam at all limes in a state of 
cffiacncy a body of not less than J 000 of the best descnption of 
irregular horse organized and dis<Mlmcd after the native fashion 
commanded by his own Native OUlcers and subject to His High 
ness 8 exclusive authority In the event of war this force shall be 
liable to serve with the British Army m the field rccaving totta 
from the HonTilc Company in compensation of the extra expense 
of thar maintenance, whenever employed beyond the Nagpur 
fronder 

The Maharajah on his accession was permitted to assume the 
title and ensigns of Sena Saheb Sooba whnm have been held by for 
mcr Rajahs of Nagpore but he agr«d to renounce for ever for mm 
self and successors airdcpcnBancc upon or connexion with the Rajah 
of Sattarah or other Marhatta powers and agreed to rclinquuh all 
ceremonies and observances whatever refemng to the dignity of 
Sena Saheb Soobah. 
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The province of Cuttack and the post and district Balasore were 
ceded in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable Company by the 
Treaty of Deogam, also all the teriitories to the Westward of the 
Wardha of which His Highness collected tlie Revenues, in partici- 
pation with tlic Nizam except the forts of Narnulla and Gowilghur, 
which with some adjacent lands to the value of four lacs of Rupees, 
were retained by the Rajah of Nagpore The provinces of Cuttack 
and Balasore still remain m the possession of the Honorable Com- 
pany, but tlic rest of the above mentioned territories including tlie 
torts of Narnulla and Gowilghlir whicli wcie ceded to the British 
by Appa Saheh in 1818 weic subsequently transferred to the Nizam 
by the tieaty with that sovereign dated the 12th of December 1822, 
who on his part ceded to the British Government for the purpose 
of tlieir being transfeired to the Rajah of Nagpoie, the whole of his 
parucipated lights and possessions situated on the East or left bank 
of the Wurdah producing a revenue of 75,000 Rupees 

The sclicdule annexed to this report marked No 6 , exhibits the 
cessions which were made to the British Government by Appa Saheb 
in 1818, and which wcie confirmed to the British by the treaty of 
1826 and still remain in the Company’s possession His Highness 
expressly renounced all claims and pretensions of whatever descrip- 
tion on those terntones and all connexions with tlie Chiefs and 
Zemindars or other inhabitants of them, and the British Govern- 
ment by the same article of that Treaty guaranteed to the Rajah 
the rest of the dominions of the Nagpore State 

The Maharajah is bound neither to commence nor to pursue 
any negotiation with any of the state whatever without giving pre- 
vious notice tOj and entermg into mutual consultation with the 
Company’s Government and neither to maintain Vakeels or other 
Agents at the Courts of any foreign state whatever, or to permit the 
residence of Vakeels or other Agents from any such state at his 
Court, and His Higlmess furtlier engages to hold no communica- 
tion with any othei power whatever, except through the Resident 
or other ministers of the Honorable Company’s Government resid- 
ing at His Highnes^s Court 

The British Government on its part declares, that it has no 
manner of concern with any of the Maharajahs children, relations, 
dependants, subjects, or servants, with respect to whom the Maha- 
rajah is absolute, and it agrees not to give aid or countenance to any 
discontented subjects or dependants of the Maharajah, or any mem- 
bers of His Highness’s family, or any relations or servants of his 
Highness, who, m like manner, refuses to afford protection to any 
persons who may be m a state of rebellion against the British Gov- 
ernment or Its alhes. or to any fugitives from their respective terri- 
tories 

By the third article of the revised engagement of 1829 it is com- 
petent to the British Government through its local representative, to 
offer advice to the Maharajah, his heirs and successors on all im- 
portant matters, whether relatmg to the mtemal admimstration of 
63 
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the Nagporc tcxntoiy or to octcrnal concerns and His Highness 
shall be bound to act in conformity thereto if, which God forbid 
gross and systemauc oppression anarchy and misrule should here 
after at any time prevail in neglect of repeated advice and remons- 
trance, scnously endangering the public tranquillity and placmg in 
jeopardy the stability of the resources whence His Highness dis- 
charges his obligations to the Honorable Company the Bnash Gkiv 
emment reserves to itself the nght of reappomtmg its own officciB 
to the management of such distnct or districts of the Nagporc tern 
tory in His Highness a name and for so long a penod os it may deem 
necessary Elie surplus receipts in such eases after defraying charges 
to be paid mto the Rajah^a treasury 

With a view to fulfil the terms of the Treaty of Defensive alli 
ance entered into with Rajah Moodhojee Bhonsla m 1816, the Maha 
rajah agreed to receive and the Honorable East Company to fur 
nish, a permanent Subsidiary force of Bntub troops consisting of a 
speafied number of R(^imcnu of Native Cavalry and Infantry a 
Company of Pioneers and one of European Amllcry with the usual 
proportion of field pieces attached, stores ammunition, etc. to be 
stationed m perpcnucy m the Maharajah s temtoncs. By the 
treaty of 1826 the Bnoih Government is at hberty to stahon this 
force m any part of the Rajah s terntone® as it may deem necessary 
lor UiciT proiccuon and for the maintenance of tranquillity and also 
to deade upon the number of troops to be so mainained whether 
CTcatcr or smaller than the amount of the Subsidiary Force before 
fixed and it is agr e e d that on occasions on which it may be deemed 
expedient and necessary for the general defence of the Deccan or 
for the suppression of disorders the Bnush force servmg with the 
Maharajah shall be permitted at the discrcuoa of the Bnush Gov 
emment, to be empf^ed m the province of Berar m co-operation 
wflh fhc Subsidiary Force of Hyderabad, and also m other terri 
tones adjacent to the Maharajahs dominions provided however 
that by such temporary employment of the force stationed with the 
Maharajah His Highness s icmtones shall not be exposed to serious 
danger and that the force stationed near His Highness s person 
shall never be less than one Battalion of Scpahecs 

Whenever it may he found expedient for any temporary pur 
pose to employ within the Maharajah s tcnitory any troop® belong 
Ing fo the Honorable Company exceeding the amount ot the Su^ 
sioiary force no objcaions shail be made on the part of the Moha 
rajah and the Bnrish Go\*enimcnt on its part engages that the 
Maharajah shall not be charged with any additional expense on 
account of such extra troops The Maharajah grants full permis- 
sion for the purpose of supplies of every desenpuon for the use of 
the Subsidiary Force in all parts of His Highness s temtory Grain 
and all other articles of consumption and provisions and all sorts 
of materials for wcanng apparel tether with the necessary num 
her of cattle horses and camels required for the use of the Subsidiary 
force, shall be entirely exempted irom duties and the Commanding 
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Officers of the said Subsidiary Force shall be treated in all respects 
in a manner suitable to the dignity and gieatncss of both states 
The subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services 
of importance such as the protection of the person of the Maharaja, 
his heirs and successors, the overawing and chastisement of rebels 
or exciters of distuihances m His Highness’s dominions, and due 
correction of his subjects or dependants, who may either hold pay- 
ment of the Sirkar’s j‘ust claims, hut n is not to be employed on 
trifling occasions, nor like Sehundy to he stationed m the country 
to collect the Revenues noi in levying contributions m the manner 
of Molukgherry 

Wflienever called upon by the British Government the Maha 
rajah agrees to collect as many Biinjarries as possible and to store 
as muc^ gram as may he practicable m convenient places for the 
purpose of aiding the supplies of the armies of both states m any 
contest in which they may he engaged 

If any power or state shall commit any act of unprovoked hos- 
tility or aggression against the state of Nagpore and after due re- 
presentation shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation or shall 
deny the just satisfaction or indemnity which the contractmg 
parties shall have required, then the contracting parties will proceed 
to concert and prosecute such further measures as the case shall 
appear to demand For the more distinct explanation of the true 
mtent and effect of this agreement, the Governor General in Coun- 
cil engages that the British Government will never peimit any power 
or state whatever (in which desciiption is included the tribe of Pm- 
darries) to commit with impunity any act of hostility or aggression 
against the rights and territories of the Maharaja, but wdl, at all 
times maintain and defend the same, as the Company’s rights and 
territones are maintained and defended The Maharaja agrees on 
his part never to commit any act of hostility or aggression against 
any of the Honorable Company’s allies or dependants, or against 
any other power or state whatever, and m the event of differences 
arismg, whatever adjustment the Company’s Government, weighmg 
matters in the scale of truth and justice, may determine, shall meet 
with full approbation and acquiescence 

The Hill of Seetabuldee and that adjacent to it with the land 
and bazars adjommg withm a boundary Ime which shall be settled 
are annexed to the British Residency, and the British Government 
are at full liberty to keep up the necessary works, for rendering 
them a good Military position, which have been or may be erected 
upon them or elsewhere withm the boundary aforesaid 

The Maharajah engages at all times to furnish such pasture 
lands as may be required for the use of the British forces at the 
most convenient places adjoining to the cantonments of the differ^ 
ent divisions of the said fotces ' 
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The Rajah renounces all claims of every desenpuon on the 
temtones or the Bntish Gcfvemment and thcii alhes and is bound 
not to retain in his service any Frenchman or the subject of any 
other European or American, power the Government of which may 
I)c at war with the Bntish Government or any BnQish subject with 
out the consent of the Bntish Government.

2 Kasara Singh son of Pudma Singh held these Mootahs till 
his death and left them to Woodiasmg son of his 2nd wife, leaving 
instructions for the support of Govinda Singh and Jaya Sing sons 
of his first wife, they being unfit to conduct the management of the

3 Laleetamanee Davec daughter of this Woodia Singh was 
man led to Vicrama Deo Maharaj Grandfather of the present Jey- 
poor Zemindar who bestowed on Woodia Singh the nve Talooks 
of Caseepoorum, Moulputnum, Relligoomma, Mundabesy and 
Chendragery of his Zemmdary as well as the three Mootahs of 
Vijeacumbur Salaboordoo and Kookoodie of the Moulputnum 
Talook, fixing on the same a Pesheush of Rupees 300 The Soon- 
goodi Mootah of Caseepoorum Tallok, was then given to Govmda 
SmgTi ariH Jaya Singh half Brothers of Woodia Sing for their main- 
tenance, and after the demise of Govmda Sing^ Anunda Sing his 
son having got entire possession of the Mootah, Fakeer Sing son of 
Jaya Sing complained against him to Gopmada Sing son of Woodia 
Sing who was pleased to allot to him (Fakeersmg) for his subsistence 
the Moofah of Chendragery of Caseepoorum, which afterwards 
devolved on Jagunnatha Sing a descendant of Fakeer Sing The 
Soongoody Mootah descended to Ramachendra Sing guardian of 
Anunda Sing 


4 Tamamoolah and four other Talooks of Kalahundy m the 
Nagpur territory as well as the other Talooks held by Gopenad 
Sing with the exception of Soongoody and Chandragery Mootahs 
of Caseepoorum Zemmdary in Jeypoor descended through four 
generations to Trelochana Sing Tatraj, husband of the petitioner 

From the above facts it is contended that Jagunnatha Smg can 
have no right to interfere in any of the Talooks in the immediate

Case File No 3 of 1854 

At the close of the last century, the sons of one Kannojee 
Kullutgar, were four m number, namely Deo Rao, Pandoorung 
Rao, Etui Rao, and Bugwant Rao, and were attached to the service 
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of Rflghojce n. The eldest brother Deo Rao selected Hingunghat 
as the site of a to\7D and went to considerable cipencc to establish 
bazaars invite inhabitants etc. etc. and was rewarded for his exer 
tions by being allowed to exercise authority m judicial matters in 
the toun of ^ngunghat and by being permitted to appropriate 
certam portions of the revenue — desenb^ in the Mahratta records 
as Chowtaic of Sayer transit dues Kullalce or Abkarry dues and 
Siiraic or Miscellaneous 

Onginally doubtl^ the KuUutgars share was actually a 
fourth of these dues but as the toirn increased m prosperity 
the share to be appropriated to tbc family of the founder of 
Hingunghat was nxea at Ri 2013-13-0 

In addition to this annual grant which for a senes of years 
appears in the sanctioned disbursements the Kullutgar fam ily 
irould appear to have been entitled on bazaar days m the town of 
Hingunghat to make ctruun petty collections m kind known as 
Choonga Moortce on all sorts of cram bn^ht for sale— on oils 
ghee, butter vegetable, mangoes etc. They also claimed the 
nght to be the channel of payment of the allowance of Rs. 1 75- to 
Gopal Venkatesh Pandia, to Stbundics paid by coUecDons made 
after the nature of a Shoubcydarcc tax, amountmg to Ri. 180 chart 
table allowance from Khanj Moshahira fConongenaes) of Rs. 200 
to the Ootsao — a festival expenditure or the temple of Vithoba 
amountmg to Rs. 100 and also to the distnbuuon of certain Deos- 
than collectioas made in kind being 1 pylec of mm from each 
cart load These claims to "Choonga Moostec colwions — the (Hs- 
mbution of chandes etc. and tbc 6xed commutation of the Choinai 
at Rs. 2 013-13-0 per annum all appear to have been recognized by 
the Takecd addressed by Captam Gordon Supdt. to thd Kumaish

claims the nght of distributmg among the other members the 
shares of the Cho\'ttai commutation and petty coUections known as 
Cbhonga Moostce, This nght of distnbution caused frequent 
quarrels m the family The younger members widows etc. cons- 
tantly coraplammg that they were defrauded of their proper share. 
At last m 1262 these quarrels formed the subject of a avil suit 
which was deaded by Gopal Rao Anunec, Collector of Nagpur

On the 29th of Juramad-ul Aival m the year 1210 Hijrcc, the 
reignmg Raja of Naeporc commenced banking with the Hnn of 
Bhaiah Ram Gopal Doss through tlic medium of Noram Gopal 
the Gom&stfl of that Firm at Nagport. 

These transactions contmued until the 13th of Rubbic-ul Awal 
m the year 1215 Hijrec when the accounts were closed and the 
balance m favour of the House was shown to be 927361 (Rupees 
Nine Lakhs twcnt> -seven thousand three hundred and sixty-onc). 
Of thu sum the Firm relinquished 130000 Rupees (One lakh and

Case File No 6. — ^The case file refers to the removal of 136 bags of 
Tieasure found buried m the mner apartments of the 
Bhonsla’s palace to the Sitabuldee Treasury They contam- 
ed 3,99,353 Nagpur Rupees m silver Subsequently under 
the dn action of British Government Ram Baka Bai sent 
10 bags of gold Mohurs contaming 9,998 gold mohurs to the 
Sitabuldi fort It was suspected that 10,000 gold mohurs 
were still imaccounted for The arcumstances relatmg lo 
these recoveries are detailed m this file.

Dated 13th December 1854 

Witli reference to the instructions contained m the 6th and 
7th paras of youi lettei No 4723 under date the 2nd ultimo, I 
have now the honour to report as follows foi the information of the 
Most Noble the Govemoi General of India m Council 

2 At the very close of October 136 Bags of Tieasure found 
buried m the mnei apartments of the palace weie tiansferied to 
the Seetabuldee Tieasury The removal was effected qiuetly with 
the consent of Her Higlmess the Baka Bale Though but httle 
assistance was afforded to Captain Crichton in the measure yet 
there was nothmg m the shape of opposition The treasure was 
found loose m Tankas It consisted of silver, and on bemg counted 
was found to amount to Rupees 3,99,353 with 59 Rupees short 
weight and base metal 

3 The Government are awaie of the difficulties that have 

been m the way of getting this treasure of tlie late Ruler given over 
by the inmates of the palace The amount m silver supposed to 
have been buned, and mdeed notified to be m tliese Tankas at the 
period of the late Ruler’s death was Rs but I have 

reason to believe there was a much larger sum as it has been 
reported to me that from 70 to 80,000 Rupees have been made away 
vvitli during the last few months From some accounts this lost 
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jnm stated to have been 78 000 Rupees \va8 not m the T'mkas but 
in a separate box m the mner apartments and if this really was the 
case, the defiacncy in the silver amounts to upunttls of a Labh of 
Rupees Enquiries are bcinp made on the sudjcci and eventually 
I have DO doubt that I shaH be enabled to report to Government 
the exact amouiit made away with and the manner of its disburse- 
ment 

4 "Vour letter under acknowledgment reached me on the 10th 
ultimo and as at the time there appeared to be an mclmanon to 
listen to reason and to permit of tne transfer of the remainder of 
the Treasure known to m buned m the apartment occupied by Her 
Highness Anpooma Baie, I deferred for a few dap ana mtimating 
to the Palace that I had received any orders to ot communicated 
to the Baka Baic and the other Ranees for it seemed desirable 
not to disturb what I trusted might prove to be a favourable turn 
m the aspect of Pabce affairs at the end of a week however find 

matters fast reverting to the old system of delay and passive 
resistance to all our injmicnons and wishes I sent a message on 
the 1 7th ultimo through Capt Cnchron to H H the Baka Baic to 
fix a day for rcceivuig me as I had a communication to make from 
the Supreme Government relativT to the occurrences of the llth 
of Oaober This ivas on Friday and as Monday ivas a Holiday 
the day fixed on for the interview was Tuesday the 2lst Inter 
mediately however a message was sent to Captam Cnchton by HdT 
the Baka Baie the parties Dadha Sukia and Tnnnbackair Nana 
were the bearers of me meassage, which m substance set forth that 
the Gold Mohun were entirely at our disposal whenever wc chose 
to ask for them That U was Her Highness s desire that all our 
wishes and orders should be obc^ed that the Gold Mohurs would 
have been made over before but for tbc conunued severe illness of 
Anpooma Baic, and in short as far as words went the message was 
every thing that could be desired ft was reported to me in due 
form on the same afternoon (Sunday the 19th November) by 
Jumalooddecn and Purbut Rao deputed for the purpose. 

5 On a previous occasion after mtimating to the palace 
inmates the orders of Govemraent ns conveyed in your commum 
cation No 4302 of the Z9th September last (vide ray reply No 45 
dated 13th October) it ivas explained to all concerned that any pro- 
per representation the Ranees might desire to make to Government 
should receive at ray hands aue consideration The question 
rclatnT to the state itself had been fimlly disposed of should not 
on any account be referred but any other matters unconnected with 
succession to the Rrq or the adoption of an heir having reference 
to their future comfort or convenience should have every proper 
attention and support. Opportunity tvos at the same time taken 
to point out to tlw Ranees through tncir adiosors that the best mode 
of securing attention to any request they might hnic to prefer 
wtiuld be to take care thit no further delay took place m complet 
ing the orders of Goi'cmmcnt as conveyed to them through the 
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Commisvionci and hmhci ihai howcxci indilTcicnt the Supreme 
Gcncrninciu iniglu 1)^ pcisonal propel ty, suitable to then lauk as 
laid tlov, n in ilie Goieinmcnt dispatch ol the 30rh ot June last 

7 Some (d till .M titles ‘>cni up fiom the palace I wished to 
be let .lined l)ui the ihuKcs ihcin‘'el\es desiied that in the fust 
instance all should lie gnen up without rcseivation and that a selec- 
tion oC those to be lotaincd should lie made subsequently How- 
cveu as It seemed to me they might be .icting undei a wuong 
impression and tli.ii i latent hope nuglit sul! exist that by a piompt 
comph.mce with txc Commissioiui s iiwnuciions, and by giving up 
the uhoh Ol the valuables m their possession the Government

8 On the Sunday aimvc alluded to Jumaloodccn and Pin but 
Rao informed me amongst oihei things that the Vakeels wcic to 
be witluii.iwn and d sini-sed as HII iniondcd leaving every thing 
in the hands of the Ihiiisli GovTinmcni 

9 On d'uesdny (November 2Isi) I piocecdcd to the palace by 
appointment 1 w.is aceonijiaiiicd by Major Spence, Captains Snow 
and Crichton and Lieutcnaiu Aslic Many wcic picscnt on the 
occasion I note some of them were Babajee Goojai, Trimbuckji 
Nana, Dadha Sukia, Shoo Row, Purbiit Rao, and Jumaloodeen 
The ordeis of Govcinmcnt as containing in the 6th and 7th para- 
graphs of yoLii Icitci undci acknowledgment caiefully and 
thoroughly explained to the assembled Ranees a vernacular trans- 
cript of the cxtrae:s fiom youi Icttci as read and explained to the

10 That very evening an assunma was sent to the effect that 
the Gold Mohurs would 1^ tranBfcrrcd to Sectnbuldec on the day 
but one following, and 1 ha\c deferred reporting the compleaon 
of the Government orders aa conveyed in your Tetter of the 2nd 
ultimo in the hope of being able at the same time to report not 
only that due attention had been paid to the orders so of cn issued 
but the promises so repeatedly made had at length been compUco 
witb- 

11 Thus have matters been gomg on since that date of me 
mtemew nearly 3 weeks ago and each succeedmg day has brought 
some great excuse for the non-compUance with the orders issued. 
The contmued sickness of Anpooraa Bae, and of her Kamdar (the 
only man who appeared to know anything of the matter) and her 
great unwillmgnesa that the Treasure should be removed at all, arc 
stated to have been the chief drawbacks. The whole of the Ranees 
arc said to ha\c been oil along more or less unwilUng to let the 
Treasure be moved and as hist as the consent of one could be 
obtamed a fresh obstacle was put forth by another and so on. 
The Baka Bae has for some time past been m favour of the removal 
of the Gold and had the matters rested witli htisclf alone, there 
would have been far less delay 

12 The place m which the Treasure was supposed to be 

hidden rendered its removal a delicate task, unless with the consent 
and assistance of the Ranees themselves Indeed I was unwilling 
that Captain Crichton should go upstairs on the occasion or take 
any in the matter It was better to avoid a scene 

and I have all along been cndcavounng to persuade the palace 
inmates of the propriety of transfcxnng the treasure of ihcir own 
accord To use force would have been objccnormblc m every way 
and failing all other means the last resource appeared to oc the 
simple wnting off the amount known to be buned to the debit of 
the Ranees deducting the some from their annual allowance and 
tellmg them the sum was at ihcir disposal and m tbetr own pofsc*- 
uon 

13 I am glad tliat 1 can repon a somewhat more succertful 
tcrmirmuon to negotiations. Yesterday evening 10 bags of Gkild 
Mohurs were sent to Captain Cnchton by the hands of Dadha 
Sukca and Tnmbuck Rao these have been counted and found to 
consist of 9,998 or at 18 Rupees each the average value or there 
abouts to nearly 1 80 800 Nagporc Rupees It is now stated that 
the remaining 10 000 (the number of Mohurs ongtnally reported 
was 20000) have been expended This is perhaps one of the chief 
reasons for the delay as not unnaturally the consequences on our 
discovery of the defalcation may have been apprehended, 

>4 On more than one occasion it has been brought to my 
nonce that the existence of the 20000 Gold Mohurs at the time of 
the late Rulers death was made known by the inmates of the 
palace thcimclvcs and thu pomt the Baka Bac has more than 
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once urged in proof of hei desire that from the commencement 
nothing should be concealed from the British Government This 
IS so fai tiue, and on the understandmg that the Gold Mohurs were 
to be forthcoming when aie asked for, Mr Mansel dispensed with 
Captain Ciicliton's personally ascertaimng their exact position and 
number, m consideiation of their being in the mnei apartments of 
the palace 

15 Enquiries aie being made as to what may have become of 
these missing Gold Mohurs, and I have insisted on an exact account 
being rendered as to how they have been disposed of and to whom 
given There is reason to believe that very large sums of money 
have been expended on Vakeels and Mookhtars though I am 
assured that none are now m existence, or at any rate recogmzed 
by tlie Ranees This is to he doubted, but an early occasion will 
be taken to have the correctness, or otherwise of tins placed beyond 
the possibility of mistake 

16 In conclusion I have the honour to state that copies of 
the 2nd and 3rd paragiaphs of your letter under acknowledgment 
have been furnished to Majoi Spence, Captain Crichton and the 
other officers concerned Jamaloodeen has also been made acquaint- 
ed with the request expiessed by the Government on hearing of 
the ill tieatmcnt he experienced on the 11th of December and also 
of their full aproval of his conduct on the occurrence m question 
He desires to assure the Most Noble the Governor General of India 
in Council of the' sense he entertains of the great honor conferred 
upon him by this special expression of the approbation of the 
Supieme Government

In cases where the present Malgoozar declines the manage 
tacTU from causes of insolvency or other then his partner mi^i 
be admitted if the partner even be found meompetent, the original 
Malgoozar ought be mvtted to taLc the management, provid^ he 
IS considered corapetenL It may sometimes so happen that one of 
the Malgoozars of a village applies to male oicr the profits of 
his share of the Estate to his sccunty or Creditor m liquidation 
of his obligation it may be complied with after due enquiry into 
the case and accordmg to the custom of the locahty In the event 
of a co-shorer or other party dcraumng to this arrangement, a full 
report should be submitted to the Commissioner for orders 

In cases where a Malgoozar may give up the management of 
his estate, and haic no partner or a>-sharcr it may be given over 
to any applicant, who may be found respectable and trunworthy 
Where there may be more than one partner division of land or m 
profit and loss of proceeds or co-suarer m an estate, and their 
names not entered m the agreement severally they will neicrthe 
less enjoy thar shares as hithcno continuing to them — the Deputy 
Commissioner should houcter at the time of making the settle 
ment with the Malgoozar make known to him the names of the 
former incumbents 

It IS not known whether the Malgoozars arc in the habit of 
Icaimg ullages on Thaka to Thcckadars or not A report on

XI Charitable grants of land in the hereditary or loss posses- 
sion of parties, will be continued to them as heretofore If after 
investigation of Maafee tenures it is discovered that the grantees 
have no title to the occupation thereof, measures will be taken 
to dispossess them The land thus resumed will be credited to 
Government and the rent thereof fixed accordingly Malgoozars 
should be informed at the time of settlement that they are not 
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competent in cases like those in question to resume them but 
they are at liberty to do as they please if they have given any 
grants from their own holdings (h^ufec Gaoutcc) 

XIL If the Ferry Tax is included m the Malgoozarcc rental 
it should be scparati^ and farmed out annually — the proceeds 
arising therefrom will be appwpii&itd to the buildmg of b<Lits etc 

Xm For the proper cnquinne and determining the MaJ 
goozaroc amount at the tune of Settlement it would m necessary 
to call for the village papers from the Burar Pandya and Qanoongo 
m order that m preparing the papers (Dole) such items of taxadon 
as arc considerca unauthorized or illegal may be expunged and 
written off accordingly this the Burar Pandya should oc duly 
mfonred 

XTV No attennon should be paid to any applicants for Mai 
goozarce estates in the holding or another who on the score of 
enrmty or other sinisrcr motive against the Malgoozar may have 
based hu requisition— the Sctilcmcnt should be made with the pre 
sent tenant consistent with equity 

XV Full enqulnes should be rande at the orae of Settlement* 
with the Burar Pandya Jumoshdnr Malgoozar etc- as regard* the 
value of each crop and the amount colleaed so that the collections 
might be proponioned accordingly m fixing the imtalment* for 
the Khureef and Rubbee, 

XVI Besides these, u will prove very beneficial to the Deputy 
Commissioners Office when on their tour to have personal com 
mimicatiom and mspccnon of hings in gencrak 

XVn An Item of collection called Sur-dchi known com- 
monly in this country as Duruk ” or a cess, extra to the Juma or 
Gross rental has been Icsied hitherto which w'as payable to Brah- 
mins etc-, and even to Government servant* — this exaction shall 
be allowed to continue ull the dose of 1264 Fuslcc after which 
the District Olficcr* mil institute detailed cnqmncs on this point 
and submit a report with bsts respecting the suras collected m each 
village to whom paid and in whai ratio when mstnictioDs will 
be issued before proceeding with the Settlement. 

It IS dearly to be understood that in future no extra cessc* 
such as those under discussion will be permitted to be levied beyond 
the amount recognized or Jumma separately 

The redpicnta of the fees above detailed wiD reedve an allow 
ance from Government scparnidy if considered to have a title 

XVni The communication* m this pan of the country arc 
very imperfect, and as it wiH prove a great comfon and blcssmg 
to the community 113 well ns laahtatc the means of transit in a 
commercial point of \nciT, n will be found desirable to levy a tax 
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of 1 per cent on the gross Rental — .and appropriated to the con- 
struction of Roads, Budges, etc A committee of respectable Mal- 
goozars will be formed for this purpose and a report submitted 
tor die approval of the Commissioner The Deputy Commissioners 
will, at the time of settlement, make the levy of this tax a condi- 
tion when executing die Qubooleeats, Puttahs, etc 

XrX Those Ryots who have sunk or cleared wells, or chan- 
nels (Cuts) by leason of long occupancy, or have manured then- 
fields, shall not be charged a higher rate of assessment than what 
diey have hitherto paid so long as they continue to pay the Mal- 
goozar regularly the rent due by them In the event of its hap- 
pemng otherwise, and a summary decision given agamst the Ryot, 
and he not being able to satisfy it reasonably, then the Malgoozar 
IS at liberty to eject such tenant and occupy it himself or let it 
to another_ If it has been customary for a Ryot by reason of mdi- 
gency or other causes to sublet his land to another temporarily 
and resumes it after expiiy of the agreement made between the 
parties concerned, wdl be allowed to stand good m conformity with 
the local usage The Malgoozar will not mterfere beyond receivmg 
his rent, 

In cases of New Tenants who have taken up Waste Lands 
smce 1264 Fuslee at a piogiessive rate of assessment and the Mal- 
goozars have leased it at a low rate with a hope of amehoration, 
the Malgoozar in this case is at hberty to fix a reasonable assess- 
ment on the expiry of the Qowl, Puttah, etc, which he may have 
entered in ivith them If, in determining this amount, the Mal- 
goozar and Tenant difEer, then they may have recouise to a Pancha- 
yat, who will fix the assessment ac^ordmg to the prevailmg custom 
of the country and the nature and extent of the field The mode 
of proceeding will only last till the survey and settlement come 
into operation The Malgoozars should be apprized of this arrange- 
ment at the time of settlement 

XX Prior to the setdement of a village it is necessary that 
the boundary disputes should be first settled, but the present boun- 
dary marks of lands, m whose possession such lands exist, shall 
stand good and no dispute on grounds of ancient right or tide on 
the part of an opponent shall be entertained 

XXI The idea of a Malgoozar after setdement is, that he is 
the master of the village by virtue of his appointment by Govern- 
ment as Malgoozar, that he pays his tribute to Government and 
that no one has any right or claim to the Estate but himself 
Whereas such belief exists, the Malgoozars must understand that 
where timber and firewood exist within their Haqa and Pasturage 
lands obtam, and where such are made use of by the inhabitants 
of his own Pergunnah, or that of another as a means of subsist- 
ence, for uses of Husbandry, or constiuction of buildings and the 
latter for the grazmg of cattle shall hold good if continued prescnp- 
pvely The late Government, whenever there was need of these 
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araclcs, tised to get supplies from the jungles. It is a cxurunon 
practice m this country vfhen villages are oumed down by fire, 
they arc allowed permission to obtain wood etc from the per 
gunnah they belong or from another as the case may be — witu a 
new of pymg them assistance. This practice itiU r emain undis- 
turbed. Tins proves that they have no manonal nght whatever 
m their estates The Malgoozara wiU be duly apprized of this 
measure, prior to mwlm g settlements with therm 

XXIL If the District Office at the tune of Settlement, as 
stated m Sccuon IH should find that an old Malgoozar or Wurtun- 
dar from high rates of assessment has become impoverished or 
embarrassed who from some private considcrationB has paid to 
Government from his own puisc to male up the amount of Jumma 
to Government is now entitled to receive some consideration from 
Government. To this end a separate report contammg full paru 
culars will be submitted to the Commissioner for orders. 

In cases where men, of fiimily distmcuons or connexions of 
the Rajah are holding Mnlgoozarcc Estates, and on account of 
their heavy expenses or other causes have been granted Inaums 
etc which were deducted from the rental and accounted for under 
heads — and if even now the District Officer should consider them 
enutled to some consideratioa on the same grounds he will submit 
a detafled report on the subject for the Commissioners order*. 

XXTTL It has been the practice m several countries to invest 
Malgoozar* and speculating Farmers of good repute, respectability 
and worth with the powers of bamg summary suits and settling 
petty cases— with a view of giving them a status, ndthm ihelr res- 
pecuve jurisdictions, u oUo affording comfort to the commumty 
at large by obviating thar travclhng to a distance where Regular 
Courts arc situated This subject has not as yet from prets of 
other ivork, recaved any attention however if such a pracucc 
obtains m these Districts the Dmtnct Officers pnor to Settlements 
will take the Commissioner s orders in the matter 

XXIV No plea on the score of calamity of season will be 
entermmed except it be ascertamed and substantiated by the Dis- 
tnet Officer that the calamity arismg from fall of ^hstones, 
blight, etc, the crops have sustained an mjury and the Deputy 
Commissioner reporung the same, orders will then be issued on the 
subject of remissions. 

Ordered 

That a copy of the foregomg Roobukaree together with a copy 
of the List of Cesses authorized and unaiithonz^ — as well at tne 
forms of Settlement Returns — may be forwarded to the Deputy 
Commissioner Chhindwara with an mtimation that a Triennial 
settlement m the spirit of the Rules contamed therein, may be 
made and subrmtt^ with the Settlement Book to the Coramb- 
sioner* Office, The Deputy Commissioner is informed tha^ art 
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Assistant as well as an Extra-Assistant has been appointed and now 
there will not be any want of execuuve aid Should the instruc- 
tions herein issued be found at variance with the custom obtaining 
m other districts or otlier pomts arismg not provided for in the 
accompanying Roobukaree — orders will be issued hereafter on refer- 
ence bemg made 

As the former leases m other Districts will have expired 
shortly it is ordered that copies of the above be forwaided to the 
other District Offices of the piovmce, with a request that they 
may effect tlieir future settlements accordmg to the instructions 
therein contained 

It IS requested tliat the District Officers will submit a copy of 
the Puttah and Qubooleeat in use, with a view that they may bt 
made unifoim, and the conditions therein made, scrutinized and 
rendered properly stringent
